Messrs.  Bunge  &  Co.,  Bury  Street,  London, 
sued  the  Raithwaite  S.S.  Co.,  Ltd.,  West  Hartlepool, 
and  others  to  recover  damages  in  respect  to  injury  caused 
by  sea-water  to  a  portion  of  a  cargo  of  linseed  carried  by 
the  defendants  for  the  owners  in  the  s.s.  Northwaite  from 
San  Lorenzo  to  London  in  February  and  March  1913.  His 
Lordship  gave  judgment  for  the  defendants,  with  costs, 
holding  that  the  ship  was  not  unseaworthy.

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The  Adulteration  of  Cloves. 

By  Ernest  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  F.I.C. 


A BULLETIN  (No.  252)  was  issued  recently  by 
the  Laboratory  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Depart- 
ment, Ottawa,  Canada,  dealing  with  ground  cloves 
(C.  <L-  D.,  August  2,  index  folio  228).  The 
remark  is  made  that  "  this  is  chiefly  a  study  of 
whole  cloves  (i.e.,  a  previously  published  Bulletin,  No.  73), 
and  was  undertaken  in  consequence  of  complaints  received 
from  a  reputable  English  house  concerning  the  importa- 
tion of  exhausted  cloves  into  Canada."  The  extent  to 
which  exhausted  cloves  are  used  as  an  adulterant  is 
indicated  in  Parry's  "Food  and  Drugs,"  Vol.  I.,  p.  ?22. 
As  there  is  so  much  tendency  for  the  American  and 
Canadian  Departments  to  erect  standards  for  foods  and 
drugs,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  deal  with  the  subject  in 
greater  detail.  The  conclusions  arrived  at  by  the  Canadian 
Departmental  chemists  are  (inter  alia)  :  (1)  The  total 
ash  not  to  exceed  8  per  cent.  ;  (2)  ash  insoluble  in  hydro- 
chloric acid,  not  more  than  0.5  per  cent.  ;  (3)  volatile  oil 
to  be  not  less  than  14  per  cent. ;  (4)  total  volatile  matter, 
not  less  than  16  per  cent.,  and  may  reach  25  per  cent.  ; 
(5)  the  fixed  oil  should  be  about  10  per  cent.  ;  (6)  tannic 
acid,  not  less  than  12  peT  cent.  ;  (7)  crude  fibre,  not  more 
than  10  per  cent.  Most  of  these  conclusions  are  recom- 
mended to  be  set  up  as  standards. 

The  Committee  upon  Food  Standards  of  the  United 
States  (Circular  19,  Department  of  Agriculture,  1906) 
recommended  the  following  standards  : 

The  dried  flower-buds  of  Caryophyllus  aromaticus,  which 
contain  not  more  than  5  per  cent,  of  clove-stems,  not  less 
than  10  per  cent,  of  volatile  ether  extract,  not  less  than 
12  per  cent,  of  quercitannic  acid,  not  more  than  8  per  cent, 
of  total  ash,  not  more  than  0.5  per  cent,  of  ash  insoluble  in 
hydrochloric  acid,  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  of  crude 
fibre. 

Although  it  appears  to  be  uncommon  to  find  any  badly 
adulterated  samples  in  this  country,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  a  large  number  of  tons  of  exhausted,  or  partially 
exhausted  cloves  enter  into  foreign  commerce  as  genuine 
cloves.  Either  a  small  amount  of  exhausted  cloves  in 
the  whole  state  is  added  to  parcels  of  whole  cloves  where 
it  is  hoped  that  they  will  escape  detection,  or  a  much 
larger  amount  is  added  when  the  spice  is  sold  in  a  ground 
condition.  In  drawing  any  deductions  as  to  the  quality 
of  ground  cloves  from  such  figures  as  the  ash  or  total 
fibre,  it  is  necessary  to  see  that  no  starch  has  been  added, 
since  this  will  reduce  both  the  ash  and  the  fibre ;  and 
starch  is  sometimes  added-  to  keep  ground  cloves  in 
more  presentable  condition,  as  the  high  oil  value  causes 
the  spice  to  agglomerate.  In  regard  to  the  determination 
of  the  essential  oil,  I  do  not  care  for  any  of  the  "  fancy  " 
processes,  such  as  that  described  by  Cripps  and  Brown 
("Analyst,"  xxxiv.,  518)  by  first  determining  the  total 
volatile  matter,  and  then  determining  moisture  by  measur- 
ing the  acetylene  liberated  by  means  of  calcium  carbide. 
The  only  really  satisfactory  method  is  an  experimental 
distillation  of  a  fairly  large  quantity  and  collection  and 
measuring  or  weighing  the  essential  oil. 

In  regard  to  the  total  ash,  the  8  per  cent,  mentioned 
in  the  Canadian  Bulletin  is  a  trifle  too  low  for  a  maximum 
standard.  The  average  figure  given  in  the  author's 
"Food  and  Drugs"  should  read  6  2  per  cent.,  this  figure 
being  accidentally  doubled.  McGill  gives  5.0  to  7.0  per 
cent. ;  and  Winton,  Ogden,  and  Mitchell  give  7.03  per 
cent,  as  a  mean  and  8.26  per  cent,  as  a  maximum. 

The  following  figures  relate  to  a  number  of  the  worst 
samples  which  I  have  examined  during  the  past  few 
years,  all  of  which  came  from  abroad,  though  their  actual 
origin  cannot  be  stated  :

Each  of  the  above  six  samples  certainly  contains  some 
exhausted  or  partially  exhausted  cloves,  and  I  am  in- 


formed from  quite  reliable  sources  that  the  amount  of 
such  exhausted  cloves  dishonestly  marketed  is  enormous. 

The  use  of  clove-stems  as  an  adulterant,  of  course, 
also  causes  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  essential  oil 
present,  but  these  can  be  detected  microscopically  by  the 
presence  of  the  well-defined  stone  cells.  A  microscopic 
examination,  comparing  the  product  under  investigation 
with  normal  cloves  and  with  cloves  which  have  been  ex- 
posed to  boiling  water,  affords  useful  information;  but 
there  is  another  direction  in  which  the  microscope  may  be 
of  very  considerable  value  in  the  detection  of  partially 
exhausted  spices,  to  which  I  hope  to  return  later.

arsen.,  other  incorrect  readings  being  syr.  chloral.,  liq. 
alumin.,  liq.  alni,  liq.  amm.,  syr.  aurant.,  liq.  chlori,  liq. 
carmin.,  tr.  cinchon.,  liq.  card.,  and  liq.  chirettse.  The 
second  ingredient  was  read  as  glycerin  by  a  few  competi- 
tors.   The  correct  transcription  is  as  follows  : 

Liq  Casc[arae]  3] 
Aq  Chl[oroformi]  3vj 

Although  no  directions  are  given,  we  learn  from 
chemists  in  the  district  where  the  prescriber  lives  that 
the  direction  which  is  required  is  "  Jj.  ter  in  die."

Vacuum  Flask  Window-display. 

Chemists  who  have  a  good  assortment  of  vacuum  flasks 
will  find  a  Christmas  display  on  the  following  lines  re- 
munerative and  inexpensive : 

All  that  is  required  are  a  few  good-sized  cards  about 
10  in.  by  12  in.,  a  few  yards  of  cheapest  white  muslin, 
and  a  yard  or  two  of  coloured  ribbon  (heliotrope),  an  old 
6pirit  lamp  and  kettle,  a  box  of  matches,  and  an  old  food- 
warmer.  Having  draped  the  muslin  to  suit  the  window, 
a  rrange  the  bottom  of  the  window  as  follows  : 

Centrepiece,    the    largest   flask   with   a   suitable  card 

printed — 

Simplicity  :  Pour  in  Hot,  in  24  hours  pour  out  Hot. 

On  one  side  of  this  place  the  spirit  lamp,  kettle,  and 
matches,  and  on  the  other  the  food-warmer  with  night- 
light,  and  a  card  in  front  of  each,  "  Discard  Old  and 
Dangerous  Methods,"  filling  in  the  vacant  spaces  with 
priced  flasks. 

On  the  first  shelf  centre  place  a  card  worded  thus  : 

"  Flasks  to  Suit  all,  from  2s.  to  21.  Inspection 
Invited." 

Fill    up    the   shelf    with    flasks,    and    here    and  there 
"  Christmas  Presents  "  cards.     The  other  shelves  to  be 
arranged  similarly. 
The  remaining  cards  should  be  worded  thus  : 

"Vacuum  Flasks  keep  baby's  food  hot  and  sweet  over- 
night." 

"  Vacuum  Flasks  keep  all  liquids  hot  in  winter." 
"  Vacuum  Flasks  prevent  early  morning  rushes  and  fire 
dangers." 

The  judicious  arrangement  of  half  a  dozen  little  terrace 
ferns  in  pots  (or  other  small  green  plants)  enhances  greatly 
the  artistic  value  and  completes  a  pleasing  display.  It  is 
frequently  possible  to  effect  a  sale  of  good  meat-extract 
in  addition  to  a  flask  when  the  advantages  are  judiciously 
brought  to  the  customer's  notice.

Edited  by  T.  A.  Ingram,  M.A., 
LL.D.  7x4f.  Pp.  592.  3s.  bd.  (Hazell,  Watson  &  Viney, 
Ltd.)  [As  a  record  of  the  movements  of  the  time  "  Hazell's 
Annual  "  appeals  to  business  men.  It  deals  first  with  the 
British  Empire,  then  with  International  Affairs,  Statistics 
and  Histories  of  foreign  countries  as  regards  1913,  Produc- 
tion, Commerce  and  Communication,  Political  and  Social 
Movements,  the  M-arch  of  Science,  Art,  Music,  Literature 
and  the  Drama,  and  many  other  matters,  the  records  for 
1913  being  in  each  case  dealt  with.  Under  "  The  March  of 
Science  "  we  find  a  few  well-informed  paragraphs  in  regard 
to  the  more  striking  advances  in  medical  treatment  re- 
corded last  year ;  Imperial  Research  also  comes  in  the 
same  chapter,  this  consisting  chiefly  of  paragraphs  about 
the  various  Government  Institutions  and  Observatories 
throughout  the  British  Empire.  This  is  followed  by  a  direc- 
tory of  Scientific  and  Literary  Institutions.  The  "  Annual  " 
is  prefaced  by  an  Index  which  extends  to  thirty-nine  pages 
and  makes  ready  reference  an  easy  process.]

Walker,  James,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.  Organic  Chemistry  for 
Students  of  Medicine.  8|  x  5^.  Pp.  xii  +  328.  6s.  net. 
(Gurney  &  Jackson  and  Oliver  &  Boyd.)  [Professor  Walker 
is  writing  a  complete  text-book  of  chemistry  for  students 
of  medicine,  and  makes  a  beginning  with  this  volume  of 
organic  chemistry.  As  six  months  only  of  the  medical 
curriculum  may  be  devoted  to  chemistry,  the  subject  cannot 
be  adequately  learnt  by  the  student  in  the  time  if  the 
ordinary  methods  of  teaching  are  followed.  Yet  the  medical 
student  requires  in  the  later  part  of  his  curriculum  a  de- 
tailed knowledge  of  numerous  substances  and  processes, 
many  of  which  are  very  complex.  Professor  Walker  con- 
siders that  the  only  way  to  meet  the  difficulty,  in  default 
of  an  extended  scientific  curriculum,  is  to  select  the  chemical 
substances  for  their  medical  interest,  and  this  is  what  is 
done  in  the  present  volume.  The  book  begins  with  what 
may  be  called  general  practices  and  principles,  such  as 
the  purification  of  organic  substances,  the  determination  of 
melting-points  and  boiling-points,  ultimate  organic  analysis, 
determination  of  molecular  weights,  valency,  and  graphic 
formulae.  Then  consideration  of  specific  substances  is  taken 
up,  beginning  with  the  distillation  of  wood,  and  so  working 
through  them  in  increasing  complexity  until  the  proteins, 
lipoids,  and  alkaloids  are  considered.  The  book  is  also  of 
service  to  students  of  pharmacy,  as  it  fits  in  with  the 
organic  chemistry  required  in  the  Minor  and  Major 
examination  syllabuses.]

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OUR  GERMAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D.") 


The  Hamburg:  Court  has  sentenced  a  man  to  two 
weeks'  imprisonment  for  forgery.  He  had  presented  to  a 
pharmacist  what  purported  to  be  a  doctor's  prescription 
for  savin  tops.  The  pharmacist,  however,  thought  the  cir- 
cumstances rather  suspicious,  and  refused  to  fill  the  pre- 
scription, believing,  too,  that  the  signature  of  the  doctor 
was  a  forgery.  He  also  reported  the  matter  to  the  police. 
The  Court  found  that  a  medical  man's  prescription  is  a 
document  setting  forth  certain  rights  and  legal  relations 
between  the  parties  concerned,  therefore  the  action  of  the 
man  constituted  a  forgery.  The  appeal  made  to  the  Federal 
Supreme  Court  was  rejected. 

A  Pharmacist  in  Ratirborhammer  has  been  sentenced 
to  one  month's  imprisonment  for  manslaughter  through 
negligence.  A  doctor  prescribed  for  a  three-months'-ola 
child  a  powder  consisting  of  bismuth,  tannigen,  and  sugar. 
The  pharmacist'  read,  instead  of  "  sacch.  alb.,"  "laud, 
theb. "  (laudanum  thebaicum),  and  this  was  dispensed.  The 
dose — 0.1  gram — struck  the  pharmacist  as  being  too  high, 
bo  that  ho  instructed  his  apprentice  to  reduce  it  to  0.015 
gram  of  opium.  One  of  these  powders  was  given  to  the 
infant,  which  died  within  a  few  hours.  In  his  defence,  the 
pharmacist  stated  that  he  had  read  plainly  "laud,  theb.," 
and  in  reducing  the  dose  did  not  inform  the  doctor  of  the 
fact,  because  on  a  former  occasion  when  he  had  done  so,  as 
he  was  required  by  law  to  do,  the  doctor  had  treated 
his  apprentice  with  scant  courtesy.  Ho  asked  the  person 
who  brought  the  prescription  about  the  age  of  the  child, 
but  was  not  told  that  it  was  only  three  months  old. 

History  of  Medicines. -Steps  are  being  taken  to  form 
a  collection  illustrative  of  the  history  of  medicinal  prepara- 
tions, to  be  placed  in  the  German  Museum.  It  is  proposed 
to  arrange  in  groups  the  most  important  drugs  of  each 
century,  with  details  regarding  their  discovery,  mode  of 
preparation,  and  uses.  Thus,  in  the  sections  devoted  to  the 
drugs  of  Ancient  Egypt  the  information  given  will  be  culled 
from  the  papyrus  of  Ebers ;  in  those  of  the  Roman  and 
Greek,  drugs  mentioned  in  the  works  of  Hippocrates,  Galen, 
Dioscorides,  etc.,  will  be  represented.  With  the  remedies 
of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries  the  various  Dis- 
pensatories and  Pharmacopoeias  will  also  be  exhibited.  The 
exhibits  will  also  include  old  manuscripts,  books,  prescrip- 
tions, pictures  of  old  pharmacies,  portraits,  various  articles 
bearing  on  the  subject  and  serving  to  make  the  whole  as 
complete  as  possible.  The  drugs  of  the  sixteenth  to 
eighteenth  centuries  will  be  shown  in  a  perfect  reproduction 
of  a  mediaeval  pharmacy. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  War.— At  the  present  time 
there  is  a  struggle  for  supremacy  in  the  ammonia-sulphate 
market  between  the  coke-makers  and  gasworks  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  Badische  Anilin-  und  Soda-Fabrik,  makers  of 
synthetic  ammonia,  on  the  other.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  for  several  years  past  this  company  has  produced  large 
quantities  of  ammonia  according  to  a  new  process  in  their 
works  at  Oppau.  This  has  principally  been  liquid 
ammonia,  but  they  are  now  producing  ammonia  sulphate. 
In  order  to  secure  business  they  arc  already  competing  with 
the  gasworks  and  coke-makers  so  effectually  as  to  have 
brought  about  a  serious  reduction  in  prices,  and  further 
developments  are  looked  for  with  great  interest.  Most  of 
the  production  of  ordinary  ammonia  sulphate  is  disposed  of 
by  the  Deutsche  Ammoniak  Verkaufs  G.m.b.H.  in  Bochum 
(German  selling  office).  In  1912  about  500,000  tons  was 
produced  in  Germany,  compared  with  418.000  tons  in  1911. 
It  is  possible  that  if  the  struggle  continues  an  understanding 
may  be  brought  about. 


NETHERLANDS  NOTES. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C,  &  D.") 


The  Sale  of  Poisons.— By  Article  13  of  the  law  regulat- 
ing the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  Holland,  pharmacists  may 
not  to  sell  poisons  except  to  other  pharmacists  or  to  physi- 
cians and  veterinary  surgeons,  or  to  persons  known  to  the 
seller,  and  then  signed  requests  must  be  used.  The  phar- 
macist must  then  make  an  entry  in  his  poison-book  and 
6tate  the  quantity  sold.  In  order  to  make  it  less  difficult 
to  obtain  poisons  for  technical  purposes.  Article  30  of  the 
same  law  permits  the  sale  of  poisons,  if  in  greater  quantity 
than  certain  minimum  amounts,  without  formality,  and 
if  sold  by  unqualified  persons,  without  registering  the  sale. 
The  list  of  poisons  that  may  be  sold  in  this  way  includes 
arsenic,    hydrocyanic    acid,    corrosive    sublimate,  chloral 


hydrate,  extract  of  nux  vomica,  strychnine,  and  opium. 
It  will  be  understood  that  the  regulations  do  not  apply  in 
the  case  of  physicians'  prescriptions.  A  recent  case  of 
poisoning  revealed  the  ease  with  which  large  quantities  of 
morphine  can  be  obtained.  The  morphine  had  been  bought 
from  an  unqualified  drug-vendor  in  a  quantity  of  1  kilogram. 
The  minimum  of  morphine  that  can  be  sold  by  other  persons 
than  pharmacists  and  physicians  is  50  gram6,  but  larger 
quantities  may  be  sold  without  infringement  of  the  law.  On 
the  other  hand,  a  pharmacist  has  been  condemned  in  a  law 
court  for  repeating  a  prescription  containing  morphine, 
the  judge  holding  that  each  delivery  of  a  poison  must  be 
on  a  prescription  of  a  physician  or  by  written  and  signed 
order.  As  this  applies  to  prescriptions  containing  Dover's 
powder  and  extract  of  henbane,  a  difficulty  has  been  created 
in  repeating  prescriptions.  The  public  is,  however,  finding 
out  that  it  is  easy  to  obtain  large  quantities  of  poisons,  and. 
whether  as  a  result  of  this  or  not,  it  certainly  seems  that 
the  poisoning  cases  have  increased  greatly  within  the  last 
few  weeks.  In  two  of  the  large  hospitals  of  Amsterdam 
seventy-eight  cases  of  poisoning  were  treated  in  1912,  which 
is  larger  than  for  several  years — it  was  thirty-five  in  1908. 
It  is  time  that  the  law  regarding  the  sale  of  poisons  was 
placed  on  a  more  rational  basis. 


OUR  AMERICAN  LETTER.

W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  have  been 
incorporated  under  New  York   laws,   with   a  capital  of 

$500,000. 

Heroin  is  being  used  in  very  large  quantities  in  the 
United  States,  and  it  is  stated  that  it  is  being  employed 
in  place  of  morphine  by  persons  addicted  to  the  drug-habit. 
In  some  States,  where  the  sale  of  morphine  and  cocaine 
is  prohibited,  derivatives  are  not  included. 

Messrs.  McKesson  &.  Bobbins,  wholesale  druggists, 
Fulton  Street,  New  York,  have  been  the  victims  of  an 
extensive  robbery  by  some  of  their  employes.  The  thefts 
have  been  going  on  for  some  years,  and  many  thousand 
dollars  of  property  has  been  stolen.  A  man  named  Kruger, 
who  is  thought  to  be  the  head  of  the  gang  of  thieves,  has 
been  arrested 

Mr.  F.  K.  Stearns,  of  Detroit,  head  of  the  well-known 
firm  of  F.  Stearns  &  Co.,  is  a  great  traveller.  According 
to  the  "  Detroit  News."  he  has  been  abroad  twenty  times, 
his  first  trip  being  to  London,  Paris,  and  Berlin  twenty-five 
years  ago,  and  his  most  recent  tour  being  to  Australia 
He  prefers  motor  travelling,  the  only  countries  which  he 
has  not  traversed  in  his  automobile  being  Russia  and  South 
Africa.  The  best  roads  in  the  world  are  in  France,  and  the 
best  climate  is  in  Honolulu,  he  says. 

The  Hiker  &  Hegeman  Co.— Mr  George  J.  Whalen 
has  acquired  a  controlling  interest  in  the  Riker  &  Hege- 
man  Co.,  and  is  arranging  to  form  a  new  company.  He 
states  that  the  capital  is  not  to  be  inflated  in  consequence 
of  the  change,  and  that  the  directors  will  be  men  who  know 
the  drug  business.  Mr.  Whalen  adds  that  his  purpose  in 
purchasing  control  of  the  drug  company  is  "to  develop  the 
possibilities  that  he  and  his  associates  believe  to  lie  in  an 
enterprise  already  profitable."  The  annual  gross  sales  of 
the  Riker  &  Hegeman  Co.  are  about  fifteen  million  dollars. 
Mr.  Whalen  is  to  adopt  the  same  principles  to  this  business 
as  he  has  done  to  the  United  Cigar  Stores  Co.  The  limit 
of  capitalisation  having  been  reached  in  the  cigar  business, 
attention  is  now  directed  to  the  drug-trade. 

The  Multitudinous  laws,  both  Federal  and  State,  in 
the  United  States  make  it  difficult  for  business  men  to 
keep  out  of  trouble.  Take  the  State  of  Minnesota.  The 
Legislature  meets  every  two  years  for  three  months.  Last 
spring  it  passed  594  new  or  amended  laws  on  the  Statute- 
books,  which  occupy  904  printed  pages.  The  measures 
passed  affected  pharmacists  in  many  ways,  covering  the 
storage  of  matches,  the  sale  of  cigarettes,  the  use  of  pre- 
servatives in  canning,  the  misbranding  of  beverages, 
amendments  to  the  pharmacy  law,  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  soda-fountain,  and  the  compensation  of  workmen  for 
injuries  or  death.  There  are  far  more  laws  than  are  needed. 
It  would  be  well  if  the  majority  were  repealed  and  the 
balance  rigorously  enforced.  Herein  we  have  the  most  im- 
portant difference  between  life  in  the  United  States  and  in 
the  Old  Country — in  the  former  laws  are  more  broken  than 
observed.  Indeed,  a  law  is  never  considered  sound — i.e., 
"constitutional" — in  the  United  States  until  it  has  been 
pronounced  so  in  the  Supreme  Court.  In  several  States, 
as  in  North  and  South  Dakota  and  Minnesota,  every  regis- 
tered nharmacist  and  assistant  pharmacist  becomes _  auto- 
matically a  member  of  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association.

Brevities. 

The  Herts  County  Council  on  December  10  made  a 
closing  order  for  chemists  at  Rickmansworth  to  close  on 
.Wednesdays  at  1  p.m. 

The  University  popular  lecture,  given  in  the  large  hall 
of  Bristol  University  on  December  14,  was  by  Dr.  0.  C.  M. 
Davis,  Ph.C,  F.I.C.,  on  "  Poisorrs  and  their  Detection." 

The  following  have  applied  to  their  local  authority  for 
licences  to  sell  agri-horticultural  poisons  :  Mr.  L. 
Mortimer,  9  Churchheld  Road,  West  Ealing,  London,  W., 
and  Mr.  S.  A.  Bradbury,  seedsman,  North  Street, 
Taunton. 

A  ballot  at  Stourbridge  showed  that  six  out  of  eight 
chemists  were  in  favour  of  an  order  for  closing  as  follows  : 
Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Wednesdays,  8  p.m.  ;  Thursdays. 
1  p.m.  or  8  p.m.  ;  Fridays,  8.30  p.m.  ;  and  Saturdays, 
10  p.m.  or  1  p.m. 

The  Home  Secretary  has  informed  the  Early  Closing 
Association  that  the  London  County  Council  has  no  power 
to  authorise  the  suspension  from  December  1  to  Decem- 
ber 24  of  the  weekly  half-holidays  provided  for  in  the 
Shops  Act,  1912. 

Earl  Fortescue,  Chairman  of  the  Devon  County  Council, 
at  a  meeting  last  week,  when  analyses  of  food  and  drugs 
and  fertilisers  and  feeding-stuffs  were,  under  discussion, 
remarked  :  "It  does  seem  rather  a  waste  of  power  to 
have  two  analysts  for  a  place  like  this." 

The  fire  brigade  was  called  to  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  J. 
Wilson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Queen  Street,  Great  Har- 
■wood,  Lanes,  on  the  afternoon  of  December  11.  The 
flooring  of  an  upstairs  room  was  found  to  be  on  fire.  The 
flames  were  extinguished  before  much  damage  had  been 
done. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  on  Celluloid  Manufacture  and  Storage 
(C.  <fc  D.,  December  13,  index  folio  868),  the  London 
County  Council  are  issuing  a  circular  regarding  the  pre- 
cautions which  should  be  taken  in  storing  celluloid  in 
shops. 

An  appeal  has  been  issued  on  behalf  of  the  3rd  Battalion 
the  London  Regiment  (Royal  Fusiliers)  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  a  fund  of  l,00OZ.  to  be  devoted  to  expenses  not 
provided  for  by  the  Government  grant.  Sir  Herbert  Par- 
sons (Ashton  &  Parsons,  Ltd.)  is  the  Hon.  Colonel  of  the 
regiment. 

The  Burtori-on-Trent  Guardians  on  December  6  in- 
creased the  salary  of  the  medical  officer  from  35/.  to  50?. 
a  year  in  view  of  the  extra  cost  of  drugs.  It  was  stated 
that  last  year  the  doctor  made  232  visits,  and  had  given 
about  1.000  8-oz.  bottles  of  medi  cine,  besides  pills  and 
ointments. 

Mr.  W.  Fairclough,  220  Robin's  Lane,  St.  Hele  ns,  who 
has  won  the  first  prize  of  250/.  in  the  "  Sunday  Chronicle  " 
''Bounties"  competition,  is  assistant  to  a  pharmacist 
in  the  suburbs  of  Manchester.  In  an  interview  the  winner 
said  the  money  "  will  come  ire  useful  for  my  examinations 
on  qualifying  for  a  chemist." 

At  the  inquest  on  George  Noble  (52),  described  as  a 
chemist,  of  St.  Mark's  Road,  Leeds,  who  died  in  Menstoi. 
Asylum,  allegations  were  made  that  deceased  had  been 
assaulted  prior  to  admission.  The  post-mortem  examina- 
tion showed  that  Noble's  breast-bone  was  broken.  The 
jury,  in  returning  a  verdict  that  deceased  died  from 
genera!  paralysis  of  the  insane,  exonerated  the  asylum 
officials  from  all  blame.

Mr.  Heaton,  Ph.C,  who  is  owner  of  this  pharmacy, 
has  sent  out  by  post  a  booklet  entitled  "Ever-Ready 
Christmas  Presents, '  with  half-a-dozen  or  so  pamphlets 
illustrating  cheap  safety  razors  and  electric  novelties  to 
expensive  kodaks  and  Goerz  cameras. 

The  medical  officer  in  his  report  states,  inter  alia, 
that  sixty  drug  samples  were  examined  during  the 
year.  The  only  ones  reported  against  were  sweet 
nitre  (four  adulterated  and  three  inferior  quality), 
saffron  (vendor  fined  11),  and  laudanum  and 
paregoric  substitutes,  containing  no  opium  (no  proceed- 
ings taken).  Our  correspondent  states  that  laudanum  and 
paregoric  substitutes  are  very  common  in  Sheffield,  often 
being  sold  under  such  conditions  that  the  purchaser  goes 
away  fully  convinced  he  is  taking  the  genuine  article. 
Four  out  of  forty-two  samples  of  pepper  were  adulterated. 
Prosecution  was  withdrawn  in  three  cases  on  pay- 
ment of  costs,  but  a  special  interest  attaches  itself  to  the 
fourth  adulterated  sample.  A  traveller  who  visited  very 
small  shops  which  sell  baking-powder,  drugs,  pepper,  etc., 
purchased  the  goods  at  some  drysalters'  and  prepared 
them  at  home  for  delivery.  Samples  were  found  to  be 
largely  adulterated,  and  proceedings  were  instituted 
against  the  vendors.  Eventually  an  inspector  succeeded 
in  purchasing  a  sample  of  pepper  from  the  traveller  as 
he  was  delivering  his  goods,  and  the  man  was  afterwards 
convicted  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  for  obtaining  money 
by  false  pretences,  and  sentenced  to  four  months' 
imprisonment  with  hard  labour. 

Imperial  College  of  Science. 

Two  new  chairs  of  Chemistry  have  been  instituted  at 
the  Imperial  College  of  Science  and  Technology,  Dr. 
Jocelyn  Field  Thorpe,  Ph.D.,  D.Se.,  F.R.S.,  being  ap- 
pointed Professor  of  Organic  Chemistry,  and  Dr.  James 
C.  Philip,  M.A.,  Ph.D.,  D.Sc,  Professor  of  Physical 
Chemistry.  Dr.  Thorpe  was  elected  to  the  Sorby  Re- 
search Fellowship  of  the  Royal  Society  four  years  ago, 
holding  this  at  the  University  of  Sheffield.  He  was 
formerly  Research  Fellow  and  Lecturer  in  Chemistry  at 
the  University  of  Manchester.  He  received  his  earlier  train- 
ing at  the  Royal  College  of  Science  and  at  Heidelberg 
under  Victor  Meyer  and  Professor  Auwers.  Dr.  Thorpe's 
researches  on  the  labile  ester  of  glutaconic  acids  resulted 
in  the  discovery  of  a  new  series  of  "cage"  compounds 
((!.  <L-  D.,  December  13,  index  folio  875).  Dr.  Philip  is 
one  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Chemical  Society.  He  has 
been  on  the  staff  of  the  Imperial  College  foT  some  years, 
latterly  as  an  Assistant  Professor.  He  is  well  known  for 
his  work  on  physical  chemistry,  and  is  a  graduate  for 
Aberdeen  and  Gottingen  Universities.  The  College  has 
now  four  chairs  of  Chemistry.

Eadium  Notes. 
In  the  circular  _  issued  by  the  National  Physical 
Laboratory  instruction  is  given  advising  anyone  sending 
radium  to  be  tested  to  advise  his  intention  at  least  one 
day  previous  to  sending  the  specimen.  The  letter  of 
advice  should  state  its  approximate  value  and  the  means 
by  which  it  is  to  be  sent.  The  packages  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Director,  National  Physical  Laboratory, 
Teddington,  Middlesex,  and  be  marked  clearly  "  R. 
Department."  Samples  will  be  ordinarily  returned  by 
registered  post,  fees  for  this  being  charged  to  the  sender. 
"  The  Times  "  for  December  13  states  that  it  is  estimated 
that  within  the  past  few  weeks  sums  amounting  to 
about  100,OOOL  have  been  insured  in  the  London  market 
on  radium  and  mesothorium  at  premiums  of  from  15s. 
to  11.  per  cent.  The  value  covered  by  one  policy  alone 
is  20,000?.  As  a  result  of  an  appeal  the  Middlesex  Hos- 
pital Cancer  Charity  is  receiving  an  additional  150  mgm. 
of  radium  within  the  next  few  days.  This  quantity  is

Chemist  Starts  Eural  Housing  Scheme. 
Castle  Cary,  Somerset,  has  set  a  good  example  in  the 
matter  of  housing,  a  site  having  been  purchased  by  sub- 
scription and  offered  to  the  local  authority.  At  a  paro- 
chial meeting  at  Castle  Cary  it  was  stated  that  Mr.  F.  S. 
Moore,  a  resident,  who  is  a  chemist  and  druggist,  had 
made  a  conditional  offer  to  give  50Z.,  and  in  order  that 
this  should  not  be  lost  other  donations  amounting  to  110/. 
had  been  promised,  leaving  only  about  30Z.  to  be  pro- 
vided for  the  cost  of  and  the  conveyance  of  the  land  so 
as  to  comply  with  Mr.  Moore's  condition.  For  this  30?. 
the  Parochial  Committee  made  themselves  responsible. 
The  Wincanton  District  Council  at  its  last  meeting  re- 
ceived a  resolution  urging  the  pressing  need  for  the  adop- 
tion of  a  self-supporting  scheme  under  the  Housing  Act. 
The  Council  agreed  to  accept  the  site,  and  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  architect,  with  the  provision  that  the  parish 
takes  any  profit  or  bears  any  loss  in  respect  of  the  scheme.

In  1903 
Hendrie  was  bound  over  in  respect  of  similar  libels,  and 
in  October  1911  defendant  pleaded  guilty  to  publishing

Defendant 
was  committed  for  trial  at  the  Central  Criminal  Coa.rt, 
bail  being  allowed.

We  regret 
that  we  should  have  been  the  means  of  publishing  an 
incorrect  statement  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

What  amounts  practically  to  a  "revolution"  has  taken 
place  in  the  windows  of  Glasgow  chemists.  A  few  years 
ago  Christmas  and  the  necessity  of  catering  for  the  public 
taste  at  that  season  were  of  little  importance  to  chemists 
and  druggists.  Not  so  now.  There  is  scarcely  a  shop 
which  has  not  its  Christmas  display  of  perfumes, 
manicures,  brushes,  flasks,  etc.  The  central  establish- 
ments show  the  greatest  variety.  A  striking  and  very 
effective  display  is  shown  by  the  "  veteran  "  perfumer, 
Mr.  M.  F.  Thomson,  Gordon  Street;  beautiful  caskets 
and  cut-glass  bottles  fill  his  window,  neat  little  show- 
cards  and  a  pink  draping  overhanging  are  accessories, 
and  at  night  the  window  looks  a  veritable  fairyland  in 
the  light  of  a  hundred  minute  electric  lights  of  various 
colours,  twining  and  intertwining.  There  is  evidence  of 
the  interest  to  the  public  in  the  constant  groups  at  the 


window.  Messrs.  Cockburn  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  show  per- 
fumes and  other  useful  presents  in  their  Queen  Street 
establishment.  The  window  is  draped  with  heliotrope 
muslin,  and  strands  of  dark  mauve  ribbon  divide  the 
plate-glass  into  diamond-shapes,  while  here  and  there  are 
pinned  rosettes  of  violets  and  clematis,  with  a  basket  of 
violets  as  a  centrepiece.  This,  with  a  profusion  of 
perfumes,  makes  a  charming  display,  especially  as  seen 
at  night  with  a  cluster  of  electric  lights  suspended. 
Another  window  is  devoted  to  a  miscellaneous  display 
containing  examples  of  many  necessary  and  useful 
articles,  and  showcards  are  methodically  arranged.  In 
their  Union  Street  branch  Messrs.  Cockburn  &  Co.  have 
also  a  beautiful  display.  Mr.  Peter  Irvine,  Ph.C, 
St.  Vincent  Place,  shows  an  artistic  display  of  choice 
varieties  neatly  arranged.  Messrs.  Frazer  &  Green, 
Buchanan  Street  and  Charing  Cross,  devote  a  large 
window  to  their  lavender-water,  while  prominence  is  also 
given  to  good  caskets.  Mr.  George  Mackie,  Renfield 
Street,  arrests  the  passer-by  with  a  good  selection  of 
novel  cards,  such  as  "Mo  waits  here;  we  serve  you 
promptly,"  etc.  Other  good  windows  are  Mr.  John 
Foster's,  Charing  Cross,  J.  McMillan's,  Ltd.,  St.  George's 
Cross,  and  Boots',  Ltd.,  Sauchiehall  Street.  What  is 
most  striking  to  chemists  is  the  tendency  of  the  craft  to 
develop  the  perfume  and  sundries  side,  and  to  do  so  in  a 
go-ahead  maimer. 


FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.} 


Protective  for  Surgeons'  Hands. — Dr.  Dubard,  of 
Dijon  (says  the  "  Journal  "),  substitutes  antiseptic  varnish 
for  the  rubber  gloves  worn  by  surgeons  when-  performing 
operations.  He  washes  his  hands  with  soap  and  water 
in  the  usual  way,  then  places  them  m  strong  alcohol. 
After  this  he  soaks  them  in  an  alcoholic  solution  of 
menthol  and  oil  of  juniper.  When  this  has  dried  his 
hands  remain  coated  with  an  antiseptic  protective. 

Tuberculosis  in  Paris. — A  thesis  by  Dr.  Gailleur,  read 
at  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  last  week,  gave  some  interest- 
ing statistics  of  tuberculosis  founded  on  a  "precise 
medical  and  administrative  inquiry."  The  subjects  re- 
ported upon  were  1,064  in  all — 704  men  and  360  women. 
Of  these  half  (538)  were  between  twenty  and  thirty-six 
years  of  age ;  180  were  between  twenty-five  and  thirty 
(the  most  dangerous  age  apparently);  is7  per  cent,  were 
Parisians.  The  greatest  proportion  of  patients  came  from 
the  most  thickly  inhabited  areas,  and  lived  in  rooms  with- 
out proper  light  and  air  supply.  Cafe  waiters  are  the 
most  frequent  male  victims. 

Sulphur  in  Rheumatism. — MM.  Albert  Robin  and 
Maillard  have  presented  to  the  Paris  Academy  of  Medi- 
cine their  experiments  in  the  treatment  of  chronic 
rheumatism  and  arthritic  deformity  with  sulphur.  The 
important  part  this  substance  plays  in  the  construction 
of  our  tissues,  and  more  especially  our  cartilages  and 
joints,  suggested  the  idea.  Two  cures  have  been  effected, 
one  of  which  was  an  "  impotent  and  despairing  human 
wreck,"  a  sufferer  from  arthritii  for  the  last  three  years. 
Dr.  Albert  Robin  attended  the  Queen  of  Spain  during  her 
recent  indisposition  in  Paris,  and  is  the  originator  of 
the  glycerophosphate  treatment. 

The  Customs  Tariffs. — M.  Gillette  Alimondy,  who  re- 
presents the  Alpes-Maritimes  district  in  the  French  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies,  has  proposed  to  raise  the  present  Customs 
tariffs  on  certain  crude  perfumery  articles.  The  rate  on 
neroli  oil  and  petit  grain  is  now  21.  per  100  kilos.  He 
proposes  to  raise  the  tariff  on  the  former  to  41.  and 
on  the  latter  to  1/.  per  kilo.  The  Paris  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  consulted  on  the  matter,  does  not  support 
the  recommendation.  The  Chamber  states  that  im- 
ported essential  oils  do  not  possess  the  same  properties 
as  the  native  article,  and  the  proposed  tariffs,  without 
sffienciously  protecting  French  raw  perfumery  productors, 
would  place  French  soapmakers  and  perfumers  in  a  posi- 
tion of  inferiority  compared  with  their  foreign  rivals. 
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The  Use  of  Misfortune.- — M.  Louis  Martin,  who  re- 
presents the  Var  Department  in  the  French  Senate,  con- 
tributes an  interesting  article  to  the  "  Journal  "  on 
Parmentier's  centenary.  He  notes  that  the  young  army 
pharmacist's  apparent  misfortune  in  frequently  falling 
into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  as  a  prisoner  during  the 
Seven  Years'  War  was  really  the  foundation  of  his 
successful  career.  It  enabled  him  to  study  German 
chemistry,  then'  as  now  justly  famed.  The  Frankfort 
pharmacist,  Meyer,  rendered  Parmentier  notable  services 
in  this  respect.  After  the  peace  of  1763  Parmentier 
returned  to  Paris,  where  he  attended  lectures  by  Nollet, 
Rouelle,  and  du  Jussieu,  and  finally  obtaining  a,  post  at 
the  Invalides  by  competitive  examination,  found  leisure 
for  more  exclusive  study  of  science. 


CANADIAN  NEWS. 

(From  the  "C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Mr.  T.  A.  Muir,  of  New  Westminster,  B.C.,  died  on 
November  25.  He  graduated  from  the  Ontario  College 
of  Pharmacy,  and  had  been  in  British  Columbia  for  the 
last  twenty-five  years.  Mr.  Muir  held  a  seat  for  some 
years  on  the  Council  of  the  B.C.  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, retiring  in  1907. 

Use  of  White  Phosphorus. — A  deputation  from  the 
Royal  Society  of  Canada  waited  on  Dr.  T.  W.  Crothers, 
Minister  of  Labour,  on  November  22,  urging  him  to  take 
steps  to  prohibit  the  importation  and  use  of  white 
phosphorus.  There  are  said  to  be  two  or  three  match 
factories  in  the  Dominion  where  white  phosphorus  is  used. 
A  previous  effort  to  control  the  industry  fell  through 
owing  to  the  dissolution  of  Parliament. 

British  Columbia  Pharmaceutical  Association. — The 
half-yearly  meeting  of  the  Council  wag  held  at  Vancouver 
on  November  13,  Mr.  J.  H.  Emery  (President)  in 
the  chair.  Two  letters  were  considered  from  examina- 
tion candidates  who  failed  to  attend  the  October  examina- 
tion, although  they  had  paid  their  fees.  In  one  case 
the  applicant  was  given  the  option  of  presenting  himself 
at  the  April  examination  as  the  reason  given  for  non- 
attendance  was  considered  to  be  satisfactory.  In  the 
other  case  it  was  considered  that  the  fee  was  not  return- 
able. The  Treasurer's  accounts  showed  a  balance  of 
$1,947  in  hand  and  on  deposit.  The  examiners  were  re- 
nominated, and  the  names  are  to  be  submitted  for 
confirmation  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council. 

In  "  Theban  Ostraca,"  one  of  the  "  Studies  "  in  the 
University  of  Toronto  series,  there  occurs  among  the 
religious  texts  a  very  interesting  charm  for  the  preven- 
tion of  disease.  The  text  is  on  a  piece  of  limestone,  and 
is  in  the  hieratic  script,  which  differs  from  the  hiero- 
glyphic mainly  in  being  more  cursive.  It  is  in  an  uncial 
Ramesside  hand,  and  may  therefore  be  dated  about 
thirteenth  century  B.C. ,  some  two  hundred  years  or  so 
later  than  the  famous  Ebers  papyrus.  It  is  thus  of  im- 
portance as  throwing  light  on  the  early  history  of  medical 
treatment  in  Egypt.  It  is  a  purely  magical  document. 
The  demon  who  is  supposed  to  cause  the  disease  is  first 
invoked  and  then  bidden  to  depart.  Various  possibilities 
of  attack  by  him  are  enumerated,  and  in  each  case  it  is 
denied  that  he  can  force  an  entrance  by  the  channel  indi- 
cted. Of  special  interest,  says  the  editor,  Mr.  A.  H. 
Gardiner,  are  the  statement,  "Thy  head  has  no  power 
-over  his  head,"  and  others  like  it  referring  to  other  of 
the  patient's  members,  as  they  contain  a  novel  application 
of  the  old  magical  adage  that  like  influences  like. 


Norwegian  Bismuth.— The  bismuth  mine  at  Kjenner  in 
Lier  (Norway)  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  Norway.  Opera- 
tions, however,  ceased  for  a  year,  but  the  mine  has  now 
■  changed  hands,  and  is  to  be  reopened. 

Riviera  Olive-oil  Crop.— H.M.  Consul-General  at  Mar- 
seilles reports  that  the  olive-crop  for  all  Departments  of 
the  South  of  France  will  be  very  poor  in  quantity.  In 
tJorsjca  alone  the  crop  seems  less  unfavourable.  The 
quality  of  the  oil  will  be  good  if  favourable  conditions 
prevail  during  the  crushing  season.— Board  of  Trade 
J  ournal.

The  Commonwealth. 

Duty  on  Cork. — Several  pharmaceutical  bodies  are 
taking  action  regarding  the  manufacturers'  petition  to  the 
Tariff  Commission  for  an  increase  of  the  duty  on  corks. 

National  Health  Insurance. — An  Interstate  Confer- 
ence of  Pharmacists  was  summoned  for  November  11  and 
12  at  Melbourne  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  the  course 
to  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  Health  Insurance  questions 
issued  by  the  Government  Statistician.  The  Conference 
is  consultative,  and  not  binding  on  the  various  States. 

Spirit  in  Soapmaking. — The  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal  " 
states  that  an  Order  has  been  issued  by  the  Department 
of  Trade  and  Customs  stating  that  spirit  denatured  by 
the  addition  of  not  less  than  5  per  cent,  of  purified 
methyl  alcohol  may  be  delivered  for  use  in  the  manu- 
facture of  transparent  toilet  soap ;  the  denatured  spirit 
to  be  kept  on  the  manufacturers'  premises  under  Customs 
seal,  and  added  to  the  soap  stock,  as  required,  under  the 
supervision  of  an  officer.  The  purified  methyl  alcohol 
must  conform  to  the  following  standard  : 

(1}  It  should  be  colourless  and  perfectly  clear  ;  (2)  specific 
gravity  at  60°  F.  not,  more  than  0.800';  (3)  it  should  be 
miscible  with  distilled  water  in  any  proportion ;  (4)  not 
more  than  j  c.c.  of  acetone  oils  should  separate  when  tested 
in  the  prescribed  manner;  (5)  when  distilled  at  least  95  per 
cent,  bv  volume  should  have  passed  over  at  a  temperature 
of  68°  C. 

Queensland. 

Presentation  to  Mr.  Cowley. — At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  sessiorr  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy  at  Brisbane 
on  October  24,  the  students  presented  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley, 
the  Director,  with  a  gold  watch-chain  and  a  box  of  cigars. 
Mr.  Leonard  Wellings,  Mr.  Cowley's  assistant,  also 
received  a  camera  case. 

South  Australia. 

The  Medical  Bill  passed  the  Legislative  Council  on 
October  2,  and  was  read  a  first  time  in  the  Assembly  and 
made  an  order  of  the  day  for  October  7.  It  is  altered 
somewhat  in  that  the  Registrar  is  to  act  as  Secretary 
and  be  under  the  control  of  the  Board.  The  clause  which 
provided  that  no  person  not  registered,  etc.,  should  make 
out  that  he  was  able  or  willing  to  give  medical  service 
or  advice  was  also  struck  out.  Provisional  registration 
in  the  case  of  some  delay  is  a  new  clause. 

Victoria. 

Mr.  Siiillinglaw's  Testimonial,  to  which  reference 
was  made  in  the  C.  <0  D.,  December  6,  index  folio  835, 
took  the  form  of  a  cheque  for  250/. 

Sale  of  Insecticides. — A  Bill  for  regulating  the  sale 
of  fungicides,  insecticides,  vermin-destroyers  and  weed- 
destroyers,  has  been-  introduced  into  the  Legislative. 
Council,  and  was  read  a  second  time  on  October  9.  It  is 
on  the  same  lines  as  similar  measures  passed  by  other 
Slates. 

Poisons  Administration. — The  Victorian  Government 
has  de  ided  to  introduce  a  Bill  to  amend  the  Poisons  Act. 
It  has  been  drafted  by  Mr.  Justice  Cussen,  who  is  engaged 
in  the  consolidation  of  the  Statutes.  The  Bill  will  repeal 
the  section  of  the  Poisons  Act  relating  to  the  schedule, 
and  will  give  power  to  the  Governor-in-Council,  on  the 
recommendation  of  thb  Pharmacv  Board,  to  proclaim  addi- 
tions to  or  removals  from  the  Poisons  Shedules  or  the 
transfer  of  any  article  from  one  part  of  the  schedule  to 
another. 

Trade  Opinion. — The  newly  formed  Melbourne  Metro- 
politan Chemists'  Association  circulated  a  series  of  ques- 
tions with  a  view  of  deciding  certain  matters  at  issue. 
The  replies  received  indicated  that  the  majority  of  the 
chemists  are  in  favour  of  closing  from  1.30  to  6.30  p.m. 
on  Saturdays,  the  marking  of  prescription  prices  in  code, 
and  a  charge  for  dispensing  after  hours.   "  Antim  sulph." 
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has  since  been  fixed  as  the  private  price-code,  and 
the  fee  for  after-hours  dispensing  fixed  at  Is.  from 
closing  time  to  midnight  and  2?.  del.  after  midnight. 
Another  question  was  regarding  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  which  a  large  majority  are  in  favour 
of  resuscitating. 

Western  Australia. 

Proprietary  Medicines  Regulations. — In  the  Legis- 
lative Council  on  October  15  Mr.  Heitmann  proposed  a 
motion  to  cancel  the  minute  rescinding  the  proprietary 
medicine  regulations  and  to  reinstate  them.  His  speech 
■was  a  violent  one,  and  in  the  course  of  it  he  stated  that 
"the  tra<lc  in  these  things  is  immoral."  The  motion  was 
agreed  to  by  eighteen  to  nine.

Orange  Free  State. 

Customs  and  Excise  Restrictions! — This  is  a  matter 
which  is  considerably  exercising  the  minds  of  Free  State 
chemists,  whose  complaints  are  now  voiced  in  the  lay 
Press,  Mr.  J.  Friedman,  of  the  Central  Pharmacy,  Bloem- 
fontein, having  addressed  a  lengthy  letter  to  "The 
Friend,"  which  gives  a  good  idea  of  the  disabilities  under 
which  chemists  are  labouring  through  all  questions  having 
to  be  submitted  to  Pretoria  instead  of  being  dealt  with 
at  Bloemfontein.  Mr.  Friedman  comments  on  the  un- 
usually hard  and  fettered  conditions  imposed  upon  manu- 
facturing chemists— e.g.,  as  the  regulations  stand,  all  spirits 
imported  into  the  Province  must  be  used  within  one  month, 
failing  which  the  importer  has  to  pay  the  full  duty  on 
the  whole  of  the  spirits  imported,  including  duty  on  even 
those  preparations  which  would  have  been  exempted  had 
the  spirits  been  used  within  cm-  month. 

Transvaal. 

Shop  Hours. — Enforcement  of  the  new  Shop  Hours  Act 
has  been  postponed  until  April  1,  1914.  Protest  meetings 
of  traders  and  assistants  have  been  held,  and  it  is  still 
hoped  the  Act  will  come  into  force  on  January  1,  1914. 

Business  Changes.— Mr.  Williamson,  of  Braamfontein, 
Johannesburg,  has  disposed  of  his  business  to  Mr.  Stewart, 
late  of  Randfontein.— Mr.  Finlay,  late  of  Pretoria,  has 
taken  over  the  business  carried  on  by  Mr.  "Wilson,  Auck- 
land Park,  Johannesburg. 

Tuberculin  (Bovine)  and  Mallein.— Chemists  should 
note,  in  view  of  recent  cases,  that  the  sale  of  these  pre- 
parations is  prohibited,  except  by  special  permission  of 
the  Government  veterinary  authorities,  who  are  desirous 
of  stamping  out  bovine  tuberculosis  and  glanders. 

Serious  Charge  against  Chemist. — Mr.  William  Hart- 
ley Nicholls.  chemist,  Jeppe's  Extension,  Johannesburg, 
has  been  arrested  on  a  warrant  charged  with  rendering 
an  illegal  service  to  a  young  woman,  twenty-one 
years  old,  who  is  now  lying  in  the  hospital  in  a  serious 
condition.    Accused  was  remanded  for  a  fortnight. 

Pharmacy  Roard  Nominations. — A  special- meeting  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  November  20  to 
hear  the  views  of  the  various  candidates.  Four  candi- 
dates—Mr. 13.  0.  Jcmes,  Mr.  Butters,  Mr.  Christie,  and 
.Mr.  Rennie— are  standing  for  three  seats.  Mr.  Jones,  who 
was  on  his  return  journey  from  England,  was  not  present. 
Th  ?  remaining  three  candidates,  having  addressed  the  meet- 
ing individually,  were  "heckled"  in  approved  Scottish 
fashion,  but  they  all  emerged  successfully  from  the  ordeal. 
Circulars  have  been  issued  by  each  of  the  candidates.  The 
one  issued  by  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones  includes  in  detail  the 
duties  of  the  Board. 

Old  Dundee  Apprentices  appear  to  hold  their  own  in 
the    Transvaal.      Their    numbers    include    Mr.  Robert 


Butters  and  Dr.  F.  Aitken,  apprenticed  with  Messrs.  Doig; 
&  Son,  Dr.  Aitken  being  now  medical  superintendent 
of  the  Miners'  Phthisis  Sanatorium  at  Modderfontein 
Mr.  Gauldie,  who  served  his  time  with  the  late  Mr. 
Charles  Kerr,  and  is  now  in  Rustenburg;  Mr,  Hutchin- 
son, apprenticed  with  Mr.  John  Forsyth,  and  now 
manager  of  Mr.  Dinwoodie's  Yeoville  branch;  Mr. 
Speedy,  one  of  the  old  Morgan  Tower  apprentices,  now 
with  Mr.  Anderson,  Belgravia ;  Mr.  Gellatly,  appren- 
ticed with  Mr.  C.  Young,  now  at  Boksburg ;  and  Mr. 
J.  I.  Thirde,  who  served  his  time  with  Messrs.  Hardie 
&  Son,  now  managing  Mr.  Dinwoodie's  Eloff  Street 
store,  and  Mr.  Cross's  successor  as  Hon.  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Transvaal,  A  reunion, 
of  these  gentlemen  should  prove  interesting. 


Pbarmaceufical  Society  of  the  O.F..S. 

The  usual  monthly  meeting  was  held  in  Bloemfontein  or». 
December  11.  The  President  (Mr.  A.  McMurray)  was  in 
the  chair,  and  there  was  a  good  attendance  of  members. 
The  first  item  to  be  dealt  with  .arose  out  of  the  minutes  of 
the  previous  .meeting,  and  was  in  connection  with  the 
circular  letter  to  all  the  chemists  in  the  Province  asking 
for  an  expression  of  opinion  on  Dutch  medicines.  The 
majority  were  in  favour  of  a  standard  formulary,  but  recog- 
nised the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  legislation.  Regarding 
the  sale  and  labelling  of  Dutch  medicines  the  laws  were 
generally  considered  to  be  good  and  sufficient,  but  the  way 
in  which  they  are  carried  out  was  criticised.  The  idea  of 
labelling  all  Dutch  medicines  containing  opium  "  Dangerous 
to  infants  "  was  considered  to  be  good.  The  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  report  to  the  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical' 
Council  in  accordance  with  the  replies  received. 

Regarding  the  request  of  the  Society  for  the  use  of  a 
room  from  the  Government  for  the  purpose  of  fitting  it  up 
as  a  classroom  for  pharmaceutical  students,  the  Government 
state  that  they  have  no  accommodation  available  for  that, 
purpose.  It  was  proposed,  however,  that  a  deputation  wait 
on  Sir  Thomas  Watt,  in  whose  hands  the  matter  lies,  asking 
him  to  reconsider  his  decision.  It  was  also  resolved  to. 
ask  the  Administrator  to  favour  a  Government  grant  for 
the  benefit  of  pharmaceutical  education.  The  new  Excise 
regulations  are  still  a  source  of  tribulation,  especially  to 
the  manufacturing  chemists,  and  the  subject  was  discussed' 
at  length.  As  a  result  a  letter  was-  sent  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Customs  for  the  Union  at  Pretoria,  pointing  but 
how  chemists  in  the  Free  State  are  hampered  by  the  delays 
in  referring  Excise  questions  to  Pretoria. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  .meeting  those  present  took  the 
opportunity  of  sounding  each  other  on  the  subject  of  retail' 
prices  in  the  town.  While  the  tone  of  the  remarks  did  not 
imply  that  there  exists  any  intentional  cutting,  there  were' 
complaints  of  a  lack  of  uniformity  through  there  being  no. 
recognised  list.  It  was  eventually  decided  that  Mr.  Fyfe 
should  compile  a  list  to  be  approved  of  later. 


INDIA  AND  THE  EAST.

Personal. — Mr.  C.  Trim  Johnson,  Ph.C,  manager  of 
the  Ipoh  branch  of  the  Georgetown  Dispensary,  Ltd.,  will 
shortly  be  transferred  to  the  head  office,  Penang. 

Calcutta  Chemical  Club. — Professor  P.  C.  Ray, 
addressing  the  members  recently,  emphasised .  the  great 
progress  made  in  chemical  research  in  Bengal  in  recent 
years.  It  has  been  possible,  owing  to  gifts,  to  found  a 
University  College  of  Science  in  Bengal,  from  which 
good  results  are  expected.  The  abolition  of  examina- 
tions for  degrees  was  advocated,  research  work  to  take 
the  place  of  examinations  as  a  qualifying  test. 

Tragic  Death  of  a  Bangkok  Chemist. — Mr.  William' 
Pape,  a  well-known  German  pharmacist,  of  Bangkok,  Siam, 
has  been  shot  dead  by  his  elder  brother,  Dr.  Pape,  a 
lawyer  from  Berlin.  Mr.  Pape  had  a  very  flourishing 
business,  including  an  optical  department,  but  his  family 
appears  to  have  been  unfortunate,  as  a  younger  brother, 
also  a  German  pharmacist,  who  went  to  Siam  to  assist  his 
brother  William,  died  from  cholera  four  weeks  after 
arrival.  The  motive  for  the  crime  has  not  transpired, 
but  Dr.  Pape  was  suffering  from  a  nervous  disorder.

TRADE  LAW. 

Pulv.  Glycyrrhizae  Co.— At  Sheffield  last  week*  Mrs. 
Edith  Crabtree,  grocer.  Robin  Hood  Road.  Wincobank,  was 
iined  20s.  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  for  selling 
compound  liquorice  powder  which  contained  only  4.1  per 
•cent,  of  sulphur,  instead  of  8.3  per  cent. 

Scnweppes,  Ltl.-Tho  Court  of  Appeal  on  December  16 
allowed  the  appeal  of  Schweppes,  Ltd..  from  the  refusal  of 
Mr.  Justice  Astbury,  in  the  Chancery  Division,  to  sanction 
.a  scheme  of  arrangement  between  the  company  and  the 
holders  of  its  ordinary  shares,  whereby  the  company  may 
be  at  liberty  to  issue  another  100,000/.  ordinary  shares,  rank- 
ing piri  passu  with  the  existing  300,000/.  ordinary  shares. 

"Droitwich  Brine  Baths."— At  the  London  Sessions  on 
December  17  a  true  bill  was  returned  against  the  Savoy 
Turkish  Baths  Co..  Ltd.,  in  connection  with  an  indictment 
alleging  that  they  had  unlawfully  applied  a  false  trade 
-description — to  wit,  ''Droitwich  Brine  Baths" — to  a  bath 
by  using  such  description  in  a  manner  calculated  to  lead 
.fro  the  belief  that  the  bath  in  connection  with  which  it  was 
used  was  described  by  that  trade  description  _  (C.  <0  D., 
December  13,  Coloured  Supplement).  It  was  intimated  that 
the  case  would  probably  be  remitted  to  the  High  Court  for 
trial. 

Zetland:  v.  B.M.A.— An  action  which  the  Marquis  of 
Zetland  i«  bringing  against  the  British  Medical  Association 
was  mentioned  in  the  Chancery  Court  on  December  12.  The 
matter,  said  Mr.  Hughes.  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiff,- was  ''very 
serious  and  very  urgent,"  and  it  was  desired  to  obtain  the 
adjournment  of  a  meeting  of  the  Marvh-bone  branch  of  the 
Association  which  would  meet  that  evening  to  pass  a  certain 
resolution.  Mr.  Tomlin,  K.C.,  on  behalf  of  the  defendants, 
said  tho  consideration  of  the  resolution  referred  to  would 
be  deferred,  and  Mr.  Justice  Joyce  accordingly  allowed  tho 
motion  to  stand  over  until  December  18. 

White  Pepper  Case.  —No  decision  has  yet  been  given 
■by  the  Blackburn  Magistrates  in  the  action  under  the  Sale 
•of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  at  the  instance  of  the  Blackburn 
Medical  Officer,  respecting  white  pepper.  At  the  Borough 
Police  Court  on  December  12,  the  Magistrates  were  due  to 
give  their  decision.  When  the  case  was  called  the  Clerk 
intimated  that  he  had  received  information  from  the  Govern- 
iment  analyst.  This  was  only  to  hand  the  previous  day,  and, 
if  necessary,  the  Justices  would  bo  prepared  to  hear  evidence 
•on  that  report.  Ho  had  written  to  the  legal  gentlemen  con- 
cerned in  the  case.  Since  then  it  has  transpired  that  the 
defendants  will  call  other  export  witnesses  at  the  hearing  on 
Friday. 

A  Question  of  Restraint  of  Trade  in  connection  with 
rthe  operations  of  the  North- Western  Salt  Co.,  Ltd.,  an 
amalgamation  of  the  whole  of  the  salt  manufacturers  on  the 
north-west  side  of  England,  including  the  counties  of 
Chester,  Lancaster.  Worcester,  and  Stafford,  came  before 
the  Lord  Chancellor  and  Lords  Moulton,  Parker,  and 
Sumner,- sitting  in  the  House  of  Lords,  on  December  16.  It 
"was  an  appeal  by  the  Salt  Co.  from  a  judgment  of  the 
-Court  of  Appeal,  reversing  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice 
Scrutton  given  in  favour  of  the  appellants.  The  respon- 
dents are  the  Electrolytic  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  who  had  an 
.agreement  with  tho  appellants  to  sell  to  them  (appellants) 
72,000  tons  of  vacuum  salt,  including  12.000  tons  of  stoved 
salt,  but  the  respondents  were  to  sell  no  other  salt,  simply 
to  use  it  in  their  own  processes.  This  the  appellants 
•considered  to  be  a  breach  of  contract,  hence  the  action. 
When  tho  case  was  before  Mr.  Justice  Scrutton,  the  re- 
spondents applied  for  leave  to  amend  the  defence  by  plead- 
ing that  the  contract  was  illegal  and  in  restraint  of  trade, 
but  this  the  learned  Judge  refused.  His  Lordship  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  appellants'  contentions  were 
correct,  and  that  they  were  entitled  to  judgment  on  their 
claim.  Judgment  was  therefore  entered  for  tho  appellants 
for  1,055/.  4s.  Wd.,  and  costs.  The  only  question  decided 
by  the  Court  of  Appeal  was  that  the  contract  was  in 
restraint  of  tnade,  to  which  conclusion  Lords  Justices 
"Vaughan  Williams  and  Farwell  came,  though  Lord  Justice 
Kennedy  dissented.  This  was  the  point  of  the  present  appeal. 
Counsel  addressed  their  Lordships  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  when  judgment  was  .given.  Tho  Lord  Chancellor 
said  their  Lordships  wore  not  satisfied  on  tho  measure  of 
damages,  though  they  were  on  tho  main  point  of  restraint 
of  trade.  Tho  result  would  be  that  the  case  would  go 
back  to  tho  Court  of  Appeal,  and  it  would  there  be  worked 
out  simply  on  the  question  of  damages.  Their  Lordships 
were  prepared  to  give  formal  judgment  at  once,  but  would 
take,  time  to  put  their  reasons  in  writing. — The  effect  is  that 
the  combine  -wins,  the  only  point  left  being  the  measure  of 
damages. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unl'ss  wheo  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  beard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

"  Parmikt  "  Protected  by  Chancery  Injunction-. 

The  preparation  "  Parmint  "  was  the  subject  of  a 
motion  in  the  Chancery  Division  on  December  12,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Astbury,  in  the  action  Sweet  (International 
Laboratories)  v.  Gifford. 

Mr.  Frank  Russell,  K.C.,  said  he  moved  against  the 
defendant  in  this  case  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the 
defendant  from  infringing  a  trade-mark  and  passing-off 
in  regard  to  a  certain  drug  which  was  well  known  in  the 
medical  world,  called  "  Parmint."  Mr.  K?rly,  who  repre- 
sented the  defendant,  had  offered  to  treat  the  motion  as 
the  trial  of  the  action  and  to  submit  to  a  perpetual  injunc- 
tion. He  had  also  agreed  to  pay  the  plaintiff's  taxed 
costs. 

Mr.  Kerly  said  the  defendant  had  a  large  number  of 
chemists'  shops,  and  that  the  alleged  "passing-off"  took 
place  at  a  branch  shop  of  which  he  was  not  in  charge.  It 
was  not  done  by  bis  directions,  but  occurred  through  a 
mistake  of  one  of  his  assistants. 

His  Lordship  made  an  order  granting  a  perpetual 
injunction. 

A  Lime-juice  Case. 

The  case  of  L.  Rose  &  Co..  Ltd  r.  Alexander  Riddle 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  came  before  the  Court  of  Appeal,  composed 
of  Lords  Justices  Swinfen  Eady  and  Phillimorc,  on 
December  13,  upon  the  appeal  of  the  defendants  from  an 
order  of  Mr.  Justice  Astbury  giving  the  plaintiffs  liberty 
to  issue  letters  of  request  to  examine  witnesses  in  South 
Africa.  The  action  was  brought  by  the  plaintiffs  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  infringing  the 
plaintiffs'  trade-marks  Nos.  2,932,  239,959,  240,122,  and 
240,123,  or  any  of  them,  and  from  embossing  any  bottles 
with  sprigs  of  lime  so  as  to  be*  calculated  to  deceive ;  and 
from  offering  or  exposing  or  advertising  for  sale  or 
procuring  to  be  sold  any  preparation  of  lime-juice  not 
being  a  preparation  of  the  plaintiffs'  in  bottles  so  em- 
bossed. The  plaintiffs  also  claimed  the  usual  ancillary 
relief  in  a  passing-off  action.  The  defendants  denied  that 
their  bottles  or  the  designs  embossed  upon  them  resembled 
the  plaintiffs'  registered  trade-marks  or  any  of  them,  or 
the  get-up  of  the  plaintiffs'  bottles,  so  closely  as  to  be 
calculated  to  deceive.  Mr.  Walter,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Kerly 
appeared  in  support  of  the  appeal ;  and  Mr.  P.  O.  Law- 
rence, K.C.,  and  Mr.  Sebastian  for  the  respondents. 
After  counsel  had  addressed  the  Court,  the  appeal  was 
dismissed. 

Castor-oil  Consignments. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  December  16  a  motion 
was  heard  by  Mr.  Justice  Astbury  in  the  action  brought 
by  Stockdale  &  Doel  and  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb, 
Ltd.,  against  the  British  India  Oil  Mills,  Ltd.,  and  others, 
to  restrain  the  defendants  from  delivering  200  cases  of 
Calcutta  castor  oil  consigned  to  Liverpool  on  board  the 
steamer  Diplomat  except  to  the  plaintiffs. 

Mr.  F.  Russell,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  that  the 
point  in  the  action  was  that  defendants  claimed  the  right 
to  repudiate  a  contract  and  to  deliver  the  goods  else- 
where. The  importance  of  the  question  would  be  appre- 
ciated by  his  Lordship  having  regard  to  the  nature  of  the 
goods  and  the  season  of  the  year.  (Laughter.)  Plaintiffs 
maintained  that  the  contract  was  good  and  valid.  His 
friend  Mr.  Herbert  appeared  for  all  the  defendants  with 
the  exception  of  the  Clarente  Steamship  Co.,  who  own  the 
s.s.  Diplomat .  He  and  Mr.  Herbert  had  been  considering 
what  terms  they  could  agree  to  for  an  interim  order.  It 
had  been  arranged  that  the  plaintiffs  should  pay  the  con- 
tract price  for  the  goods.  The  defendants  would  then 
give  the  plaintiffs  the  title  and  they  would  get  the  goods. 
It  was  also  arranged  that  the  plaintiffs  would  pay  into 
court  the  difference  between  the  contract  price  and  the 
present-day  price,  which  is  higher. 

His  Lordship  :  In  anticipation  of  the  season  of  the  year? 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Russell  :  Yes.  If  the  defendants  were  right  in 
the   action   there  would    thus  be    a  fund    in  court  to 
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compensate  them.  'Such  an  order  would  be  without  pre- 
judice to  any  question  in  the  action. 

Mr.  Herbert,  K.C.,  said  he  assented. 

His  Lordship  granted  the  interim  order  asked  for. 

"  Lavona  "  Trade-mark. 
In  the  Court  of  Session.  Edinburgh,  on  December  16, 
Lord  Anderson  ha d  before  him  an  action  by  Tokalon,  Ltd., 
212  and  214,  Great  Portland  Street,  London,  W.,  against 
Davidson  &  Co.,  chemists,  19  Barclay  Place,  Edinburgh, 
and  carrying  on  business  there  under  the  trade  name  of 
The  Kar  Manufacturing  Co.  The  complainers  sought  to 
have  the  respondents  and  their  agents  interdicted  from  in 
any  way  infringing  the  trade-marks  "  Lavona "  or 
"Lovona,"  the  property  of  the  complainers,  and  in  par- 
ticular from  in  any  way  using  the  name  "Lavroma"  or 
any  other  obvious  or  colourable  imitation  of  their  trade- 
marks in  connection  with  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  per- 
fumery, including  toilet  articles,  preparations  for  the 
teeth  and  hair,  and  perfumed  soap,  or  from  infringing  in 
any  way  the  exclusive  rights  of  the  complainers  in  these 
trade-marks.  The  complainers  say  that  they  are  whole- 
sale and  retail  manufacturing  chemists  and  drug- 
gists, and  that  in  December  1912  they  acquired  the 
business  of  the  To-Kalon  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  which 
was  registered  in  the  Patents  Office  in  September  1911  as 
the  proprietors  cf  the  trade-mark  "Lavona."  They  allege 
that  the  respondents  are  at  present  in  course  of  infringing 
the  complainers'  exclusive  right  to  use  the  trade-marks 
"  Lovona  "  and  "  Lavona  "  by  using  the  word  "  Lavroma  " 
in  connection  with  the  advertisements  and  sale  of  products 
manufactured  by  them  and  included  in  Class  48,  to  which 
the  complainers'  registered  trade-marks  apply.  The  re- 
spondents refused  to  desist  from  infringing  their  trade- 
marks, and  the  present  action  had  been  rendered  necessary. 
They  reserve  all  claims  against  the  respondents  for  damage 
suffered.  It  is  explained  by  the  respondents  that  they 
have  used  the  word  "  Lavroma  "  in  connection  with  a  pre- 
paration for  shampooing  since  March  1912.  They  main- 
tain that  the  word  has  no  connection  with  or  resemblance 
to  the  complainers'  registered  words.  No  one  has  been 
or  could  be  deceived  by  any  fancied  resemblance,  either 
iir  its  spelling  or  sound,  and  the  labels  they  use  in  no 
way  resemble  those  of  the  complainers.  They  deny  that 
the  action  is  necessary,  and  plend  that  the  interdict  should 
be  refused.  Lord  Anderson  ordered  the  record  to  be  closed 
and  the  pleadings  sent  to  the  procedure  roll  for  discussion.

Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd. — The  annual  general  meeting  of  share- 
holders was  held  at  the  Midland  Grand  Hotel,  St.  Pancras, 
London,  N.,  on  December  16,  with  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris  in. 
the  chair.  In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  and 
accounts  {G.  &  D.,  December  13,  index  folio  872),  tne  Chair- 
man exp:ainod  that  the  decrease  in  capital  of  branch  busi- 
ness was  due  to  disposing  of  the  Viking  Food  and  Essence 
Co.  and  closing  two  depots.  The  profit-and-loss  account 
showed  an  improvement  of  2,939/.  compared  with  1912,  and 
this  result  wouid  have  been  increased  had  it  not  been  for 
the  loss  on  realisation  of  departments  closed  and  expenses 
incurred  in  tho  removal  of  the  Southampton  factory.  Pur- 
suing the  policy  of  concentration,  the  Teddington  branch, 
has  been  transferred  to  London,  and  delivery  in  that  area 
is  by  motor-van.  He  stated  that  the  directors  are  hopeful 
that  the  policy  of  retrenchment  will  lead  to  an  improved 
position  each  year.  Mr.  J.  Bradford,  in  seconding,  referred 
to  the  insane  competition  among  aerated-water  makers.  He 
said  tho  addition  of  Id.  per  doz.  wouid  place  the  company 
in  a  flourishing  condition,  but  agreement  to  raise  prices 
is  not  possible  owing  to  quarrels  between  two  of  the  largest 
makers.  After  some  discussion  the  report  was  adopted  with 
one  dissentient.  The  retiring  directors — Mr.  J.  Bradford 
(who  said  that  this  would  be  his  last  term  of  office)  and  Mr. 
VV.  T.  W.  Idris — were  unanimously  re-elected.  The  auditors 
were  reappointed  after  a  motion  to  reduce  their  emolument; 
had  been  withdrawn. 

Camwae.  Ltd. — The  annual  general  meeting  of  share- 
holders was  held  at  the  Frascati  Restaurant.  Oxford  Street, 
London,  W.,  on  December  17,  Mr.  Hayward  M.  Davenport 
(chairman  of  directors)  presiding  over  a  small  attendance. 
In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  (C.  &  D.,  December  13. 
index  folio  872),  the  Chairman  said  that,  although  they  had 
had  no  really  hot  weather  during  the  year,  they  were  able 
to  congratulate  themselves  upon  increased  profits.  Dealing 
with  one  or  two  items  in  the  balance-sheet,  it  would  be? 
seen  that  their  '.'  cash  at  bankers  "  is  6  508/.,  which  is 
1.500/.  more  than  in  the  previous  year  and  700/.  more  than 
in  1911 — a  really  hot-weather  year;  investments  are  also' 
up.  As  regards  the  profit-and-'oss  account,  it  would  bo 
seen  that  the  gross  profit  is  up  2.0^0/.  for  Ust  year  and  the 
net  profit  shows  .an  increase  of  2  251/..  and  1.000/.  more  than 
in  1911.  General  expenses  had  been  reduced  a  further 
250/.  ;  last  year  they  were  800/.  less,  and  in  1911  they  were 
decreased  by  1.050/.  This  reduction  in  general  expenses, 
coupled  with  the  reduct'on  in  prices  of  raw  material  and 
forage,  had  enabled  them  to  increase  their  ■profits.  It  had' 
not  been  done  at  the  expense  of  the  O'ltput  in  any  way ; 
in  fact,  ihe  outturn  was  never  better.  "  Direct  supply  "  in 
co-operation  W'th  chemists  is  yield'ng  most  satisfactory  and. 
mutually  beneficial  results.  Mr.  Campbell  seoonded.  and  Mr. 
Wallington  followed  with  a  lengthy  speech  crit'e'sing  the 
company's  method  of  finance,  at  tho  sa^e  time  advocating 
r=constructicn.  Subsequent  speakers — Mr.  Campbell.  Mr. 
Harry  Kemp,  and  Mr.  Horace  Davenport — took  quite  oppo- 
site views,  tho  last  remarking  that  reconstruction  is  alto- 
gether out  of  place  and  would  be  a  very  costly  nroceeding 
with  a  conrpany  having  so  many  shareho'ders  The  report 
was  adopted,  with  one  dissentient.  Mr.  Havward  M. 
Davenport  was  re-elected  to  the  board,  and  tho  auditors 
were  reappointed. 

The  Cocaine  Evil  is  dealt  with  at  length  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  Excise  Department  of  the  Provinces  of 
Behar  and  Orissa  for  1912-13.  Although  vigorous  action 
has  been  taken  to  check  consumption  in  these  provinces, 
there  has  been  a  large  increase  in  smuggling  and  con- 
sumption-. During  the  year  eighty-six  penons  were  con- 
victed in  the  Behar  and  Orissa  Provinces,  but  "  it  is 
believed  that  the  maximum  sentence  which  can  be  im- 
posed very  often  fails  to  serve  as  a  sufficient  deterrent 
against  the  temptation  of  a  very  lucrative  trade."

BANKRUPTCY  REPORT. 


Be  Roger  Wm.  Wallace,  K.C.,  described  as  of  Camp- 
den  Hill  Gardens,  Kensington.— 1  his  debtor  attended  the 
London  Bankruptcy  Court  on  December  16  for  public  ex- 
amination upon  a  statement  of  affaire  showing  liabilities 
9198//.,  of  which  73,62?/.  are  expected  to  rank  for  dividend, 
and  an  estimated  surplus  in  assets  of  1,163/.  after  payment 
of  a.l  debts.  The  debtor  said  that  he  began  business  as  a 
■chemical  merchant  many  years  ago.  The  year  1879  was  in 
some  ways  a  disastrous  one  for  him,  and,  finding  himself 
in  financial  difficulties,  he  handed  over  all  his  assets  to 
trustees  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors.  His  liabilities  then 
amounted  to  150,000/.,  and  a  great  many  of  the  creditors 
were  paid  in  full.  He  afterwards  studied  for  the  Bar;  in 
April  1882  he  was  ca  led,  and  in  1896  he  took  silk,  earning 
■for  many  years  up  to  1908  between  6,000/.  and  7.000/.  per 
annum.    After  questions,  the  examination  was  closed.

They  were  inferior  oils  brought  into 
Tuscany  from  other  parts  of  Italy  and  other  countries,  and 
then  shipped  abroad  as  Lucca  or  Tuscan  oils  under  various 
designations,  such  as  "  Extra  No.  1  Lucca  oil,"  "  Finest 
Lucca  oil,"  "  Cream  Lucca  oil,"  etc.,  or  under  other  de- 
scriptive terms  indicating  local  Tuscan  origin  and  the  very 
highest  qualities.  These  cheap  foreign  oils  were  stored  in 
bonded  warehouses  in  Leghorn,  but  i+  is  believed  that  these 
fraudulent  shipments  have  now  been  practically  suppressed, 
as  one  after  another  these  bonded  warehouses  have  been 
closed,  and  the  last  closed  its  doors  in  the  spring  of  the 
present  year.

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OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


The  C.  &  D.  Diary  for  1914 

has  just  reached  me,  and  on 
inspection  it  proves  to  be  in  no  way  inferior  to  any  of  its 
long  line  of  predecessors.  What  surprises  me  is  the 
faculty  you  possess  of  always  producing  something  new, 
.features  that  are  not  only  of  great  practical  value  to  the 
.pharmacist,  but  which  show"  that  the  compilers  are 
always  right  up  to  date.  It  has  been  for  nearly  twenty 
years  my  practice,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  to  cut  out  the 
literary  pages  of  the  Diary  and  to  keep  them  in  one 
•cover.  There  are  three  things  that  strike  me  about  this 
■collection  :  first,  how  often  I  require  to  refer  to  it; 
second,  how  seldom  I  am  disappointed  ;  and  third,  how 
little  there  is  of  repetition  from  year  to  year.  This  last 
fact  proves  the  incessant  flux  in  things  pharmaceutical. 
There  is  a  constant  call  for  fresh  material  every  year ; 
while  you  consider  that  for  diary  purposes  the  dead  past 
may  be  buried  out  of  sight.  I  think  I  can  improve  on 
your  advice  to  keep  the  Diary  on  the  desk  with  the 
front  cover  upwards.  I  invariably  keep  it  on  my  desk 
open  at  the  proper  date,  and  I  use  it  as  a  diary  every 
business  day,  preventing  the  curling  up  of  the  corners 
of  the  leaves  by  means  of  rubber  bands,  and  I  may  add 
that  it  is  the  only  diary  I  require  to  employ. 

The  Answers  Given  by  Mr.  Vivian 

to  the  questions  sub- 
mitted to  him  by  the  Kent  and  Surrey  Medical  Com- 
mittees respecting  special  treatment  and  drugs,  open  the 
way  to  very  graze  abuses.  Opponents  of  the  Insurance 
Act  have  been  busy  in  the  public  Press  representing  that 
the  Act  does  not  provide  for  the  proper  treatment  of 
special  cases,  and  one  cannot  but  suspect  that  this  agita- 
tion has  been  mainiy  inspired  by  medical  men  themselves. 
Many  of  them  certainly  have  lent  support  to  it  both  by 
voice  and  action.  It  appears  now  that  any  doctor  can, 
by  professing  to  specialise  on  certain  diseases,  virtually 
exempt  himself  from  the  Act  so  far  as  they  are  concerned. 
The  request  that  he  should  do  so  must  indeed  come  from 
the  patient,  but  most  patients  are  open  to  suggestion,  and 
there  is  nothing  to  prevent  doctors  from  employing  it. 
Specialisation  is  not  defined,  and  cannot  be  defined,  so  that 
evasion  of  the  Act  is  made  easy,  and  will  almost  certainly 
take  place.  Mr.  Vivian's  answer  irrvites  it,  and  the 
doctors  who  have  stuck  at  nothing  in  the  way  of  vilification 
■of  the  Act  will  not  be  over-scrupulous. 

The  Barring-  of  Special  Drugs, 

possible  under  the  decision, 
will  produce  an  entirely  new  situation.  I  assume  that 
from  now  onwards  very  many  more  Insurance  Committees 
will  decide  that  no  prescriptions  for  anything  outside  the 
Tariff  will  now  be  recognised,  and  that  patients  who  desire 
special  treatment  must  themselves  pay  for  it.  This  will 
simplify  matters,  but  will  it  settle  the  controversy?  We 
pharmacists  may  think  it  will  make  things  easier  for  us, 
and  medical  men  with  an  eye  to  the  floating  sixpence  may 
also  breathe  more  freely  ;  but  don't  let  us  delude  ourselves 
into  thinking  that  the  problem  is  settled.  On  the  con- 
trary, the  trouble  will  now  begin  in  real  earnest,  for  the 
moment  the  insured  realise  that  they  are  going  to  be  con- 
demned for  all  time  to  Epsom  salts  and  picric  acid,  or  be 
compelled  to  pay  for  modern  treatment,  there  will  be  a 
shout  of  derision  all  over  the  country.  As  a  pharmacist 
I  suppose  I  ought  to  rejoice ;  as  a  man  I  feel  that  if 
this  decision  stands  I  ought  to  hang  my  head  in  shame. 
And  for  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  what  will  he 
think  of  the  blasting  of  all  his  fairest  hopes  and  promises  ? 

A  Panel  Doctor 

of  good  standing  in  the  profession,  who  has 
from  the  first  interested  himself  in  the  Insurance  Act, 
favoured  me  the  other  day  with  his  views  of  its  present 
working  and  future  prospects  : 

"It  is  not  The  sa;d]  an  ideal  Act,  but  making  allowance 
aor  its  experimental  character  it  is  perhaps  as  good  as  any 


that  could  have  been  passed  in  the  existing  state  of  public 
and  professional  opinion,  and,  speaking  generally,  it'  is 
working  well.  It  is  certainly  a  great  advance  on  previous 
conditions  of  medical  service  for  the  classes  it  affects.  In 
this  neighbourhood,  for  instance,  the  best  men  are  on  the 
panels,  the  insured  are  getting  better  treatment  than  they 
have  ever  had  before,  and  the  terms  are  not  felt  as  a  hard- 
ship. But  it  is  not  working  so  well  in  very  poor  neigh- 
bourhoods ;  what  is  wanted  there,  and  must  somehow  be 
supplied  if  the  intention  of  the  Act  is  to  be  met,  is  a  com- 
plete all-time  State  service.  This  is  the  ideal  for  the  whole 
country,  but  it  is  past  praying  for  on  that  scale,  and  the 
chief  objection  to  the  present  Act  is  that  it  is  creating 
vested  interests  that  will  be  £erriblv  in  the  way  of  any 
further  advance  in  that  direction.  The  profession  has  got 
hold  of  a  good  thing,  and  it  will  not  let  it  go;  make  no 
mistake  about  that." 

"You  are  satisfied,  then?"  I  asked.  "Are  people  ever 
satisfied?"  was  his  Scotch  answer,  but  his  smile  implied 
that  there  is  no  real  reason  to  be  otherwise. 

We  are  Officially  Informed 

that  the  draft  plan  of  organisa- 
tion which  each  local  Association  is  to  receive  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Society  is  not  "a  definitely  recommended 
official  scheme,  to  criticise  which  will  involve  a  charge 
of  disloyalty  or  contempt  of  authority."  We  are,  I 
suppose,  to  infer  that  criticism  of  a  really  official  scheme 
would  be  regarded  at  headquarters  as  a  kind  of  lese 
majesti.  It  is  possible  that  I  misunderstand  the  announce- 
ment ;  the  impression  it  conveys  may  be  due  to  a  little 
tactlessness  on  the  part  of  the  official  organ,  but  fortu- 
nately one  .thing  is  plain — we  may  criticise  the  draft 
plan,  and  even  try  to  amend  it,  without  incurring  a 
charge  of  contempt  for  authority.  This  is  something, 
especially  since  it  is  more  than  hinted  that  the  future 
of  the  Society  may  depend  upon  the  decision  of  the  Con- 
ference of  Delegates  with  regard  to  the  scheme — it  is  at 
least  a  recognition  that  the  whole  body  of  pharmacists 
has  a  right  to  an  opinion  with  respect  to  its  future,  and 
to  a  voice  in  determining  it.  The  world  moves  after  all, 
and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  moves  with  it.  And 
perhaps  the  form  in  which  the  permission  to  criticise  is 
given  was  well  meant ;  we  might  otherwise  have  felt 
"  the  weight  of  too  much  liberty." 

Dr.  R.  H.  Crawfurd, 

in  his  lecture  on  "  Martial  and  Medi- 
cine," delivered  before  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine, 
and  reported  in  "The  Lancet,"  seems  to  have  somewhat 
unduly  depreciated  the  position  of  medical  men  in 
ancient  Rome,  perhaps  because  he  was  looking  through 
the  eyes  of  a  satirical  poet.  It  is  true  that  the  medicus 
was  not  held  in  such  high  esteem  by  the  Romans  as  by 
the  Greeks,  that  he  was  often  a  foreigner,  and  either 
a  slave  or  a  freedman  ;  but  it  is  not  quite  correct  to  say 
that  "no  youth  of  good  family  would  enter  the  profes- 
sion," for  Vettius  Valens,  who  practised  in  the  reign 
of  Claudius,  was  a  man  of  equestrian  rank,  Scribnnius 
Largus  was  a  patrician,  Antonius  Musa  was  permitted 
by  the  Senate  to  wear  a  gold  ring  (the  exclusive  privi- 
lege of  men  of  high  rank),  and  it  may  be  concluded  from 
his  nnmen,  Cornelius,  that  Celsus  was  a  man  of  srood 
family.  From  such  facts  as  these,  says  Richard  Walker 
in  h;s  "  Memoirs  of  Medicine."  and  from  the  manner  in 
which  Cicero  has  spoken  of  other  physicians,  several  of 
whom  were  among  his  personal  friends,  "some  have 
concluded  highly  of  the  respect  in  which  they  were 
treated  by  the  Romans  "  of  that  period.  Julius  Crosar 
admitted  foreign  physicians  to  citizenship,  avowed'y  to 
encourage  them  to  settle  in  Rome,  and  many  of  the 
Emperors  were  orr  familiar  terms  with  their  medical 
attendants.  Asclepiades,  to  whom  we  ewe  t'~>e  motto, 
Tuto,  jucunde,  et  celeriter,  may,  as  Dr.  Crawfurd  says, 
have  bwm  something  of  a  qnn^lr.  but  H  is  not  fair  to 
regard  him  as  a  representative  Roman  doctor.  There  are 
no  greater  names  in  ancient  medicine  than  Celsus  and 
Galen.

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Editorial  Articles. 

Linking-up. 

Ix  our  issue  of  November  22  we  discussed  the  problem  of 
linking-up  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  to  be  appointed 
in  England  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1913, 
without  reference  to  the  organisation  scheme  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  or  to  the  share  that  local  Pharmaceu- 
tical Associations  have  in  all  schemes  bearing  upon 
the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  this  country.  It  is 
well  known,  although  the  fact  has  not  been 
openly  avowed,  that  the  Organisation  Committee 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  has  had  a  scheme 
of  reorganisation  under  consideration,  which  includes 
scrapping  (1)  the  Newsholm-e  organisation  6cheme  oi 
divisional  secretaries,  and  (2)  the  Pharmaceutical  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Insurance.  So  far  all  that  is  definitely 
known  about  the  matter  is  that  Scotland  will  have  none 
of  it.  At  the  last  Council-meeting  -divisional  secretaries 
for  Scotland  were  reappointed,  and  as  there  is  perfect 
autonomy  there  in  respect  to  Insurance  Act  matters,  the 
proposals  in  regard  to  linking-up  of  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees have  a  secondary  interest  for  Scotland.  As  to  the 
English  position  a  "feeler"  has  been  put  forward  to 
the  effect  that,  "if  it  could  be  so  arranged,"  the  Secre- 
tary of  each  Pharmaceutical  Committee  6hould  be  the 
Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  the  dis- 
trict, and  that  he  also  might  be  ex  officio  Divisional 
Secretary  of  the  Society.  It  is  also  understood,  but 
trot  stated,  that  he  should  be  paid  for  his  services. 
Such  a  scheme  necessarily  implies  adaptation  of  the 
Society's  organisation  to  the  divisions  of  the  country 
created  by  the  National  Insurance  Act.  It  thus  becomes 
profitable  to  consider  the  present  position. 

In  England  (without  Monmouthshire)  there  are  (ex- 
cluding Universities)  385  Parliamentary  divisions  and 
boroughs,  which  return  456  members  of  Parliament.  The 
number  of  Pharmaceutical  Associations  in  these  divisions 
is  178,  and  there  will  be  122  Pharmaceutical  Committees. 
In  the  Society's  scheme  of  divisional  secretaries  during 
1913  thirty-five  Parliamentary  divisions  and  twenty-six 
Parliamentary  boroughs  were  not  represented  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  while  there  are  a  few  divisional 
secretaries  without  Parliamentary  divisions.  In  1912 
Organisation  Committees  were  instituted  with  the  idea  of 
bringing  divisional  secretaries  into  closer  relationship 
with  their  local  Associations,  and  one  result  of  this  is 
that  official  information  respecting  Insurance  goes  to 
Associations  instead  of  to  divisional  secretaries.  This  is 
a  stage  in  evolution.  We  now  come  to  another.  Every 
county  and  every  county  borough  will  have  a  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  representing  persons  and  bodies  cor- 
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porate  entitled  to  go  on  the  chemists'  panel  for  dispensing 
purposes,  as  well  as  those  who  may  not  dispense.    So  far 
as  the  dispensers  are  concerned  the  selection  has  been 
made  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Associations  of  the  counties 
and  county  boroughs.    It  is  the  aim  to  have  one  such 
Association  in  each  Insurance  locality.    To  secure  this 
only  four  new  Associations  are  needed  for  the  counties — 
viz.,  Huntingdonshire,  Suffolk  East,  Rutlandshire,  and 
North  Riding  of  Yorkshire.      As  regards  Cambridge- 
shire,   East    Riding     (Yorks),    Norfolk,  Oxfordshire, 
Gloucestershire,  and  Bedfordshire,  the  area  covered  by 
existing  Associations  will  need  some  widening.  Cumber- 
land and  Westmorland  could  be  left  to  run  in  double 
harness.    If  Rutlandshire  co-operate  with  Leicestershire, 
and  Scarborough  become  the  centre  of  a  North  Riding 
federation,  only  two  new  county  Associations  will  be 
needed.    Among  county  boroughs,  Hastings  stands  alone 
in  not  being  directly  related  to  an  Association.  South 
Shields  (Tynemouth),  Devonport  (Three  Towns),  Dudley 
(Midland),  Gloucester  (Cheltenham),  Wallasey  (Birken- 
head), and  West  Bromwich  (Midland)  are  in  partnership, 
so  to  speak,  with  the  Associations  indicated  in  parentheses. 
Thus  there  are  left  some  fifty  odd  Associations,  of  which 
thirty-seven  are  associated  with  municipal  boroughs.  Few 
Parliamentary  boroughs  are  not  covered  by  a  Pharma- 
ceutical Association;  but  in  231  Parliamentary  divisions 
there  are  only  thirty-eight  Associations,  and  of  these  twenty- 
two  relate  in  reality  to  municipal  boroughs,  leaving  only 
sixteen     Parliamentary     division     Associations.  Such 
counties  as  Buckinghamshire  and  Hertfordshire  federated 
on  this  basis  would  probably  work  equally  well  with  only 
one  Association — that  for  the  county.    The  problem  to 
solve  in  any  linking-up  or  federating  scheme  is  what  to 
do  with  Associations  that  are  not  connected  with  counties 
or  county  boroughs.    The  obvious  plan  is  to  extend  them 
so  as  to  coincide  with  county  areas  or  affiliate  them  with 
other  Associations.    Lancashire  is  the  most  complicated 
area ;  on  a  Parliamentary  basis  it  appears  to  be  a  hopeless 
pharmaceutical  jumble,  but  if  the  county  Association  takes 
charge  of  the  Parliamentary  divisions,  and  the  county 
borough  Associations  take  the  Parliamentary  boroughs, 
federation  on  simple  lines  is  not  difficult.    Sixteen  Asso- 
ciations cover  the  seventeen  counties  and  county  boroughs, 
Bootle  being  included  in  the  Liverpool  Association  area. 
There  are  eleven  outside  Associations ;  of  these,  Accring- 
ton,  Cho.rley,  Darwen,   Nelson,  and  Rossendale  are  in 
the  N.E.    Lanes   Association  area  ;  Ashton-under-Lyne, 
Farnworth,    and    Radeliffe    in    the    Manchester  dis- 
trict;  Waterloo  and   Seaforth   in  the  Liverpool  area; 
and  Leigh  close  to  Wigan.    If  these  are  linked  up,  only 
Lancaster   remains,   and  it  might  be  affiliated  to  the 
county  Association,  with  headquarters  at  Preston.    On  a 
divisional   secretary    basis,    seven   of    the  twenty-three 
Parliamentary  divisions  are  without  secretaries ;  on  the 
other  hand,  in  fifteen  Parliamentary  boroughs  unnecessary 
duplication  is  evident,  as  only  one  of  these  is  not  a  county 
borough,   yet  they   have  twenty-eight   divisional  secre- 
taries and  fifteen  Association  secretaries  between  them. 
The  county  and  county  borough  basis  is  simpler  in  other 
districts  in  the  reverse  ratio  to  the  density  of  the  popula- 
tion.   Yorkshire  only  requires  a  county  Association  for 
the  North  Riding,  and  amalgamation  of  the  Buckrose  and 
Holderness   and    Howdenshire   Associations  to  form  one 
for  East  Riding,  the  West  Riding  Federation  covering 
the  two  non-county  boroughs  with   Associations  in  its 
area.    The  Eastern,  Western,  and  Home  counties  show 
the  simplest  application  of  the  county  and  county  borough 
scheme. 


The  matter  does  not  end  there,  however.  While  re- 
organisation depends  primarily  upon  the  necessities  of 
pharmaceutical  service  under  the  Insurance  Act,  the 
grant  provided  to  Panel  Committees  and  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  is  the  immediate  impelling  pharmaceutical 
force.  In  this  connection  mention  must  be  made  of  the 
very  significant  fact  that  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion is  in  sore  pecuniary  straits,  and  has  decided  to  raise 
the  annual  subscription  from  25.s.  to  42s.  It  has  not- 
considered  the  possibility  of  relief,  direct  or  indirect, 
from  the  Section  33  penny.  The  terms  of  the  section 
are  precise,  viz.  : 

The  Insurance  Committee  .  .  .  may  be  authorised  by 
the  Insurance  Commissioners  out  of  moneys  available  for 
the  provision  of  medical  benefit  ...  to  allot  to,  and  for 
the  administrative  expenses  of,  each  of  the  sai<l 
Committees  .  .  . 

So  far  there  has  been  no  official  indication  of  how  much 
money  the  Commissioners  may  liberate  for  the  purpose ; 
but  some  Panel  Committees  and  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees  are  acting  under  the  impression  that  they  will 
get  the  whole  penny  between  them.  The  outcome,  so  far 
as  Pharmaceutical  Committees  are  concerned,  is  that 
salaries  of  from  10/.  to  500/.  a  year  for  the  secretaries 
are  reckoned  upon,  and  it  is  even  suggested  that  checking 
of  prescriptions  will  come  out  of  the  pennies.  On  these 
matters  the  Commissioners  have  yet  to  speak  ;  all  they 
have  said  so  far  is  in  article  33  (3  iii)  of  the  new  Medical 
Benefit  Regulations,  viz.  : 

Where  any  sums  are  allotted  by  the  Committee  to,  and 
for  the  administrative  expenses  of,  the  Panel  Committee 
or  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  the  sums  so  allotted  shall 
be  charged  to  the  Practitioners  Fund,  or  the  Drug  Fund, 
as  the  case  may  require. 

The  Commissioners'  rulings  as  to  who  will  bear  the  cost  of 
checking  and  what  are  administrative  expenses  will  be  a 
big  factor  in  any  linking-up  or  reorganisation  scheme. 

Since  the  foregoing  was  written  we  have  received  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  copies  of 
circulars  on  "  The  Organisation  of  the  Society."  The 
scheme  presumes  first  that  each  local  Association 
includes  panel  and  non-panel  pharmacists  and  firms 
and  bodies  corporate  on  the  dispensing  panel.  Each 
Association  should  have  two  Committees  :  (1)  A 
"  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committee,"  consisting  of 
pharmacist  members  of  the  statutory  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee, to  deal  with  Insurance  matters,  whose  secre- 
tary shall  be  secretary  of  the  Association  and  may  be  ;i 
salaried  officer  ;  and  (2)  a  General  Purposes  Committee  in- 
cluding representatives  of  (1)  and  non-panel  pharmacists. 
The  delegates  elected  by  ballot  to  attend  the  first  "  Phar- 
maceutical Insurance  Conference"  on  January  21,  1914. 
are  to  constitute  a  kind  of  "  electoral  college  "  for  securing 
four  representatives — three  for  England  and  one  for 
Wales — out  of  the  fifteen  persons  {plus  a  secretary) 
to  constitute  a  "  Pharmaceutical  Gen-eral  Committee 
on  Insurance."  The  former  is  to  be  the  general 
link  between  the  latter  and  Pharmaceutical  Insurance 
Committees  in  systematising  opinions  of  local  Committees 
and  formulating  resolutions  and  recommendations  for  con- 
sideration and  decision  of  the  Pharmaceutical  General 
Committee.  The  Chairman  of  the  Conference  is  to  be 
the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  bien- 
nial meetings  are  suggested.  It  is  proposed  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  General  Committee  on  Insurance  be  con- 
stituted as  follows  :

The  Pharmaceutical  Council"s  nine  nominees  are  to 
be  chosen  from  its  twenty-one  members,  six  being  panel 
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pharmacists.  The  four  elected  representatives  have  to 
be  nominated  by  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committees 
and  elected  by  ballot,  presumably  by  the  "electoral 
•tollege "  or  conference,  although  this  is  not  definitely 
stated.  Its  secretary  will  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
■freutical  Society. 


Special  Drugs. 

We  referred  last  week  {C.  <£•  D.,  December  13,  index 
folio  882)  to  the  interview  which  a  deputation  of  the 
Kent  and  Surrey  Medical  Committees  had  had  with  Mr. 
•S.  P.  Vivian,  of  the  Insurance  Commission  (England), 
in  regard  to  the  interpretation  of  clause  2  (ii)  of  the 
new  draft  model  agreement  for  panel  practitioners,  which 
provides  that 

"The  Practitioner  should  not  accept  any  fee  or  other  re- 
muneration in  respect  of  treatment  which  he  is  required 
to  .give  under  this  agreement,  except  as  provided  in  this 
agreement." 

The  effect  of  Mr.  Vivian's  replies  was,  so  far  as  chemists 
are  concerned,  that  it  becomes  possible  under  the  clause 
for  doctors  to  supply  insured  persons  with  special  drugs 
and  to  charge  for  them  if  the  persons  agree.  The 
"'British  Medical  Journal"  publishes  (Supplement, 
p.  540)  a  letter  in  which  Mr.  Vivian's  replies  are  stated 
in  considered  terms,  our  contemporary  prefacing  the  letter 
with  the  following  statement  : 

Wo  learn  that  the  Insurance  Commissioners  do  not  accept 
the  report  as  accurate.  The  Commissioners  desire  that 
practit.oncrs  should  understand  that  they  must  not  assume 
that  if  they  sign  an  agreement  containing  clause  2  (ii)  that 
clause  will  be  interpreted  in  the  sense  suggested  by  the 
answers  to  the  deputations  from  Kent  and  Surrey  attributed 
xo  the  Commission's  representatives. 

The  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Kent  Insurance  Com- 
mittee refers  to  a  circular  letter,  dated  November  28, 
sent  by  the  Commissioners  to  Insurance  Committees  in 
regard  to  clause  2  (ii),  in  the  course  of  which  it  is 
pointed  out  that  no  insured  person  is  bound  to  accept 
the  benefits  conferred  by  the  Insurance  Acts,  nor  would 
a  practitioner  be  acting  in  accordance  with  the  tenour 
of  his  agreement  by  accepting  fees  otherwise  than  from 
the  Insurance  Committee  in  respect  to  the  treatment  of 
insured  persons  that  they  are  entitled  to.  The  letter  then 
proceeds  : 

As  the  Commissioners  understand  that  doubts  have  arisen 
on  this  point  in  connection  with  the  agreements  for  the 
•iurrent  year,  the  clause  in  question  has  been  embodied 
in  the  new  agreements  in  order  to  express  more  clearly 
the  position  in  the  matter,  and  they  would  not  be  pre- 
pared to  agree  to  the  clause  being  modified  in  a  manner 
which  would  in  any  way  admit  of  the  right  of  a  practitioner 
to  receive  fees  otherwise  than  as  provided  in  the  agree- 
ment in  respect  of  treatment  he  is  required  to  give  under 
his  agreement. 

It  would  appear,  however,  that  the  clause  as  it  stands 
has  been  construed  as  prohibiting  an  arrangement  between 
an  insured  person  and  a  distant  practitioner  in  considera- 
tion of  the  latter  accepting  the  former  in  circumstances  in 
which  the  practitioner  would  not  otherwise  have  accepted, 
and  was  under  no  obligation  to  accept,  the  insured  person 
seeing  that  the  services  of  another  practitioner  on  the  panel 
not  less  accessible  to  the  insured  person  are  available  to 
him.    As  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Commissioners  that 
the  clause  should   prohibit  an   arrangement  between  an 
insured  person  and  a  practitioner  in  the  circumstances  indi- 
cated, and  in  order  to  remove  the  doubts  which  haw-  v 
«n  the  point,  they  would  be  prepared  to  approve,  where 
circumstances  justified,  the  addition  to  the  clause  of  the 
following  words  : 
but  nothing  in   this   agreement  shall  be  construed  as 
prohibiting  the  acceptance  by  the  practitioner  from  an 
insured  person  of  such   fees  as  may  have  been  agreed 
between  thi-m  in  writing  as  a  condition  of  the  acceptance 
by  the  practitioner  of  the  insured  person  where  the  places 
of  residence  of  the  insured  person  and  the 'practitioner 
are  so  situated  that  access  br«ween  them  is  by  reason  of 
distance,  or  otherwise  difficult  or  inconvenient,  and  where 


there  is  another  practitioner  upon  the  panel  by  whom 
the  insured  person  might  have  been  accepted,  or  to  whom 
he  might  have  been  assigned,  and  whose  residence  is 
nearer  to  that  of  the  insured  person,  or  is  less  incon- 
venient of  access. 
It  should,  of  course,  be  clearly  understood  that  the  inser- 
tion of  these  words  in  the  agreement  will  in  no  way  admit 
the  right  of  a  practitioner  to  claim  fees  in  this  or  any 
other  circumstances,  but  will  merely  enable  him  to  enter 
into  an  arrangement  with  an  insured  person  who  desires 
and  offers  to  do  so  in  the  circumstances  indicated. 

In  their  letter  to  the  Kent  Committee's  Clerk  the  Com- 
missioners say  that 

"  Clause  2  (ii)  relates  only  to  the  duties  of  the  practitioner 
under  his  agreement,  and  does  not,  of  course,  apply  to  any 
matters  which  are  outside  the  range  of  the  agreement. 
The  practitioner  will  doubtless  be  able  to  govern  himself 
in  accordance  with  this  principle  in  any  circumstances 
arising  which  may  necessitate  the  exercise  of  his  judgment 
in  this  connection;  but  he  will,  of  course,  bear  carefully 
in  mind,  in  arriving  at  a  decision  in  any  particular  case, 
that  he  niay  be  called  upon  later  by  the  Committee  to  justify 
his  action  and  that  the  Committee  will  doubtless  require 
to  be  satisfied  that  the  spirit  and  intention  of  the  clause 
have  been  complied  with  and  that  no  action  has  been  taken 
which  might  be  construed  as  in  any  way  prejudicing  or 
obscuring  the  rights  open  to  the  insured  person  under  tho 
National  Insurance  Acts  and  Regulations." 

While  these  statements  control  somewhat  more  strin- 
gently the  acceptance  of  fees  by  panel  doctors,  and  it 
may  be  noted  that  the  Commissioners  declined  to  accede 
to  the  British  Medical  Association's  request  to  use  the 
word  "demand"  in  place  of  "accept"  in  the  clause, 
they  do  not  nullify  the  possibility  which  we  suggested 
in  regard  to  prescribing.  Some  Insurance  Committees  are 
now  instructing  panel  doctors  that  certain  medicines  will 
not  be  paid  for — e.g.,  the  Edinburgh  Committee  has  issued 
a  list  of  proprietary  preparations  and  "  official  "  substitutes 
for  them.  One  effect  of  this  will  be  to  transfer  such 
preparations  from  ordinary  to  special  treatment.  There 
can  be  little  doubt  that  doctors  will  utilise  the  provision 
to  the  utmost. 


British  Medical  Association. 

We  referred  a  few  weeks  ago  to  the  proposals  for  im- 
proving the  organisation  of  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion. The  meeting  of  Representatives  was  held  last  week, 
and  resulted  in  a  decision  to  increase  the  annual  subscrip- 
tion to  the  Association  to  two  guineas.  The  larger  scheme 
before  the  meeting  to  raise  a  fighting  fund  outside  the 
British  Medical  Association  on  the  basis  of  an  annual  sub- 
scription of  four  guineas  has  been  postponed  until  July, 
when  it  will  be  possible  to  see  what  effect  the  raising 
of  the  subscription  has  had  upon  the  membership.  The 
memorandum  of  the  Association  was  also  altered  in  the 
direction  of  giving  definite  power  to  borrow  money  on 
mortgage  or  otherwise.  At  present  money  can  only  be 
raised  by  bank  loans,  the  interest  upon  which  varies  with 
the  Bank  rate.  No  one  can  say  that  the  Association  has 
not  been  active  of  recent  years,  and  it  is  not  surprising 
that  this  activity  has  caused  the  expenditure  of  many 
thousands  of  pounds.  It  will  be  interesting  to  watch  the 
effect  of  the  increased  subscription  as  a  money-producer, 
but  as  most  medical  men  have  realised  the  immense  value 
of  the  Association,  especially  during  the  last  two  years, 
we  can  hardly  imagine  that  the  increased  amount  of  the 
subscription  will  not  be  forthcoming. 

Narcotics  for  India. 

In  our  issue  of  September  7,  1912  (index  folio  406),  we 
gave  a  list  of  preparations  which  may  be  exempted  from 
the  operation  of  the  rules  governing  the  importation  of 
opium  and  its  alkaloids  into  India.    This  list  (No.  3  of 
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1913)  has  now  been  revised  and  brought  up  to  date  by 
the  Collector  of  Customs  by  the  incorporation  of  the 
following  articles,  which  also  are  exempt  from  the  mles  :

Urethral  injection  (Dr.  Duarto's). 
The  following  have  been  removed  from  the  original  list 
of  preparations  :  Dionin,  mistura  tussi  rubra,  sterules  of 
dionin,  syrupus  papaveris,  trochiscus  morphinse,  troch. 
morphina;  et  ipecac,  and  troch.  opii.  The  effect  is  to  bring 
these  within  the  rules  once  more.  We  may  add  that  the 
provision  governing  the  admittance  of  preparations  con- 
taining opium  and  morphine  is  as  follows  : 

"  The  Collector  shall  have  power  to  admit  import  by 
sea  or  by  land  in  exceptional  cases  or  when  he  is  satisfied 
that  the  proportion  of  the  prohibited  drug  or  any  article  is 
so  small  as  to  be  negligible,  or  that  other  reasons  render 
it  impossible  for  the  article  to  be  used  as  an  intoxicant." 

Mb.  Henry  Paget  Matthews,  chemist  and  druggist, 
38  George  Street,  Croydon,  London,  S.W.,  who  died  on 
October  7,  left  estate  of  the  gross  value  of  1,124?.  12s.  M., 
of  which  283i.  8s.  Ud.  is  net  personalty. 

Dental  Students  who  are  attending  the  German  Univer- 
sities refuse  to  attend  the  lectures  owing,  it  is  stated,  to 
the  decision  of  the  Government  to  allow  non-university 
men  to  do  dental  work  under  the  now  health  insurance  law. 
Berlin  and  Bavaria  are  particularly  affected  by  the  students' 
"  striko  "  movement. 

Early  Chemical  Teaching.— The  "British  Medical  Jour- 
nal "  (1913,  II.,  1495),  in  a  study  of  "  One  Hundred  Years 
-^go,"  gives  an  interesting  account  of  the  life  of  Thomas 
Thomson,  M.D.,  the  editor  of  the  "Annals  of  Philosophy," 
which  began  to  appear  in  J anuary  1813.  He  was  a  scientist 
as  well  as  a  doctor  of  medicine,  and  was  born  at  Crieff  in 
Perthshire  in  1773.  When  at  Edinburgh  he  studied  chemistry 
under  Joseph  Black,  and  published  his  "  System  of  Chemis- 
try "  in  1802.  In  1800  he  instituted  a  course  of  chemistry 
lectures  in  Edinburgh,  and  continued  to  teach  there  till 
1811  More  important,  perhaps,  is  the  fact  that  he  opened 
a  laboratory  for  the  practical  instruction  of  pupils— stated 
to  have  been  "the  first  chemical  laboratory  opened  in  the 
United  Kingdom  for  purposes  of  instruction."  About  this 
time  he  invented  Allan's  saccharometer.  Thomson  came  to 
London  in  1813,  and  started  the  "Annals  of  Philosophy," 
in  which  chemistry  predominated.  Among  the  contributors 
to  that  journal  were  John  Dalton  and  Dr.  William  Henry, 
the  former  noted  for  his  atomic  theory  and  the  latter  known 
as  the  first  to  prepare  pure  magnesia  (Henry's  magnesia, 
Z  do  st,1I,has  a  ver.V  lar*e  sale).  Professor  J.'M.  Thomson 
b.R.S.,  of  King's  College,  is  the  nephew  of  Thomas 
1  homson. 


SCIENTIFIC  PROGRESS.

Santolina  Oil.— Francesconi  and  Scarafia  ("Gazz.  Chim.1 
Ital.,"  1913,  90)  have  separated  a  ketone  from  the  oil  et 
Santolina  Chamazeyparissus,  which  has  the  formula  CV,H,6Q- 
and  which  forms  a  crystalline  oxime.  It  has  been  named 
santolinenone,  and  appears  to  be  a  1-7  menthene-2-onc. 

A  New  Alkaloid. -Heyl,  Hcpner,  and  Loy  (■'Chemiker' 
Zeitung,"  1913,  1456)  have  separated  a  crystalline  alkaloid 
from  the  poisonous  plant  Zyr/adcnus  intermedins.  It  melfcs 
at  200°  to  201°,  and  has  the  formula  C„H0JNO„.  It  has 
been  named  zygadeninc.  It  is  poisonous,  and  resembles 
veratrine  in  its  toxic  properties. 

Neohexal.- Under  this  name  Reidcl,  of  Berlin,  has 
placed  on  the  market  a  sulphosalieylic-aeid  compound  of 
hexamethylenetetramine,  of  the  formula 

2[(CH:)oN«].SOJH.CJL(OH)COOH. 
It  is  a.  colourless  crystalline  powder,  easily  soluble  in  water. 
It  melts  at  180°  to  181°.    It  is  a  strong  urinary  antiseptic, 
etc. 

Assay  of  Tragacanth — Prey  ("Pharm.  Zeit.")  states 
that  only  traces  of  gum  tragacanth  dissolvo  in  an  ammonia- 
cal  solution  of  copper  oxide,  but  that  gum  arabic  and  similar 
gums  dissolve  almost  entirely.  Carried  out  with  a  contro! 
sample  of  genuine  tragacanth,  the  amount  of  acacia  in 
tragacanth  can  be  quantitatively  determined.  The  author 
succeeded  in  obtaining  results  with  mixtures  of  tragacanth 
with  Senegal  and  Kordofan  gums  within  1  to  2  per  cent. 
In  two  commercial  samples  which  were  conspicuous  for 
their  cheapness,  the  presence  of  40  to  50  per  cent,  respectively 
of  gum  acacia  could  be  detected. 

Test  for  Phenolic  Preservatives.— II.  Yanagisawa 
and  H.  Saito  ("  Journ.  Pharm.  Soc.  Japan,"  p.  1049)  de- 
scribe a  useful  test  for  the  presence  of  beta-naphlhol  in  food- 
stuffs dependent  upon  the  formation  of  paranitrianilino  red. 
an  insoluble  red  colouring,  by  the  union  of  p-nitro-diaz-obenzol 
chloride  and  its  analogues.  The  reagent  consists  of  about 
0.5  gram  of  p-nit.roaniline  dissolved  in  1  c.c.  hydrochloric 
acid  and  5  c.c.  of  water  at  a  moderato  heat,  and  added  to 
45  c.c.  of  an  ice-cold  aqueous  solution  containing  0.3  gram 
of  sodium  nitrite,  stirring  well,  and  allowing  it  to  stand 
for  half  an  hour.  A  dilute  solution  of  beta-naphthol  added 
to  a  few  drops  of  the  reagent  produces  a  scarlet,  flaky 
precipitate  at  once,  or  a  red  colouring  with  minute  pro- 
portions. The  limit  of  sensitiveness  is  given  as  1  in  100,000. 
Precipitates  are  also  given  with  other  phenols,  such  as 
alpha-naphthol,  salicylic  acid,  phenol,  thymol,  cresol, 
resorcin,  and  orcin. 

The  Detection  of  Aloes  in  Mixtures.  According cid 
Mosslev  ("Pharm.  Post,"  1913,  313,  325),  the  following 
method  may  be  used  for  the  detection  of  aloes  in  certain 
mixtures.  The  extract,  etc.,  is  evaporated  to  drive  off 
alcohol,  and  the  residue  dissolved  in  water.  The  filtered 
solution  is  heated  for  thirty  minutes  at  water-bath  tem- 
perature with  5  c.c.  of  sulphuric  acid  (10  per  cent).  The 
sulphuric  acid  is  then  exactly  precipitated  with  solution  of 
caustic  baryta,  and  the  barium  sulphate  filtered  off.  The 
filtrate,  concentrated  to  100  c.c,  is  treated  with  slight  excess 
of  lead-acetate  solution  in  order  to  remove  colouring-matter, 
and  10  c.c.  of  the  filtrate  treated  with  sodium-sulphate 
solution  to  remove  excess  of  lead.  This  liquid  is  then 
divided  into  equal  parts,  and  one  is  extracted  with  benzene, 
and  the  benzene  shaken  with  dilute  ammonia.  Oxvmethyl- 
anthraquinones  derived  from  other  drugs,  which  would 
interfere  with  the  aloin  test,  should  be  completely  precipi- ' 
tated  by  the  lead  acetate.  If  this  is  the  case,  the  ammoniaca! 
layer  will  be  only  of  the  faintest  rose  colour,  whereas  if 
precipitation  is  not  complete  the  ammonia  will  be  a  full 
red  colour,  and  the  bulk  of  the  solution  must  be  again  treated 
with  lead  acetate  and  the  test  i-epeated.  When  oxymethvl- 
anthraquinones  are  shown  to  be  completely  precipitated  the 
other  sma'l  portion  of  the  filtrate  is  treated  with  excess  of 
solution  of  bromine,  which,  in  the  presence  of  aloin,  yields 
a  flbcculent  precipitate.  If  this  reaction  be  given,*  con- 
firmation should  be  obtained  from  the  main  bulk  of  the 
solution.  This  is  freed  from  lead  by  means  of  sodium 
sulphate,  and  10  c.c.  of  the  filtrate  shaken  with  2  to  3  grams 
of  borax  and  allowed  to  6tand  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour. 
In  the  presence  of  aloes  a  green  fluorescence  appears! 
Secondly,  10  c.c.  is  heated  with  a  drop  of  hydrogen;  per- : 
oxide  and  a  drop  of  cooper-sulphate  solution,  when  the 
appearance  of  a  red  coloration,  becoming  intensified  oti  > 
standing,  indicates  the  presence  of  aloes.  Samples  free 
from  aloes  give  an  oran/re  colour,  which  does  not  alter  on 
standing.  It  is  claimed  that  0.2  gram  of  extract  of  aloew  ' 
in  the  presence  of  5  grams  of  a  mixture  of  extracts'  .of 
rhubarb  and  cascara,  etc.,  can  be  detected. 
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New  £ssential  Oils  —  Ferrand  and  Bonnafous  ("Bull. 
Sci.  Pharm.,"  1913,  403)  have  examined  the  essential  oil 
distilled  from  the  leaves  of  young  twigs  of  Ravensara  aroma- 
tica,  one  of  the  Lauracccc.  they  lind  tne  oil  to  consist 
principally  of  a  fcerpene  having  a  specific  gravity  0.8809, 
refractive  index  1.4616,  and  boiling  at  171°  to  172°.  An 
oxygenated  body  is  also  present,  but  has  not  been  isolated 
in  a  state  of  purity. — Messrs.  Roure-Bertrand  Fds,  in  their 
new  ha  f-yearly  "  Bulletin."  publish  the  details  of  the  ex- 
amination of  three  new  essential  oils.  Of  these,  the  oil  dis- 
tilled from  the  leaves  of  Po-powia  capea,  Camus,  a  newly 
discovered  perfume-plant  growing  on  the  Ivory  Coast,  was 
obtained  from  a  parcel  of  42  kilc6  of  the  leaves.  The 
yield  of  oil  was  246  grams,  of  which  160  grams  collected 
at  the  bottom  of  the  receiver  and  86  grams  floated  on  the 
surface.  The  two  portions  were  bulked,  and  the  complete 
essential  oil  was  found  to  have  the  fo'lowing  characters: 
Sp.  gr.  at  20°  C,  1.00416;  opt.  rot.  (100  mm.),  +  76°  56' ; 
acid-value.  2.8;  saponifieation-value,  166.1;  and  saponifica- 
tion-value  of  acetylated  oil,  239  9.  The  free  alcohols  and  their 
esters  appear  to  be  a  mixture  of  several  sesquiterpene 
alcoho's.  or  possibly  alcohols  of  the  benzene  series.  Sodium 
bisulphite  absorbs  6  per  cent  of  the  oil,  but  no  phenolic 
compounds  are  present.  The  other  two  oils  were  distilled 
from  Orirrt'im  Canum.  Sims,  and  O.  gratissimum,  L.,  both 
found  on  the  Ivory  Coast.  The  oil  cf  0.  Canum  is  particu- 
larly interesting,  since  it  contains  a  large  quantity  of  methyl 
einnamate,  an  ester  which  has  not  hitherto  been  found  in 
a  labiate  oil.  The  two  oils  had  the  following  characters:

The  oil  of  O.  Canum  deposited  a  large  amount  of  acidular 
crystalline  matter,  which,  when  purified  by  recrystallisation, 
melted  at  35°  to  37°.  On  saponification  the  resulting  acid 
was  found  to  melt  at  133°  to  134°.  These  figures,  confirmed 
by  the  saponificat'on-value  of  the  crystals,  show  that  the 
body  i6  methyl  einnamate,  which  is  found  to  constitute 
about  87  per  cent,  of  the  oil.  The  liquid  portion  of  the  oil 
has  not  been  investigated  so  far.  The  oil  from  0.  gratis- 
simum  was  found  to  yield  44  per  cent,  to  a  5-per-cent.  so'u- 
tion  of  caust'c  soda,  and  on  appropriate  treatment  this 
yielded  thvmol.  which  thus  constitutes  between  40  and  50  per 
cent,  of  the  original  oil,  the  odour  of  which  is  very  much 
like  that  of  ajowan. 


Don't  Throw  Away  Nice  Boxes. 


The  wooden  boxes  in  which  1  doz  vaseline,  vaseline  pomade, 
or  the  like  are  supplied  will,  if  kept,  be  found  most  useful. 
The  fo'lowing  is  one  way  of  putting  them  to  a  good  and  use- 
ful purpose,  and  as  a  spare-time  occupation  i6  indeed  very 
pleasant  and  instructive.  First  hinge  the  lid  by  means  of 
a  piece  of  cloth  or  leather  and  a  couple  of  tacks.  Next 
stain  the  end  (which  wi'l  be  labelled)  with  a  little  S.V.M. 
and  Bismark  brown.  When  this  has  been  done  take  that 
dilapidated  dusty  parcel  (most  shops  have  such)  of  buchu- 
leaves  or  other  crude  drugs,  for  which  you  have  neither 
bottle  nor  drawer  wrarj  it  in  fresh  paper,  and  place  it  in 
the  box.  Then  label  the  end  distinctly  with  name,  N.O., 
and  habitat :

By  degrees  you  will  have  acquired  a  neat  and  tidy  cabinet 
of  boxes,  built  one  on  top  of  the  other.  Thus  you  w;ll 
turn  what  was  previously  an  eyesore  into  a  pleasing  and 
methodical  arrangement.  Moreover,  your  parcel  will  be 
nice  and  clean  to  handle  at  the  counter.  This  occupation 
is  excellent  for  an  apprentice  or  assistant,  as  it  combines 
study  with  work,  enabling  him  to  become  familiar  with  the 
things  he  handles  The  price  of  each  article  should  be 
aarked  on  the  cornor  of  label. 


MEDICAL  GLEANINGS. 


Gonorrhoea  Phylacogen. 

Major  L.  W.  Harrison,  M.B.,  reporus  to  "  The  Lancet  " 
(1913,  II.,  1375)  his  experiences  with  gonorrhoea 
phylacogen.  After  the  injection  there  is  a  feeling 
of  chill  followed  by  a  rise  in  temperature,  while  moot  of 
the  patients  who  received  intravenous  injections  suffered 
from  headache.  Sixteen  cases  are  described  in  detail, 
and  the  conclusion  arrived  at  by  the  author  is  that  the 
phylacogen  has  been  chiefly  successful  in  relieving  pain, 
otherwise  the  investigator  has  been  unable  to  convince 
himself  that  it  has  any  particular  therapeutic  value  in 
gonococcal  infection. 

S  .Ivarsan  Solutions. 

A  Consideration  of  the  best  way  of  giving  salvarsan 
and  neo-salvarsan  is  the  subject  of  an  article  in  the 
"  British  Medical  Journal."  This  deals  with  the  ques- 
tion of  dilution  and  the  purity  of  the  water  employed 
for  that  purpose.  The  concentration  of  the  solution  used 
for  intravenous  injections  is  also  considered,  the  con- 
clusion being  that  the  majority  of  observers  so  far  agree 
on  the  advantages  of  injecting  concentrated  solutions 
of  neo-salvarsan  into  the  veins,  difference  of  opinion 
existing  as  to  salvarsin.  The  alkali  nieded  for  dis- 
solving salvarsan  necessitates  a  large  quantity  of  water 
to  bring  the  solution  to  approximate  isotonicity  with 
blood. 

Alopecia  Atrophica. 

Dr.  Dreuw,  of  Berlin,  states  ("  Deutsch.  Med.  Woch.," 
1913,  p.  2181)  that  by  alopecia  atrophica  is  understood 
a  disease  of  the  hair-covered  head  which  appears  as 
small  or  large  spots,  rarely  or  never  circular,  but  tri- 
angular or  many-cornered,  sometimes  separated  but 
mostly  confluent,  which  without  a  trace  of  inflammation 
or  irritation  leads  through  the  course  of  years  to  a 
definite  atrophy  of  the  skin  and  to  a  permanent  lo-"s  of 
hair.  When  the  atrophied  stage  has  been  reached, 
therapeutic  measures  are  of  no  avail.  In  the  non- 
atrophied  beginning  stage  the  following  therapeutic 
measures  are  recommended  : 

Internally. — An  injection  of  arsen-sanocalcin  two  to  four 
times  per  week,  or  an  iron  arseno-fermcntin  tablet  twice  or 
thrice  a  day. 

Physically. — High-frequency  current  and  Rontgen-ray 
treatment. 

Chemical  Measures. — Dab  the  bald  places  once  or  twice 
daily  with  the  following:

Antimony  in  Syphil's 

Dr.  J.  E.  E.  McDonagh  contributes  to  the  "  British 
Medical  Journal  "  (1912,  II.,  1512)  a  note  on  the  treatment 
of  syphilis  with  antimony.

Distilled   water    l.OO 

Thymol    a  sufficiency 

This  is  put  up  in  ampoules.  In  each  cise  twelve  injec- 
tions were  given  daily  or  every  other  day.  In  some 
cases  the  intramuscular  injections  caused  a  good  deal 
of  pain;  the  syphilitic  lesions  disappeared,  hut  not  so 
quicklv  as  under  salvarsan.  When  given  intravenously 
the  action  of  antiluetin  fell  far  short  of  that  of  salvarsan, 
md  in  some  cases  did  not  seem  to  act  any  better  than 
intravenous  injections  of  tartar  emetic

Woodward's  Gripe  Water, — Mr.  John  C.  Umney, 
Ph.C,  F.C.S.,  has  joined  the  Board  of  W.  Woodward, 
Ltd.,  Nottingham,  as  joint-managing  director  with  Mr. 
William  Woodward,  their  co-director  being  Mr.  Durose. 
Mr.  Umney  retains,  of  course,  his  position  as  managing- 
director  of  Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd. 
Southwark,  S.E.  Mr.  Woodward  is  the  son  of  the  origina- 
tor of  Gripe  Water,  and  it  will  be  remembered  that  in 
February  last  [C.  <t-  D.,  February  8,  p.  53)  he  told  the  his- 
tory of  the  speciality  to  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons  which  had  been  inquiring  into  the  sale  of 
patent  and  proprietary  medicines.  The  original  formula 
was  the  prescription  of  a  physician,  and  it  war,  used  in 
his  own  family  by  Mr.  Woodward's  father,  a  chemist 
well  known  in  Nottingham  as  an  expert  in  regard  to 
lubricants  and  other  matters  connected  with  local  indus- 
tries, as  well  as  for  his  pharmaceutical  ski1!  and  know- 
ledge.

The  first  act  of  the  combined  manage- 
ment is  the  protection  of  the  prices  of  the  preparation 
through  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  as 
from  January  1,  1914,  the  minimum  retail  price  being- 
fixed  at  10^d.  per  bottle,  and  the  wholesale  prices  at 
8s.  3fi.  per  doz.  by  the  gross  (carriage  paid),  or  8s.  lOtf. 
per  doz.  for  smaller  quantities.  Retailers  well  know 
that  Woodward's  Gripe  Water  is  one  of  those  articles 
which  are  so  popular  and  saleable  that  "cutters"  have 
been  retailing  it  at  cost.  The  proprietors  have  con- 
sistently advertised  to  the  public  at  Is.  and 
this  will  be  continued ;  but  they  invite  the  co- 
operation of  retailers  in  seeing  to  it  that  none  is  sold 
to  the  public  below  10^d.  per  bottle  after  December  31, 
1913.  Protection  of  an  article  of  this  nature  is  not  all 
smooth  sailing,  and  we  fancy  it  is  the  knowledge  of 
this  that  prevents  the  owners  of  several  large  proprietaries 
taking  the  eventful  move  now  taken  by  Messrs.  W.

With  special  reference  to  the  supply  of  medicines  and 
appliances.    See  also  Winter  Session. 

Agreements  for  1914  have  been  signed  by  chemists  at 
Arbroath,  Dewsbury,  Dunfermline,  and  Exeter. 

Bradford.— A  special  meeting  of  the  Bradford  Pharma- 
cists' Association  was  held  on  December  11,  Mr.  M.  Firth 
presiding.  It  was  reported  that  one  more  candidate  than 
was  required  for  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  had 
been  nominated,  and  therefore  there  would  be  a  contested 
election.  This  is  due  to  a  curious  mistake  in  the  nomina- 
tions of  two  gentlemen  bearing  the  same  surname.  The 
time  of  the  meeting  was  chiefly  occupied  in  conciliating 
members  who  protested  against  a  10  per  cent,  discounting 
of  their  last  bills  and  the  inclusion  of  the  discounting 
clause  in  the  new  agreement,  Mr.  Calvert  held  that  if  all 
chemists  refused  to  sign  the  agreement  in  the  city  they 
would  be  backed  up  by  the  doctors  and  would  be  able  to 
secure  an  agreement  without  the  discount  clause  in  it. 
The  General  Secretary  (Mr.  Burdctt)  said  that,  on  the  con- 
trary, what  would  happen  would  be  that  the  doctors  would 
at  one©  do  their  own  dispensing,  and  the  principle  gamed 
for  the  pharmacists  under  the  Act  would  be  lost.  The 
Chairman  and  Mr.  Metcalfe  also  spoke  in  similar  strain. 
The  matter  then  dropped,  and  it  is  considered  quite  im- 
probable that  any  appreciable  number  of  Bradford  chemists 
will  fall  out  of  the  panel. 

Bristol.  — The  whole  of  the  chemists  who  have  been  doing 
Insurance  dispensing  are  continuing  it  on  the  new  Tariff 
terms,  and  the  Insurance  Committee  agree.  The  following 
have  been  nominated  for  eleven  positions  on  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee :  Messrs.  Cosh,  Chandler,  Carpenter. 
Colley,  Grant,  Guthrie,  Moss,  Price,  W.  Pitchford,  W.  T. 
Pitchford,  Burnett,  and  Nethercott.  A  local  Insurance 
Pharmacopoeia  is  to  be  issued  next  year. 

Buckrose.— A  meeting  of  the  Buckrose  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  on  December  9  at  Bridlington,  at 
which  the  report  of  the  Secretary  as  to  the  progress  of 
tho  new  Tariff  was  received.  All  the  previous  concession* 
have  been  renewed  by  the  East  Biding  Committee,  but, 
owing  to  some  misunderstanding,  the  consent  of  the  Com- 
missioners has  not  yet  been  received.  It  was  decided  to 
hold  a  whist-drive  and  dance  early  in  January,  a  committee 
being  chosen  to  carry  out.  the  arrangements.  The  Prcsi- 
dent°(Mr.  J.  V.  Mainprize)  announced  his  retirement  from 
business  and  introduced  his  successor.  Mr.  R.  Sharpies, 
from  Leeds.  Mr.  Mainprize  will  still  continue  as  an 
honorai-y  member  of  the  Association  and  retain  his  scat 
on  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Cambridge.  -  On  December  6  Messrs.  Evans  and  Barker 
attended  as  a  deputation  before  the  Finance  Committee  of 
tho  Insurance  Committee,  presented  the  now  Tariff,  and 
a-ked  for  a  fee  of  M.  for  each  prescription  dispensed 
between  the  hours  of  9  p.m.  and  8  a.m.  when  endorsed  a? 
urgent  by  a  doctor.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  December  13  this  recommendation  was  discussed. 
Dr.  Fordyce  drew  attention  to  the  absence  of  a  continuous 


service,  and  remarked  that  under  present  conditions  doctors 
have  to  go  home  to  make  up  emergency  medicines.  This 
might  be  avoided  if  the  hours  of  business  were  known  on 
Sundays  and  Bank  Holidays.  Mr.  Cook  said  there  are 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  late  fee.  What,  ho  asked,  is 
the  position  of  a  chemist  when  a  patient  presents  a  pre- 
scription after  9  p.m.  which  has  been  written  by  a  doctor 
some  hours  previously  ?  Mr.  Peck  said  that  medical  men 
would  mark  all  late  prescriptions  "  Urgent."  He  further 
suggested  that  the  matter  might  be  satisfactorily  arranged 
by  the  new  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Croydon.-  Payments  to  chemists  for  the  month  which 
ended  on  October  14  wore  359/.  4s.  lid. — A  joint  meeting  of 
the  Croydon  Insurance  Committee,  doctors,  and  chenrsls  was 
held  on  November  27  to  discuss  the  new  Tariff.  Messrs.  Grif- 
fiths. Dickinson.  Cooper  Neve,  Stanton,  and  Boys  attended  on 
behalf  of  the  chemists.  After  discussion  on  several  minor 
points,  Wright's  liq.  carbonis  detcrgons  was  added,  and  the 
three  bodies  agreed  to  the  new  Tariff.  The  doctors  also 
agreed  to  cease  writing  ''Rep.  mist." — A  meeting  of  the 
Croydon  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on  December  10 
at  the  Greyhound  Hotel,  Croydon,  Mr.  R,  Lloyd  Griffiths, 
F.L.S..  in  the  chair.  A  report  of  the  meeting  between  the 
Insurance  Committee,  doctors,  and  pharmacists  was  dis- 
cussed and  approved.  It  was  decided  to  hold  the  annual 
dinner  in  Croydon,  and  a  committee  was  formed  to  make- 
file requisite  arrangements. — Mr.  Frank  A.  Boys  informs  us 
that  Croydon  chemists  receive  payment  in  full  monthly  for 
Insurance  dispensing,  and  that  this  prompt  settling  of 
accounts  has  been  in  force  since  March. 

Denbighshire.— The  first  meeting  of  the  newly  appointed 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  was  held  at  Haswell's  Cafe, 
Chester,  on  December  17,  Mr.  E.  D.  Jones  (Clerk  to  the 
County  Insurance  Committee)  presiding.  Messrs.  J.  W. 
Adamson  (Colwyn  Bay),  Parry  (Llanrwst),  Caldecott,  J.  B. 
Francis  and  Rowland  (Wrexham),  J.  E.  Jones  (Cefn),  T.  J. 
Roberts  (Ruthin),  Nield  (Boots,  Wrexham),  and  Boardman 
(Abergele)  wero  tho  members  present.  Mr.  Lloyd  Jones 
(Denbigh)  sent  an  apology  for  non-attendance.  Mr.  Adam- 
son  was  elected  Chairman,  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Francis  Secretary. 
It  was  reported  that  Standing  Orders  are  in  course  of  pre- 
paration by  the  Insurance  Committee.  Messrs.  Boardman, 
Roberts,  and  Francis  were  appointed  members  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Servico  Sub-Committee.  A  letter  from  the 
Welsh  Commissioners  in  regard  to  tho  1914  Drug  Tariff 
was  read;  recommendations  (a),  (b),  and  (c)  were  approved 
of,  and  it  was  agreed  not  to  press  pages  _  17  to  20  of  the 
Tariff.  It  was  recommended  that  application  be  made  for 
one  halfpenny  per  insured  pei'son  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Committee.  Messrs.  Adamson  and  Francis  were  appointed 
delegates  to  the  conference  in  London  next  month. 

Derby.  — Tho  Institution  dispensing  question  was  dis- 
cussed at  a  meeting  of  the  Derby  Borough  Insurance. 
Committee  on  Wednesday,  December  17.  The  Medical 
Benefit  Sub-Committee  reported  in  favour  of  the  local 
Amalgamated  Friendly  Societies  Medical  Association  being 
recommended  for  renewed  approval  by  the  Commissioners 
as  an  institution  entitled  to  supply  medical  attendance  and 
treatment  and  drags  and  medicines.  With  the  object  of 
securing  that  the  recognition  should  be  restricted  to  tho 
former  benefits,  Mr.  W.  Elmitt  (the  chemists'  representa- 
tive) proposed  that  the  matter  be  referred  back  to  the 
Sub-Committee.  The  Association,  he  said,  were  not  entitled 
to  carry  on  business  as  a  chemist  and  druggist,  and  tho 
intention  of  the  Legislature  was  that  where  there  were 
chemists  on  the  panel  members  of  such  organisations  should 
obtain  their  medicines  from  them.  As  to  the  argument 
that  the  Association  had  been  fully  approved  during  the 
past  year,  he  pointed  out  that  when  that  approval  was 
granted  much  uncertainty  existed  as  to  whether  a  panel 
of  doctors  would  be  set  up.  Mr.  G.  Innes,  a  representative 
of  the  Town  Council,  seconded.  Opposition  to  the  motion 
was  offered  by  Mr.  F.  M.  Thwaite  (National  Deposit 
Society)  and  Mr.  H.  M.  Ward  (Hearts  of  Oak  Society). 
Seven  members,  including  four  doctors,  voted  for  Mr. 
Elmitt's  proposition,  and  about  twenty  against  it.  It  was 
therefore  lost,  and  the  Sub-Committee's  report  _  was 
approved.  [The  "Derbyshire  Times"  had  a  cartoon  in  its 
issue  of  December  13  depicting  Messrs.  Toplis,  Graves,  and 
Ridyard.  who  champion  the  chemists'  cause,  snowballing 
the'  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Chesterfield  Medical 
Association  in  front  of  the  offices,  the  windows  of  which 
have  also  been  severely  snowballed.] 

Dewsbury.— Payments  to  chemists  of  304?.  18s.  9d.  -for 
the  October  quarter  havo  been  sanctioned. 

Dundee.— A  meeting  for  election  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  was  held  on  December  10,  when  the  following 
seven  chemists  received  .most  votes  in  the  ballot:  Messrs. 
John  Anderson,  G.  J.  Lindsay.  L.  Michie.  J.  ft."  Milne,  L. 
Stephen,  J.  H.  Thomson,  and  C.  Young. 
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Eastbourne.— A  meeting  of  the  Eastbourne  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  at  the  Queen's  Hotel  on  December  9, 
Mr.  W.  Price  (President)  in  the  chair.  Seven  members  and 
the  Hon.  Secretary  were  also  present.  The  eight  members 
nominated  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  have  been 
accepted  by  the  Returning  Officer  ;  there  will  therefore  be 
no  election.  The  Secretary  stated  that_  it  does  not  appear 
at  present  that  the  Panel  Committee  intend  to  apply  for 
any  part  of  the  penny  to  pay  expenses  in  connec- 
tion with  the  N.H.I.,  so  that  it  does  not  seem 
possible  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  will  be  able  to 
obtain  any  grant.  It  is  difficult  to  know  how  the  pharma- 
cists' accounts  are  to  be  checked,  as  the  pharmacists  have 
applied  for  the  right  to  do  this.  The  Association  in 
September  last  agreed  with  the  local  Medical  Committee 
not  to  supply  certain  things  likely  to  be  disallowed  by  the 
Insurance  Committee  pending  the  receipt  of  an  authorita- 
tive statement  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee. It  was  thought  that  the  new  agreement  will  not 
permit  of  such  an  arrangement,  as  it  might  be  possible  to 
inflict  penalties  for  not  supplying  or  for  causing  unneces- 
sary delay  in  the  supply  of  medicine.  The  Insurance  Com- 
mittee havo  notified  that  the  Commissioners  will  not  grant' 
the  extra  ^d  dispensing-fee  asked  for  on  6-oz.  and  8-oz. 
mixtures.  The  Com  nittee  also  state  that  certain  negative 
clauses  in  the  Tariff  are  unsuitable  for  a  legal  document. 

Edinburgh.— The  Insurance  Committee  for  the  Burgh  of 
Edinburgh  has  issued  the  following  instructions  as  to  pre- 
scribing and  dispensing  of  medicines,  etc.  : 

"  Insurance  Service  Practitioners  and  Chemists  are 
respectfully  requested  to  observe  the  following  instructions 
in  connection  with  the  Prescribing  and  Dispensing  of  Medi- 
cines etc.,  for  Insured  Persons  : 

1.  Expensive  proprietary  articles  must  not  be  prescribed, 
but  corresponding  official  drugs  and  preparations  ordered 
instead.  [Here  are  given  "  for  the  guidance  of  panel  prac- 
titioners "  a  list  (1)  of  "chemicals"  which  are  proprietary 
medicines  and  their  "  chemical  equivalents,"  headed 
"  Official,"  and  (2)  of  "  proprietary  preparations  and  of 
official  preparations  of  similar  composition,"  all  these  being 
B. P.C.    Prices  of  each  kind  are  given  in  most  cases.] 

2.  The  rate  of  taking  the  medicines  should  be  particularly 
checked  by  prescribers,  and  for  this  purpose  dispensers 
must  write  the  date  on  each  label,  to  enable  the  doctor  to 
notice  whether  the  medicine  is  taken  regularly  as  ordered, 
or  excessively. 

3.  Tariff  List  preparations  must'  be  supplied  in  cases 
where  the  prescriber  does  not  indicate  which  he  desires  to 
be  dispensed.  This  particularly  applies  to  cod-liver  oil 
emulsion  and  liniments. 

4.  The  full  prescription  must  be  written  out  at  each  time 
of  ordering.  No  "  repeat  "  forms  can  be  allowed,  as  if  is 
impossible  to  trace  the  originals. 

5.  Accounts  for  appliances  not  included  in  the  List  of 
Appliances  cannot  be  allowed. 

6.  In  connection  with  prescriptions  for  medicines  and 
medical  comforts  for  insured  persons  or  their  dependants 
to  whom  the  Insurance  Committee  mav  have  granted  Sana- 
torium Benefit  in  the  form  of  Domiciliary  treatment,  the 
order  forme  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  Index 
letter  D.  Chemists  supplying  medic  nes,  etc..  so  ordered 
should  not  include  the  charges  in  their  accounts  against  the 
Drug  Fund,  but  must  render  separate  monthly  accounts 
therefor  against  the  Insurance  Committee's  Sanatorium 
Benefit  Fund,  and  such  accounts  must  be  sent  (together  with 
the  relative  prescription-forms)  to  the  Clerk  of  Committee. 

Panel  Practitioi  ers  to  whom  tuberculous  cases  are  en- 
trusted for  Domiciliary  treatment  bv  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee are  nart-cularly  requested  to  note  that  the  sum 
ordinar-ly  allow-d  to  co/er  the  cost'  of  medicines,  etc.,  for 
Domiciliary  cases  will  not  exceed  5,s.  per  week." 

See  the  editorial  article  entitled  "  Special  Drugs." 

Essex.-The  local  Medical  Committee  has  agreed  to 
accept  the  revised  Tariff,  with  the  provision  that  line 
six  on  page  2  commence  "  Prices,  except  those  printed  in 
the  Tariff  to  be  nearest  K  or  Id.  up,"  the  italicised  port-on 
being  additional.  This  slight  alteration  has  removed  the 
impasse  at  which  matters  stood  between  chemists  and  doctors 
in  real-tv  due  to  misunderstanding.  The  alteration  was 
accepted  at  the  meeting  of  the '  Insurance  Committee's 
Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  on  December  17,  and  will 
come  into  force  a'ong  with  the  new  agreements,  although 
accepted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee's 
February  unless _a  special  meeting  be  calVd  in  January 
Mr.  C.  Gwttfe  (Secretary  of  the  County  Assoc:o«on)  has 
C™™"Z        pharmacists'  representative  on  the  Insurance 

Exeter. -At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
December  16  recommendations  were  passed  for  paying 
chemists  ■accounts  for  the  July  quarter  amounting',  as 
checked,  to  265?.  lis.  Qcl.,  and  to  forward  the  claims  on 


the  Drug  Fund  for  the  third  quarter  of  291/.  lis.  5d.  to 
London  for  examination.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Com- 
mittee also  reported  the  receipt  of  four  letters  from  the 
local  Pharmacists'  Association  relating  to  the  Drug  Tariff. 
Regarding  these  the  Sub-Committee  endorsed  the  Tariff 
itself,  the  lis'*  of  barred  proprietaries,  and  a  minimum  fee 
of  Id.  per  prescription,  but  decided  against  allowing  a 
double  dispe.ising-fee  for  prescriptions  presented  after  busi- 
ness hours.  The  Clerk  reported,  in  reference  to  a  letter 
received  from  the  Commissioners,  that  no  person  supplies 
drugs  in  Exf-ter  other  than  chemists.  A  motion  by  Mr.  D. 
Reid  (pharmaceutical  representative)  that  the  recommenda- 
tion regarding  a  late  fee  be  referred  back  was  adopted 
Mr.  Reid  said  the  Sub-Committee's  decision  came  as  a  great 
surprise  to  chemists.  It  was  allowed  last  year  both  by  the 
Insurance  Committees  for  the  county  of  Devon  and  for 
Exeter.  The  amount  involved  was  small,  and  the  chemists 
did  not  regard  it  one  way  or  the  other,  but  the  extra  fee 
did  act  as  a  valuable  deterrent  against  prescriptions  which 
had  been  written  early  in  the  day  being  presented  lato  at 
night. 

Glasgow.— The  following  have  been  elected  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  of  the  Burgh  :  Messrs.  James 
Abbott,  Joseph  E.  Black,  Wm.  L.  Currie,  C.  T.  Cockburn. 
P.  Fergusson,  W.  S.  Galbraith,  jun.,  Thos.  Guthrie,  Geo. 
Shiach  Kitchin,  James  Lennox,  John  Murchie,  Thomas 
MacMaster,  Anthony  McMillan,  D.  G.  McKenzie,  John  B. 
McVitae.  and  Wm.  Thomson. 

Grimsby.— A  meeting  of  the  Grimsby  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  Oberon  Hotel  on  December  1,  Mr. 
Hawdon  (President)  in  the  chair,  when  the  Secretary  ex- 
plained that  the  members  could  only  nominate  eight 
members  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and  in  order 
to  avoid  an  election  Mr.  Sneath  asked  his  name  to  be  with- 
drawn. 

Hartlepools. — A  meeting  of  the  Hartlepools  Pharma- 
cists' Association  was  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  West  Hartle- 
pool, on  November  27.  Alderman  Thos.  Clarkson  presided. 
The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  A.  Timmins)  submitted  the  manu- 
script of  a  local  Pharmacopoeia,  which  he  had  compiled  at 
the  request  of  the  Medical  Committee.  He  also  reported 
that  the  following  would  constitute  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee:  Messrs.  J.  B.  Barker,  T.  Clarkson.  D.  G. 
Cordiner,  P.  H.  Gamlen,  R.  Leithead,  J.  G.  Robinson. 
A.  Timmins,  and  G.  R.  Troupe.  Mr.  R.  Leithead,  who 
had  taken  the  chair  in  the  absence  of  Alderman  T.  Clark 
son,  expressed,  on  behalf  of  the  members,  appreciation  of 
the  Hon.  Secretary's  work  in  compiling  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  hoped  it  would  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Medical 
Committee. 

Hereford.— Cliave  &  Jackson,  Ltd  ,  Hereford,  have  given 
notice  to  withdraw  from  the  dispensing  panel,  and  Mr. 
J.  J.  Jackson  explained  the  reasons  why  in  the  "  Hereford 
Times,"  December  13. 

Hertfordshire.— The  County  Medical  Committee  is  to 
urge  strongly  the  desirability  of  the  continued  use  of  "Rep. 
mist." — At  a  meeting  of  the  Hertfordshire  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  December  15,  the  Clerk  reported  that  both  the 
Pharmacists'  Association  and  the  Medical  Committee 
desired  a  pronouncement  regarding  the  prescribing  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  for  insured  persons.  It  was  agreed  to 
append  to  the  Drug  Fund  a  statement  which  is  substantially 
the  same  as  that  issued  by  the  Scottish  '.'oui:n>s- 
sioners.  (See  C.  &  D.,  August  23,  index  f->l;o  333.) 
Among  the  other  matters  dealt  with  was  the  question  as 
to  whether  cod-liver  oil  ordered  for  tuberculous  patients 
under  Sanatorium  Benefit  is  a  food  or  drug.  After  reading 
a  report  from  tho  County  Tuberculosis  Officer,  the  Com- 
mittee decided  that  "  cod-liver  oil  in  relation  to  the  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis  be  regarded  as  a  drug." 

_I.iicoln.-The  1914  Drug  Tariff  has  been  accepted  prac- 
tically as  it  stands,  as  a  result  of  a  conference  between 
medical  men  and  chemists.  Distilled  water  is  not  to  be 
charged  except  in  necessary  cases.  Menthol  lozenges  and 
Brompton  Hospital  lozenges  have  been  added  at  the  rate 
of  M.  per  doz.  Some  new  stock  mixtures  are  to  be 
introduced. 

Xiverpool.  — For  an  unknown  reason  panel  chemists  have 
been  asked  to  sign  a  second  agreement,  a  stamped  addressed 
envelope  accompanying  tho  circular  letter  requesting  this. 
Tho  latter  has  the  postscript,  "  The  draft  agreement  you 
have  already  sent  me  will  bo  cancelled." 

London.  -  The  Insurance  Committee  on  December  18 
passed  payments  to  chemists  from  the  Medical  Benefit  Fund 
of  3,669/.  7s.  The  cost  of  drugs  and  accessories'  charges  to 
the  Sanatorium  Benefit  Fund  during  November  were 
73/.  4s.  2d.  Four  chemists  were  added  to  the  panel  during 
November,  _  making  the  total  842,  of  whom  thirty-four  are 
in   institutions.    The  number   of    insured   persons   in  the 
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county  area  on  October  13  was  1,548,203  (an  increase  of 
32,684  during  the  quarter).  Dur:ng  November  vouchers 
were  issued  to  214  temporary  residents,  and  recommended 
to  bo  issued  to  148  travellers.  The  Med.cal  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  report  that  in  connection  with  the  execution 
of  agreements  with  doctors  and  chemists  the  Commissioners 
have  suggested  that  one  copy  of  the  agreement  should  be 
signed  by  the  doctor  or  chemist,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
forwarded  to  the  Committee,  and  that  the  Committee  should 
furnish  tho  doctor  or  chemist  with  a  copy  to  which  the  seal 
of  the  Committee  has  been  affixed.  The  Sub-Committee 
accordingly  recommend  "  that  tho  seal  of  the  Committee  be 
affixed  to  the  counterpart  of  the  agreement  signed  by  each 
medical  practitioner  or  chemist.  A  practitioner  who 
charged  2s.  for  syringing  a  patient's  ear  has  been  asked  by 
the  Committee  to  refund  the  money. 

Manchester.— x\bout  a  hundred  panel  chemists  attended 
an  adjourned  meeting  held  at  the  Clarion  Cafe,  Market 
Street.  Manchester,  on  December  12,  at  9.30  P.M.  Owing 
to  the  late  hour  and  Friday  being  a  busy  night,  many  did 
not  arrive  until  ten  o'clock.  The  object  of  the  meeting 
was  "  to  finally  decide  our  course  of  action  re  Insurance 
dispensing."  Mr.  F.  W.  Bates  presided,  and  was  supported  by 
Messrs.  Harry  Kemp,  Mallinson,  Blain,  and  Win.  Kirkby, 
M.Sc.  The  gathering  was  thoroughly  representative,  every 
class,  city  and  suburban,  being  represented.  Mr.  Bates,  in 
the  course  of  his  remarks,  said  this  date  was  the  only 
available  one  for  tho  meeting,  before  the  date  for  refusing 
to  accept  service  as  dispensers  under  the  Act.  Those  who 
did  not  wish  to  continue  their  service  must  write  that 
night  or  hand  in  their  resignation  at  the  Insurance  Offices, 
Piccadilly,  before  twelve  o'clock  next  day  (December  13). 
The  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committee  had  done  every- 
thing in  their  power  to  obtain  the  money  that  was  owing  to 
chemists,  and  they  had  every  reason  to  think  that  the  con- 
ditions during  the  coming  year  would  be  more  satisfactory, 
the  Tariff  for  1914  being"  a  great  improvement  on  the 
present  one.  He  added  that  three  representatives  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committee  (Manchester) — Messrs. 
Bates,  Kemp,  and  Mallinson — were  going  to  London  on 
Tuesday  (December  16),  at  the  request  of  the  Insurance 
Commissioners,  to  interview  them,  and  they  hoped  to  bring 
back  glad  tidings  and  a  guarantee  that  the  Drug  Fund 
should  not  be  overspent,  as  it  had  been  this  year.  After 
several  chemists  had  put  questions  and  had  them  answered, 
Mr.  Bates  moved  : 

"  That  this  meeting  of  chemists,  depending  upon  reason- 
able prospects  of  a  favourable  consideration  being  given 
to  the  deficit  of  the  1913  drug  account,  agree  to  continue 
the  pharmaceutical  service  for  the  year  1914." 
Mr.  H.  Kemp  seconded  the  motion,  and  took  the  oppor- 
tunity of  giving  those  present  some  very  strong  reasons 
for  continuing  their  service.  He  said  he  could  only  re- 
iterate what  he  had  already  told  them— that  if  they  would 
only  stick  up  for  their  rights  (and  not  take  the  "  weak- 
kneed  "  policy  of  going  off  tho  panel)  they  would  improve 
their  position  and  make  for  better  remuneration  for  their 
services.  He  dealt  at  some  length  as  to  the  probability  of 
the  setting-up  of  dispensaries,  pointing  out  that  there  is 
nothing  in  the  Act  or  the  Regulations  to  prevent  the  Man- 
chester Insurance  Committee  making  any  arrangements 
they  like,  such  as  setting  up  dispensaries.  Mr.  T.  H. 
Coates  (representing  Boots,  Ltd.)  supported  the  motion, 
which  was  carried  unanimously,  not  one  raising  a  hand  in 
protest.  In  answer  to  a  question  as  to  alterations  in  the 
new  agreement  forms  which  Manchester  panel  chemists 
will  be  asked  to  sign,  Mr.  Mallinson  said  there  is  only 
one  important  alteration — namely,  that  if.  owing  to  the 
resignation  of  any  chemist  on  the  panel,  any  expenses  are 
incurred  by  the  Insurance  Committee  in  replacing  that 
person,  such  expenses  will  be  debited  to  tho  chemists  in 
the  district. 

Northamptonshire.— The  Insurance  Committee  on  De- 
cember 13  were  recommended  to  publish  payments  to 
medical  men,  but  not  to  chemists.  In  answer  to  medical 
members  wno  asked  the  reason  for  the  distinction,  the 
Vice-Chairman  said  chemists  were  tradesmen  and  the 
doctors  were  the  servants  of  the  Committee.  It  was  even- 
tually decided  to  include  in  minutes  issued  to  members  the 
individual  payments  made  to  both  doctors  and  chemists. 
Chemists'  accounts  amounting  to  l,189i.  13s.  3d.  were  passed. 

Oldham.  -  The  Insurance  Committee  have  informed  a 
panel  doctor  and  the  chemist  concerned  that  thev  cannot 
approve  his  practice  of  writing  "  Rep.  mist."  prescriptions, 
leaving  a  cert.v'n  cherm'st  to  fill  in  the  data  before  rendering 
his  account.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  reported 
That  thev  considered  this  most  reprehensible  and  fraught 
with  serious  possibilities. 


Oxfordshire.  —At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  December  2,  Mr.  A.  E.  Fox,  chemist,  Banbury, 
emphatically  refuted  allegations  made  in  parts  of  the  county 
regarding  the  dispensing  of  inferior  drugs  by  chemists.  Dr. 
Jones,  referring  to  the  new  agreements,  sa.d  it  was  pro- 
posed that,  instead  of  furnishing  accounts  for  every  item, 
in  a  prescription,  the  Committee  should  adopt  a  flat  rate  of 
bd.  per  prescription.  That,  he  thought,  is  perfectly  fair, 
because  the  average  rate  of  proscription  forms  worked  out 
at  l%d.  or  8(7. 

Paisley.  -  A  meeting  of  the  Paisley  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  George  Temperance  Hotel  on 
December  11.  The  principal  matter  discussed  was  the 
rural  areas  question,  in  which  the  country  members  are 
keenly  interested,  and  a  definite  plan  of  campaign  was 
outlined. — Tho  chemists  on  the  Paisley  Burgh  panel  were 
summoned  on  December  12  to  the  Board  Room  of  the 
Y.M.C.A.  Buildings,  High  Street,  for  the  election  of  a 
Pharmaceutical  Committee.  Of  the  sixteen  electors, 
thirteen  voted.  Six  names  were  submitted  for  five  places, 
and  on  a  vote  by  ballot  the  following  were  declared  elected  : 
Messrs.  Alexander  Fraser,  Hawthorn  Stewart,  William 
Sim,  Angus  Brown,  and  Robt.  T.  McCovvan.  The  first 
meeting  is  to  be  held  on  January  13. — The  borough  elec- 
tion was  followed  by  the  county  election.  The  chemists  on 
Renfrew  County  panel  number  112,  including  all  the  Paisley 
panel  chemists.  The  small  attendance  of  county  chemists 
was  disappointing.  The  following  were  elected:  Messrs. 
David  Hendry.  Robt.  Maedonald  (Renfrew),  David  Pen- 
man, Saml.  McConnell  (Johnstone),  Leonard  B.  Traub 
(Barrhead),  A.  Bennett  McLean  (Kilmalcolm),  Thomas  L. 
Sinclair  (Greenock),  John  R.  T.  Leckie  and  Hawthorn 
Stewart  (Paisley).  The  first  meeting  is  to  be  held  on 
January  14.  Mr.  Allan  Arneil,  of  Glasgow,  acted  as 
returning  officer. 

Perthshire.  -  Messrs.  W.  D.  Brunton,  J.  Farquhar,  J. 
Forbes.  T.  Harley,  and  J.  C.  Smail  were  at  a  meeting  on 
December  17  elected  the  Pharmaceutical  Comm.ttee  for 
Perth;  and  at  the  same  time  Messrs.  R.  ?Tieed;«  (Crieff), 
J.  D.  Petrie  (Blairgowrie),  A.  Scott  (Callander),  J.  S. 
Stewart  (Auchterardcr),  and  J.  Forbes  J.  Brydon,  and 
T.  Harley  (Perth)  were  elected  tho  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee for  the  county. 

Reading.  -  The  Insurance  Committee  has  agreed  to  dis- 
continue allowing  9(/.  per  100  prescriptions  to  panel  chemists 
towards  the  cost  of  the  checking  of  the  prescriptions  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee. 

Rochdale.  —Prescription-checking  for  the  October 
quarter  resulted  in  16s.  bd.  being  added  to,  and  61.  3s.  8cZ.  de- 
ducted from,  the  charges  made  for  27,709  prescriptions  (1,404 
less  than  the  previous  quarter),  the  average  price  being 
8.7(2.    and  of  "  special  "  prescriptions  13.3d. 

Salford.— Dr.  Stanley  Hodgson,  Secretary  of  the  local 
Medical  Committee,  disclosed  in  the  "  Manchester 
Guardian,"  December  15,  tho  negotiations  which  have  taken 
place  regarding  a  new  scheme  for  supplying  drugs.  It 
appears  that  on  October  31  the  Salford  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation wrote  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners  stating  they 
signed  their  agreements  originally  on  the  panel  system, 
which  was  afterwards  altered  to  the  pooling  system  at 
the  request  of  the  doctors,  and  adding,  "  With  this  excessive 
prescribing  we  think  it  is  impossible  to  go  on  unless  we- 
have  your  guarantee  for  full  payment."  On  November  25 
the  Secretary  of  the  Insurance  Commission  wrote  the  Insur- 
ance Committee,  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  Association's  letter, 
and  stating  that  from  the  informat'on  before  them  the 
excessive  charge  upon  the  Drug  Fund  appearod  to  be  due 
to  the  large  number  of  prescriptions^  given  in  proportion  to 
the  insured  population,  and  suggesting  that  the  Committee 
confer  to  check  this.  If  it  should  appear  that  the  special 
arrangements  in  the  Salford  area  are  responsible  for  this, 
it  would  be  necessary  for  the  matter  to  be  settled  to  the 
mutual  satisfaction  of  doctors  and  chem-'sts  before  the  Com- 
missioners considered  the  question  of  giving  their  approval 
to  the  continuation  of  those  special  arrangements.  At  a 
joint  meeting  of  doctors  and  chemists  on  December  2  the 
following  resolution  was  passed  unanimously  : 

"  That  the  pharmacists  of  ga'lford  agree  to  dispense  drugs  and 
appliances  to  insured  persons  under  the  National  Insurance  Acts, 
1911  and  1913.  on  the  terms  set  out  in  the  Tariff  agreed  between 
the  Pharmacists'  Council  and  the  local  Medical  Committee,  on  the 
understanding  that  the  Medical  Committee,  throusrn  the  Insurance 
Committee,  shall  administer  the  whole  of  the  money  derived  from 
the  9s.  capitation  of  insured  persons  in  a  manner  similar  to  that 
in  which  thev  now  ndmin;ster  the  moneys  derived  from  the  Panel 
Fund,  and  that  they  sAnll  debit  each  practitioner  with  the  cost 
of  the  prescriptions  given  by  him  ;  but  in  the  event  of  the  pre- 
scriptions costin?  a  greater  sum  than  that  yie'ded  by  the  Drug 
and  Drug-  Suspense  Funds,  such  additional  sum  shall  not  be  mad, 
good  by  the  practitionere,  but  shall  be  borne  as  a  deficit  by  the 
pharmacist?." 
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A  deputation,  consisting  of  Alderman  Huddart  and  Mr. 
J.  W.  Jackson  (Chairman  and  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Salford 
Insurance  Committee),  Drs.  Hodgson  and  Garrard  (Salford 
Medical  Committee),  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Gill  (Pharmacists' 
Association)  waited  upon  Mr.  Vivian  and  Mr.  Wray  of  the 
Insurance  Commission,  and  explained  the  scheme  to  them. 
Mr.  Vivian  and  Mr.  Wray  intimated  that  they  were  favour- 
ably impressed  by  the  scheme,  and  did  not  know  of  any 
objection  to  it  being  carried  out,  but  said  that  the  matter 
would  have  to  be  considered  by  the  Commissioners.  Upon 
the  report  of  the  deputation  the  Insurance  Committee  de- 
cided on  December  7  to  adopt  the  scheme.  The  Insurance 
Committee  met  again  on  December  18,  when  a  reply  from 
the  Commissioners  was  expected. 

Sheffield.  —The  amount  of  9.549L  18  s.  paid  to  chemists 
for  ten  months'  panel  dispensing  requires  the  addition  of 
about  one-third  more  to  cover  the  25  per  cent,  kept  back 
and  for  accounts  not  rendered.  There  is  a  feeling  locally 
that  the  pricing  of  Insurance  prescriptions  should  be  worked 
out  to  the  farthing,  instead  of  the  halfpenny,  vp  or  down. 
It  is  thought  that  the  Insurance  Committee  would  no  doubt 
agree  to  this  but  the  matter  requires  more  careful  con- 
sideration before  such  a  request  is  put  forward.  At  a 
mass  meeting  of  doctors  on  December  11  it  was  decided  after 
an  animated  discussion  lasting  until  11  p.m.,  that  the  medical 
men  should  be  allowed  to  order  proprietary  articles  for 
insured  person  if  they  think  fit  to  do  so.  The  panel  chemists 
are  quite  convinced  that  the  Drug  Fund  will  not  stand  ex- 
pensive proprietary  med'eines,  and  we  are  informed  that 
they  intend  to  resist  such  charges  against  the  Drug  Fund. 
Mr.  Leno  .Tepson  has  resigned  his  position  of  assistant 
checker  of  Insurance  prescriptions  and  joined  the  panel  of 
chemists. 

Soke  of  Peterborough.— The  Insurance  Committee  on 
December  10  were  informed  that  certain  city  pharmacists 
had  made  arrangements  for  dispensing  Insurance  prescrip- 
tions on  holidays  and  Sundays.  It  was  reported  that  the 
new  chemists'  agreement  includes  a  paragraph  allowing  a 
penny  fee  for  repeat  prescriptions.  Dr.  L.  B.  Cave  stated 
that  the  extra  penny  on  repeat  prescriptions  from  his  firm 
alone  would  amount  to  30?.  a  year;  but  bis  mot'on  to 
refer  this  back  did  not  find  a  seconder,  Mr.  Haddon  point- 
ing out  that  the  remedv  lay  in  the  doctors'  hands.  In  reply 
to  Dr.  Cave,  who  said  he  never  writes  a  repeat  prescrip- 
tion without  satisfying  himself  that  it  suits  the  patient. 
Mr.  Neaverson  pointed  out  that  the  doctor  had  said  that 
the  patient  sometimes  sent  a  messenger,  and  that  he  could 
not  satisfy  himself  of  the  prescription's  suitability  without 
seeing  the  patient. 

Stirling-.— At  the  meeting  of  the  County  Insurance  Com- 
mittee last  week  dispensing  for  1914  by  chemists  was  finally 
arranged.  The  conditions  of  the  supply  of  drugs  by  prac- 
titioners to  persons  resident  in  rural  areas,  as  modified  by 
Regulations  12  and  38,  were  referred  back  to  the  Medical 
Benefit  Sub-Committee.  Tho  Clerk  intimated  that  he  had 
received  a  letter  from  the  Commissioners  regarding  the 
suggested  bonuses  for  chemists,  which  the  Commissioners 
would  be  willing  to  sanction  where  accounts  for  the  year 
1912-13  permit  such  expenditure.  The  expenditure  by  this 
Committee  for  drugs  is  reckoned  at  lOrZ.  per  insured  person. 
After  meeting  further  payment  to  doctors  in  respect  of 
drugs  supplied  by  them  on  the  capitation  basis  there  would 
bo  a  bonus  of  at  least  4cZ.  per  insured  person  for  the 
chemist— in  other  words,  40  per  cent.,  instead  of  the  10  per 
cent,  promised,  or  about  550?.  The  Committee  der'ded  to 
delay  cois;deration  until  tho  actual  figures  for  the  year 
are  available. 

Watford.— A  meeting  of  the  Watford  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  on  December  10  at  the  Lime  Tree  Hotel, 
the  President  (Mr.  W.  Hannaford)  in  the  chair.  There 
were  also  present  sixteen  members.  The  Hon.  Secretary 
(Mr.  D.  W.  E.  Barker)  reported  that  the  new  Tariff  had 
been  approved  by  the  Committee  of  the  County  Pharma- 
cists' Association  and  the  Medical  Committee.  Negotia- 
tions are  proceeding  regarding  prescriptions  for  "  Rep. 
mist."  and  to  obtain  a  pronouncement  by  the  Insurance 
Committee  on  propr'etaries.  It  was  reported  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  County  Pharmacists'  Association  had  set  up 
a  sub-committee  to  arrange  for  the  supoly  of  the  Tariff  to 
all  pharmacists  on  the  panel.  The  President  welcomed 
Mr.  Paton.  who  had  latelv  come  into  Watford  as  successor 
to  Mr.  Wallis  Jones.  Mr.  Paton  was  elected  a  member. 
A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  the  Countv  Committee  for 
the  work  undertaken  on  behalf  of  their  fellow-pharmac'sts. 

"West  Sussex — At  a  meeting  of  the  Tnsurpnre  Co™  rrrt-t.ee 
on  December  12  it  was  reported  by  the  Med'ical  Benefits 
Sub-Committee  that  the  Commissioners  will  not  approve  a 
minimum  charge  of  Id.  on  all  articles  not  hearing  a  dis- 
pensing-fee, nor  to  charge  tinctures  below  half  an  ounce  at 
the  drachm  rate.    In  regard  to  the  supply  of  food  prepara- 


tions, sera  and  vaccines,  the  Commissioners  said  that  ac> 
insured  person  is  entitled  to  receive  such  proper  and  suffi- 
cient drugs  and  prescribed  appliances  as  are  requisite  for 
him  in  connection  with  treatment  within  the  scope  of 
medical  benefit.  The  Commissioners'  circular  letter  (see  this 
issue,  p.  62)  was  also  considered  by  the  Sub-Committee 
at  a  meeting  with  representatives  of  doctors  and  chemists 
in  regard  to  the  new  agreements.  Now.  Mr.  Frost  said, 
the  chemists  want  to  know  what  their  position  is :  what 
they  would  have  to  supply  and  what  not  to  supply  under 
the  Act.  Mr.  Vernon  inquired  whether  serum  prescribed 
by  the  doctors  is  to  be  paid  for  bv  the  Committee 
or  by  the  patients.  Mr.  Gardener  said  the  difficulty 
pointed  to  the  patients  not  receiving  the  best  treatment. 
He  took  it  that  the  Committee  would  have  a  free  hand 
to  give  the  best  treatment  to  an  insured  person.  Mr.  Frost 
said  it  seemed  to  him  that  the  chemists  were  between  the 
devil  and  the  deep  sea.  If  they  did  supply  it  they  would 
not  be  paid  for  it,  and  if  they  d:d  not  the  insured  person 
would  have  a  legal  remedy  against  them.  Dr.  Millbank 
Smith's  view  was  that  whatever  the  doctors  prescribe  the 
chemists  would  have  to  supplv.  and  the  Committee  would 
have  to  pay  for.  The  Rev.  W.  D.  Yoward  :  "  So  long  as 
it  is  in  the  prescribed  list."  Dr.  Eustace  thanked  the  Com- 
mittee for  their  efforts  in  getting  the  Commissioners  to  give 
definite  sanction  for  the  use  of  vaccine.  Up  to  the  present 
the  Commissioners  had  not  given  definite  sanction,  but  he 
thought  they  would  do  so  soon.  The  report  was  ultimately 
approved. 

Westmorland.- The  Insurance  Committee  are  to  con- 
tinue to  have  prescriptions  checked  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee. 

Worcestershire.— At  the  December  meeting  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  the  doctors  asked  that  the  payment 
of  Is.  per  100  insured  persons  per  quarter  for  emergency 
medicines  and  dressings  only  cover  medicines  in  future,  and 
that  they  be  allowed  to  obtain  dressings  from  chemists. 
The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  recommended  a  further 
trial  be  given  to  the  existing  arrangement.  The  matter 
was  referred  back. 

Notes. 

New  "  Medical  Book."— From  January  12  next  no  insured' 
person  will  be  able  to  obtain  Medical  Benefit  unless  he 
produces  a  "medical  book,"  which  i-s  in  reality  a  four- 
page  card.  On  the  front  appears  the  following  notice: 
"This  medical  book  must  be  carefully  kept,  and  may  onlv 
be  used  by  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued.  If  it  "is  lost 
you  mav  have  difficulty  in  getting  another,  and  you  will 
be  unable  to  get  Medical  Benefit  without  one." 

At  the  Present  Juncture,  with  the  possibility  at  the 
!  Drug  Suspense  Fund  being  required  in  part  or  whole  for 
the  payment  of  drugs  and  appliances  prescribed  bv  panel 
doctors  during  the  year,  it  is  interesting  to  recall  the 
actual  words  used  by  Mr.  Lloyd  George  when  addressing 
the  Advisory  Committee  in  October  last  year.  They 
were  as  follows  : 

We  have  to  find  some  means  by  which  there  will  be  a 
guarantee,  at  any  rate,  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  drugs,  but 
not  for  the  extravagant  drugging  of  insured  persons.  The 
doctor  is  the  only  person  we  can  trust  to  check  extras  :  he 
is  the  only  person  we  can  trust  to  check  drugs.    We  are 
going  to  leave  that  bd.  between  the  doctor  and  the  chemist 
It  will  provide  320,000?.    That  320,000?.   will  be  available 
if  the  drug-bill  exceeds  the  Is.  bd.  provided,  and  where  it 
does  not  exceed  that  Is.  bd.  it  will  be  available  for  the 
doctor.    That  is  not  the  case  with  regard  to  the  Is.  bd.  I 
want  to  make  it  clear,  because  we  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that,  at  any  rate  up  to  Is.  bd.,  there  ought  to  be  no 
inducement  to  the  doctor  to  cut  down  the  drugs.    We  want 
,  the  best  drugs  available  in  the  market  for  the  treatment 
of  the  industrial  population  of  this  country,  in  the  interest 
of  the  State  as  well  as  for  humanitarian  reasons,  and  we 
realise  that  it  will  bo  necessary  to  have  Is.  bd.  at  least  for 
,  the  provision  of  drugs.    Then  'comes  this  case.    The  doctor 
j  will  say,  "  Supposing  there  is  an  epidemic  in  a  given  district 
;  and  there  is  an  abnormal  demand  for  drugs,  it  is  rather 
hard  on  me  that  that  bd.  should  be  drawn  upon  just  when 
I  am  worked  harder."    I  think  his  case  is  a  good  one.  We 
j  therefore  propose  to  provide  a  central  fund  to  deal  with 
!  abnormal  cases  of  that  kind.    When  we  are  satisfied  that 
I  there  has  been  an  epidemic  of  some  kind  which  has  made 
an  abnormal   demand  for  drugs   in   a   given   d;strict,  we 
shall  make  a  grant  from  the  central  fund  in  respect  of  the 
abnormal  amount  of  drugs  needed. 
|      This  utterance  also  has  a  bearing  upon  the  tendency  of 
Insurance  Committees  to  encourage  the  prescription  of. 
substitutes. 
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of  Meetings  of  Trade  Associations. 

Others  are  reported  under  "National  Health  Insurance"  when 
the  subjects  pertain  chiefly  to  that  Section. 


Derbyshire.  —The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Derby- 
shire Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  at  the  Bell 
Hotel  Derby,  on  December  10,  Mr.  R.  Wright  (Buxton), 
President,  in  the  chair.  The  President,  in  his  address, 
referred  to  the  advantage  gained  by  pharmacists  in  securing 
recognition  under  the  National  Insurance  Act.  The  treat- 
ment meted  out  to  medicine  is,  however,  in  striking  con- 
trast to  that  meted  out  to  pharmacy.  On  the  Pharma- 
copoeia Committee,  for  example,  of  which  he  is  one  of  the 
retail  members,  the  difference  is  apparent  when  it  comes 
to  the  matter  of  remuneration.  Where  the  medical  members 
received  a  51.  fee,  pharmacy  receives  nothing,  and  as  in 
■effect  the  bulk  of  the  work  is  done  by  the  pharmaceutical 
members,  the  General  Medical  Council  gets  the  whole  Phar- 
macopoeia revised  at  no  cost  to  itself.  The  Secretary  re- 
ported on  the  work  done  during  the  past  year  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  He  said  the  Derbyshire  pharma- 
cists have  had  full  payment  from  the  commencement  of 
their  work  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  and  monthlv 
payments  in  full  since  May  31.  The  Treasurer  presented 
the  annual  balance-sheet,  which  showed  a  balance  on  the 
right  side.  Mr.  R.  Wright  at  first  declined  to  accept  the 
presidency  for  the  coming  year,  on  account  of  business 
demands  and  research  work,  but  he  was  ultimately  per- 
suaded to  accept  the  office  for  another  year.  Mr.  J.  A. 
Cope  (Derby)  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Greaves  (Chesterfield)  were 
re-elected  Vice-Presidents;  Mr.  C.  Daykin  Turner  (Derby),, 
Hon.  Treasurer;  and  Mr.  Clement  W.  Ridyard,  Hon.  Secre- 
tary, with  Mr.  F.  Hitchcock  as  Assistant  Secretary.  The 
President  then,  on  behalf  of  the  pharmacists  of  the  county, 
presented  Mr.  Ridyard  (the  Hon.  Secretary)  with  a  purse 
of  gold  in  appreciation  of  his  services  to  the  Association 
and  on  the  County  Insurance  Committee.  [Mr.  Ridyard 
is  Divisional  Secretary  for  the  Ilkeston  Division.  Hon. 
Secretary  of  the  Ilkeston  Division  and  District  Pharma- 
ceutical Associat:on.  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Derbyshire  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  member  of  the  Derbyshire  Insurance 
Committee  and  the  Finance,  Sanatorium  and  Medical 
Benefit  Sub-Committees  of  that  Committee,  and  Secretary 
of  the  Derbyshire  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  Mr.  Ridyard 
has  examined  everv  prescription  dispensed  in  the  county 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act— upwards  of  300  000.] 
The  Secretary  thanked  the  President  and  the  members  for 
this  mark  of  appreciation.  It  was  decided  that  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  be  the  County  Pharmaceutical  Committee, 
together  with  Messrs.  Elmitt  and  Turner  (Derby).  The 
Secretary  was  requested  to  forward  a  resolution  to  the 
Insurance  Commissioners,  protesting  against  the  supply  of 
medicines  by  institutions  in  the  county.  An  expression  of 
sympathy  was  also  directed  to  be  sent  to  the  family  of  the 
"late  Mr.W.  S.  Bowler. 

Eastbourne. —At  the  meeting  on  December  9  of  the  East- 
bourne Pharmacists'  Association,  reported  elsewhere  in  this 
issue,  it  was  stated  that  certain  shopkeepers  had  been  found 
to  be  contravening  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  by  selling 
certain  poisons  without  the  name  of  the  seller,  the  name 
of  the  article  sold,  the  word  "  Poisonous,"  "  Not  to  be 
taken,''  and  not  in  bottles  distinguishable  to  the  touch.  In 
one  case  the  poison  was  supplied  in  a  medicine-bottle, 
which  was  labelled  "  An  eighth  part  to  be  taken  three 
times  a  day,"  with  a  chemist's  name  on.  The  seriousness 
of  the  situation  having  been  pointed  out.  the  seller  pro- 
mised to  comolv  with  the  Act  in  future.  A  dealer  in  corn- 
*alve,  unstamped,  was  also  written  to. 

Glasgow.  —At  the  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of 
Scotland  Chemists'  Assooation  held  at  the  Recent  Tea 
Rooms,  Glasgow,  on  December  11,  the  President  (Mr.  J.  H. 
Hart)  gave  a  lecture  on  Colour  Photography,  which  was 
illustrated  with  some  beautiful  lantern-sl''des  showing  the 
recent  developments  of  the  Paget  Prize  Plate  Co.'s  process. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  lecture  Mr.  Hart  was  accorded  a 
bearfy  vote  of  thanks,  on  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Gilmour. 
who  referred  in  verv  kind  terms  to  Mr.  Hart  and  thp 
services  he  had  rendered  to  pharmacy  in  Glasgow,  and 
the  regret  they  all  felt  that  he  was  leavine  Glasgow.  Mr. 
Hart,  in  reply,  said  he  could  not  express  his  indebtedness 
to  thorn  all  for  the  great  kindn°s«  thev  bad  shown_  towards 
him,  and.  while  he  was  leavin"  Glasgow,  he  was  still  carry- 
ing on  his  business  and  would  f  nv-mpntlv  be  m  Glasgow 
The  Pa-^et  Prize  Plate  Co.  and  Professor  Muir.  of  the 
Roval  Technical  College.  wer<>  tbant-pd  for  loans  of  the 
lart^m-sl'des  used  in  illust.',atin<?  the  lecture. 

Uncila.- At'  the  annual  meeting  on  December  9.  the 
President  (Mr.  W.  E.  Hill)  presided  over  an  attendance 


of  ten  members.  The  Treasurer's  report  showed  an  increase 
in  membership  of  three,  and  stated  that  there  is  a  satisfac- 
tory balance  in  hand.  The  following  re-elections  were  then 
unanimously  made  :  President,  Mv.  W.  E.  Hill ;  Treasurer, 
Mr.  E.  R.  Dixon ;  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  S.  Birkbeck.  Appre- 
ciation was  expressed  of  the  thorough  grasp  of  affairs  which 
these  officers  had  shown  during  an  arduous  year.  It  was 
decided  that  it  would  bo  inconvenient  to  fall  in  with  the 
Mayor's  suggestion  to  close  all  day  on  the  Saturday  after 
Christmas  Day. 

London  (N.)— A  meeting  of  the  North  London  Pharma- 
cists' Association  was  held  at  St.  Padarn's  Hall,  Holloway, 
on  December  11.  There  was  a  good  attendance  of  members, 
who  after  discussing  various  topics  settled  down  to  enjoy 
an  interesting  lecture  on  Dispensing  Methods,  by  Mr.  J. 
Noble.  The  side  of  the  hall  had  been  converted  into  a 
model  dispensary,  the  various  carboys,  shop-rounds,  and 
usual  fixtures  being  graphically  illustrated  on  the  wall, 
thereby  creating  the  illusion  of  a  dispensing  department. 
The  arrangement  was  such  that  the  lecturer's  idea  of 
maximum  speed  in  the  rush  hours  could  be  realised,  he 
holding  it  as  a  cardinal  principle  that  keeping  insured 
persons  waiting  is  the  surest  way  of  driving  them  to  those 
places  where  quick  service  is  the  rule  and  not  the  excep- 
tion. The  speaker  is  a  devotee  of  system,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  he  had  lost  his  notes  in  coming  to  the  meeting. 
By  various  ingenious  devices  he  showed  how  adaptation  to 
the  new  conditions  in  industrial  areas  could  be  brought 
about  without  disarranging  the  usual  trade.  Mr.  Haywood, 
of  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  showed  the  slide-rule  used  for 
prescription  pricing,  and  the  working  of  the  patent  still 
supplied  by  them.  Mr.  Bromley  illustrated  a  method  of 
filing  prescriptions,  and  Mr.  Hearle  (the  Chairman)  gave 
several  experiences  of  dispensing  methods.  Mr.  Noble  was 
accorded  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks. 

Manchester  Assistants.—  An  address  on  The  Working 
of  the  Shops  Act  was  given  by  Mr.  G.  S.  T.  Livesey  at 
the  November  meeting  of  tho  Manchester  and  Salford 
Assistants'  Association,  and  the  adjourned  meeting  for  the 
further  consideration  of  this  subject  was  held  on  Decem- 
ber 11.  Mr.  Livesey  dealt  with  the  conditions  existing  in 
pharmacy  prior  to  the  passing  of  this  Act,  and  their  effect 
upon  the  number  and  quality  of  entrants  into  pharmacy, 
and  then  considered  the  influences  which  had  operated  in 
bringing  about  an  improvement  in  these  conditions.  The 
various  sections  of  the  Act  were  then  taken  in  detail,  and 
it  was  shown  that  the  various  exceptions  arose  from  an 
attempt  to  balance  opposite  interests — viz.,  the  rights  of  tho 
workers  and  public  convenience.  The  exemption  orders 
are  responsible  for  most  of  these  anomalies.  Lack  of  uni- 
formity in  the  closing  day  leads  to  uncertainty  in  the  mind 
of  the  public,  and  consequent  disappointment,  while  the 
closing  of  chemists'  shops  has  been  declared  by  medical 
men  to  be  a  hindrance  to  them  and  an  inconvenience  to 
their  patients.  A  section  of  employers  regard  the  Act_  as 
an  interference  with  personal  liberty.  Some  pharmacists 
object  to  it  on  the  ground  that  it  is  their  duty  to  provide 
constant,  attendance  for  the  supply  of  medicine.  In  Man- 
chester 75  per  cent,  of  the  shops  are  exempted,  and  the 
Corporation  Sanitary  Inspector  has  described  the  Act  as  a. 
"  dismal  failure,"  and  also  stated  that  "  any  shop-closing 
Act  regulated  by  local  option  is  as  good  as  stillborn." 
Assistants  undoubtedly  welcome  the  Act  as  an  instalment  of 
reforms  due,  and  they  desire  its  effective  working.  Thev 
are  opposed  to  exemption  orders,  which  render  breach  of 
tho  Act  easier,  and  assistants  favour  closing  orders  which 
give  them  holidays  on  tho  same  dav  and  enable  friends  to 
be  t07ether.  The  lecturer  advocated  the  extension  of  the 
definition  of  a  shop-assistant  to  include  wholesalers,  clerks, 
packers,  and,  in  fact,  all  shop-workers.  He  thought  tha; 
tho  Act  should  have  limited  the  hours  of  employment  to 
sixty  per  week  and  made  provision  for  an  annual  holiday. 
In  the  discuss'on  which  ensued  it  was  suggested  that  a 
Shops  Acts  Committee  should  be  formed  to  consider  matters 
and  cases  arising  out  of  tho  administration  of  the  Shops 
Act. 

Nottingham.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  Phar- 
maceutical Association  on  December  10,  Mr.  H.  G.  Howson. 
B.Sc,  of  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.,  delivered  a  lantem-lecture  on 
Soap  and  Soapmaking.  Mr.  A.  Middleton  was  in  the 
chair. 

West  Ham.  —  A  meeting  of  the  West  Ham  Association 
of  Pharmacists  was  held  on  December  11  at  Earlhnm  Hall, 
Forest  Gate,  E.  Mr.  W.  Potter  (the  President)  in  the  chair. 
\  letter  was  received  from  a  member  reporting  that  the 
Ess"x  Education  Committee  is  supplying  to  school  children 
malt  and  oil  at  5id.  per  lb.  It  was  decided  to  leave  the 
comirr'ttee  to  deal  with  the  matter.  The  report,  of  the  sub- 
committee appointed  to  consider  Essex  affairs  recommended 
thpt  an  Assistant  Secretary  be  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  the  interests  of  the  Essex  members,  and  that  he  be  a 
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member  of  both  the  Essex  Insurance  Committee  and  the 
committee  of  the  Association.  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  proposed 
that  the  report  bo  adjourned  until  the  next  meeting,  and 
that  an  Assistant  Secretary  (pro  tern.)  bo  appointed,  and 
this  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  asked  who  had 
nominated  Mr.  Newman  for  the  West  Ham  Pharmaceutical 
Committee,  and  how  it  was  that  he,  being  an  unregistered 
chemist,  had  been  thus  put  forward  by  the  Association. 
Mr.  Mitchell  said  the  committee  accepted  all  responsibility 
in  the  matter;  it  was  by  an  oversight  and  misunderstanding 
that  the  nomination  had  been  made.  A  letter  had  been 
sent  to  Mr.  Newman  by  the  Secretary,  pointing  out  the 
difficulty  that  had  arisen,  and  Mr.  Newman  had  written 
a  satisfactory  reply,  which  ended  the  difficulty.  A  vote  of 
thanks  was  given  to  Mrs.  and  Miss  Potter  for  their  help 
in  arranging  the  whist-drive.  Mr.  Potter  thanked  the 
members  on  behalf  of  Mrs.  and  Miss  Potter.

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Fourteen  deaths  from  taking  poison  aro  recorded  this  week, 
five  being  from  misadventure. 

Carbolic  Acid. — A  verdict  of  death  by  misadventure, 
accelerated  by  deceased's  feeble  condition,  was  returned  at 
the  inquest  on  Mary  Elizabeth  Armstrong  (13).  who  died  in 
the  Johnson  Hosp  tal  Spalding,  following  the  effects  of  an 
application  of  carbolic  acid  to  her  head.  It  appeared  that 
a  probationer  nurse  was  given  instruction  to  cleanse  the 
child's  hair  with  carbolic  oil,  but  the  nurse  took  carbolic 
acid  from  the  ward  cupboard  in  mistake  for  the  oil.  The. 
jury  blamed  the  under  nurse  for  not  using  proper  care, 
censured  Nurse  Crowder  for  deputing  the  work  to  her  with- 
out supervision,  and  severely  condemned  the  lax  wav  that 
poisons  were  stored  in  the  hospital.  —  Morris  Clear  (49)  died 
at  Manchester  from  taking  carbolic  acid. 

Chloral  Hydrate  caused  the  death  by  misadventure  at 
St.  Pancras  of  a  veterinary  student  named  Frank  Charles 
Wig?  (191.  of  Norwich. 

I^orwah'n  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by  Minnie  May 
Reeves  (19).  servant,  Barnes. 

Laudanum. — The  death  of  Robertann  Patterson  (71), 
widow,  Hawick,  was  certified  as  being  due  to  poisoning  by 
laudanum. 

Pho'phorns  in  the  form  of  vermin-killer  was  taken  for 
suicidal  purposes  by  Geo.  Wilkinson,  baker  Spilsby. 

T'oisnnons  Liniment. — Leonard  Evcritt.  quarrvman.  Harts- 
hill  and  the  wife  of  John  Burrows,  postman.  Buckingham, 
d:ed  from  poisonous  liniment,  being  taken  in  mistake  for 
medicine. 

Spi'it  of  Salt. — Elizabeth  Ann  M^ad  (26)  servant,  com- 
mitted suicide  at  Beckenham  with  this  poisono'is  acid. 

Stryrhn>ne. — Dr.  .Tas.  Campbell  Gray,  of  Tetford,  died 
from  a  dose  of  strvchnine  taken  in  error. 

Veronal. — An  onen  verdict  was  returned  at  the  inquest 
on  Fe?inald  Geva'd  Jacob  (43).  barr'ster.  Bavswater,  who 
died  from  broncho-pneumoma  and  verona'-ooisoning. 

Kind  not  Stated  —  John  Will'am  Wad?  (49)  Brixton,  died 
in  a  London  hoso'tal  from  the  effects  of  takin?  poison. — 
The  suicidal  death  of  David  Morgan  Barrett  (fV)  in  St. 
George's  Hosp'tal.  London,  W.,  was  due  to  sho^k  following 
cutting  his  own  throat  and  taking  poison,  probably  oxahc 
acid. — At  Gateshead.  Mary  Ogilvie  McNulty  (39)  committed 
suicide  by  taking  an  irritant  poison — "  photographic 
intensifier." 
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TRADE  REPORT. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selectp''  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  uuyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here,

THE  slackening-off  in  business  incidental  to  this  season 
of  the  year  is  becoming  apparent,  but  a  fair  amount 
of  interest  is  still  shown  in  certain  markets.  The  out- 
standing event  since  our  last  report  is  the  sudden  and 
somewhat  unexpected  rise  in  the  official  price  of  quinine 
by  l^d.  per  oz.,  this  being  the  second  since  the  agree- 
ment was  signed.  All  other  salts  of  quinine  follow,  and 
ferri  et  quin.  cit.  is  grf.  dearer.  Other  changes  in  chemi- 
cals include  an  easier  feeling  irr  English  and  foreign 
tartaric  acid,  citric  acid,  and  cream  of  tartar.  Epsom 
salts  have  been  advanced  by  10s.  per  ton.  San- 
tonin will  be  2s.  3d.  per  lb.  dearer  from  January  1. 
Crude  drugs  show  few  changes.  Persian  galls  are  steady  ; 
Sudan  acacias  and  olibanum  are  quiet.  Opium  is  firm, 
with  continued  unfavourable  reports  as  to  the  failure 
of  the  autumn  sowings.  Podophyllum-root  and  saffron 
are  also  firm.  Among  essential  oils  West  Indian  dis- 
tilled lime  oil  has  changed  hands  in  fair  quantity.  Lemon 
oil  seems  to  be  temporarily  firmer.  Peppermint  oils  are 
on  the  easier  side.  The  principal  movements  have  been  as 
follows  :

lower  at  $3.50  per  lb.  Quinine  has  advanced  to  26c.  per 
oz.  and  Java  to  24c.  Euonymus-bark  (wahoo)  is  dearer 
at  45c,  and  podophyllum-root  (mandrake)  is  also  dearer 
at  9c.

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Calabae  Beans. — At  the  present  low  values  the  article  has 
become  of  more  interest,  and  arrivals  have  been  readily 
taken  up  at  m.90  per  100  kilos.  According  to  reports  a 
very  small  crop  is  expected,  as  prices  are  unremunerative 
to  collectors. 

Camphor  (Refined). — Japan  is  offering  somewhat  cheaper 
in  Hamburg,  holders  pressing  sales.  With  a  firm  order 
2g-lb.  slabs  could  be  bought  at  m.315  and  January-February 
shipment  at  m.305  per  100  kilos. 

Canthaeides. — Russian  flies  are  no  longer  obtainable  from 
the  producing  country,  and  m.17  per  kilo,  and  over  is  asked- 
by  second-hands.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  price  will  rise 
still  higher,  as  new  supplies  cannot  be  expected  before 
August  1914. 

Citeic  Acid  is  firmly  held,  with  limited  demand.  Spot 
(Hamburg),  as  well  as  delivery,  i6  still  kept  at  m.4.40  per 
kilo. 

Lycopodium. — From  the  numerous  offers  being  made  it 
[  is  concluded  that  considerable  quantities  are  available.  It 
is  remarkable  that  the  interest  which  has  hitherto  been 
shown  principally  for  technical  uses  has  now  diminished,  as 
I  in  many  cases  cheap  substitutes  have  taken  the  place  of 
genuine  lycopodium. 

Milk-Sugae. — The  position  in  the  home  market  has  not 
altered  since  last  report,  but  in  the  export  market  a  change 
has  taken  place  by  the  U.S.A.  having  abolished  the  import 
duty,  equal  to  about  m.45  per  100  kilos.  Large  quantities 
have  been  sold  to  U.S.A.  for  immediate  and  forward  ship- 
ment, and  if  this  active  demand  continues  an  increase  in 
export  prices  is  looked  for. 

Senega. — The  good  demand  still  continues,  and  American 
shippers  are  not  only  maintaining  their  high  prices  but: 
asking  an  advance.  The  quotation  of  m.650  per  100  kilos, 
is  therefore  likely  to  be  maintained. 

Soda-ash. — The  price  for  calcined  soda  lias  been  reduced 
by  the  Syndicate  for  delivery  over  1914  by  m.25  per 
100  kilos.,  while  crystals  remain  unchanged. 

American  Drug  Market. 

Quiet  conditions  prevail  in  the  New  York  drug-market, 
and  apart  from  deliveries  on  contracts  the  movement  is 
mainly  confined  to  jobbing  parcels.  The  reduction  of  the 
tariff  has  resulted  in  a  lower  level  of  prices  for  pharma- 
ceutical chemicals  such  as  chloral  hydrate,  tannin,  mer- 
curials, etc.,  and  the  probability  that  a  wider  range  of 
products  will  be  affected  is  restricting  purchases  of  both 
raw  materials  and  finished  products. 

Aloes. — The  market  is  fairly  well  supplied  with  case 
Curacao,  and,  owing  to  a  steady  demand,  prices  are  well 
maintained  at  7jC  for  manufacturing  supplies.  Under 
the  influences  of  scarcity  and  unusual  inquiry  gourds  have 
advanced  to  9^c.  Aloin  has  declined  to  58c,  owing  to' 
active  competition. 

Buchu. — In  limited  demand,  and  both  the  short  and  long 
varieties  are  freely  offered  at  $1.30  in  anticipation  of 
plentiful  supplies  in  primary  markets. 

Canada  Balsam  is  in  moderate  request,  and  in  order  to- 
stimulate  interest  some  holders  have  reduced  the  price  to 
$9.25  per  gal.    Oregon  is  barely  steady  at  $1.15. 

Casoaea  Sageada  is  in  fair  demand  at  the  steady  rates  of 
from  75c.  to  8c,  as  to  grade  and  quantity.  . 

Copaiba  is  moving  quietly  at  43c.  to  46c.  for  C.  &  S. 
American,  with  Para  offering  at  48c. 

Euonymus-baek  is  scarce  in  primary  markets,  and,  owing 
to  increased  inquiry  on  spot,  holders  have  advanced  prices- 
to  38c. 

Guaeana. — Supplies  on  hand  are  more  than  adequate  to 
meet  current  demand,  and  prices  have  declined  to  $2.50 
to  $2.75. 

Ipecacuanha. — Cartagena  is  in  fair  supply,  and  with  an- 
active  demand  is  steady  at  $1.75  to  $1.85,  as  to  quantity. 
Rio  is  in  little  request,  and  the  small  lots  available  are- 
offered  at  $2.10. 

Mandrake. — Country  supplies  are  under  good  control, 
and,  owing  to  the  development  of  increased  demand  on 
spot  and  the  difficulty  of  replenishing  stocks,  prices  have 
advanced  to  8gC  for  jobbing  lots. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American)  is  in  moderate  demand  on 
snot,  but  supplies  are  good  and  prices  have  gradually 
declined  to  $3.55  for  fin  oil,  owing  to  f''eer  offers  from 
the  country.  Bottles  arc  quoted  at  $3.90  to  $4,  as  to- 
quantity. 

Serpentary  is  2c.  higher  at  40c.  under  diminishing  sup- 
plies and  the  growing  strength  of  orimarv  markets. 

Wtnteegeeen  Oil.— True  leaf  oil  is  offered  at  $4.25  for 
small  lots.    Birch  oil  is  lower  at  $1.25.

Polish  Potato-starch. 

A  few  months  ago  a  syndicate  was  formed  among  prac- 
tically all  the  large  producers  of  potato-starch  in  Poland 
and  Lithuania,  the  amount  passing  under  its  supervision 
being  about  l,0O0,0CO  pouds  .annually.  This  syndicate  is 
referred  to  by  the  British  Consul  at  Warsaw  in  his  annual 
report  for  1912,  in  which  he  says  that  Polish  potato-starch 
now  competes  successfully  with  Dutch,  and  the  coarse  granu- 
lated farina  especially  is  in  demand  by  Hamburg  and  Stettin 
wholesale  dealers,  who  resell  it  on  the  British  markets  at 
21.  to  21.  10s.  per  ton  more  than  it  can  be  obtained  at  direct 
from  Poland.  A  fair  direct  trade  with  the  United  Kingdom 
has  been  commenced,  but  it  could  be  much  increased  and 
the  intervention  of  the  German  middleman  eliminated.  The 
address  of  the  syndicate  is  Spolka  Producentow  Krochmalu 
(Starch  Manufacturers'  Co.),  Wlodzimierska  12.  Warsaw. 
It  is  exported  in  100-kilo.  bags,  and  is  quoted  at  c.i.f.  prices 
U.K.  ports. 

Mercury. 

The  Department  of  Mines  of  New  South  Wales  has  issued 
a  pamphlet  on  mercury  in  New  South  Wales,  with  notes 
on  its  occurrence  in  other  colonies  and  countries  (Mineral 
Resources,  No.  7),  by  J.  E.  Came.  The  occurrence  of 
mercury,  in  the  native  state  or  in  tho  form  of  cinnabar, 
has  been  indicated  in  some  ten  localities,  but  the  quantities 
produced  hitherto  are  very  small,  one  of  the  most  favour- 
able localities  having  yielded  only  about,  10  cwt.  of  metal 
to  the  company  which  attempted  for  a  time  to  exploit  it 
An  account  is  given  of  the  wonderful  mines  at  Almaden, 
in  Spain,  which  are  known  to  have  yielded  some  four 
million  flasks,  or  140.000  tons  of  metal,  while  the  Cali- 
fornian  mines  have  given  about  half  this  quantity.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  wet-concentration  has  proved  useless,  in 
spite  of  the  high  density  of  the  mineral,  and  that  efficient 
working  of  the  ordinary  low-grade  ores  (yielding  0.5  to 
2  per  cent,  of  mercury)  is  only  to  be  effected  by  careful 
attention  to  economical  working  of  the  furnaces;  the  gases 
must  escape  at  the  lowest  temperature  which  will  retain 
the  mercury  as  vapour,  and  the  hot  spent  ore  must  be  used 
to  heat  the  air  supply  of  the  furnaces.  As  illustrating  the 
difficulty  of  retaining  the  metal,  it  is  mentioned  that  at 
the  New  Almaden  mine  in  California  2, OCO  flasks  (135.C00  lb.) 
of  mercury  were  taken  from  the  ground  under  one  of  the 
furnaces,  the  metal  having  penetrated  27  ft.  to  bedrock. 

Japanese  Potassium  Chlorate. 

When  the  Japanese  import  tariff  was  revised  in  1911  the 
Government  proposed  to  admit  chlorate  of  potash  duty  free 
In  comp'iance  with  the  request  of  the  Japan  Chemical 
Industry  Co.,  which  was  then  about  to  start  the  manufac- 
ture, an  amendment  was  brought  forward  to  impose  a  duty 
of  5  per  cent  ad  vol.,  and  the  House  of  Representatives 
adopted  this  amendment.  The  Japan  Match  Manufacturers' 
Guild,  however,  opposed  the  amendment,  and  petitioned 
the  House  of  Peers,  asking  for  the  admission  duty  free.  The 
Guild's  efforts  proved  successful,  and  the  article  was  made 
duty  free,  as  originally  proposed  by  tho  Government.  Now, 
as  a  result  of  the  renewed  activity  of  the  Japan  Chemical 
Industry  Co.,  certain  members  of  the  Diet  are  taking  steps 
to  introduce  a  Bill  in  the  coming  Session  to  impose  a  5  per 
cent,  ad  valorem  duty  on  chlorate  of  potash.  If  this  amend- 
ment is  adonted  by  the  Diet,  the  revenue  derived  will  not 
exceed  70.000  yen.  as  the  annual  import  is  not  more  than 
about  1.400.000  yen  in  value.  b«t  the  match  manufacturers 
will  be  seriously  affected.  The  Match  Manufacturers'  Guild 
is  the-efore  organi6;ng  an  agitation  to  renew  the  move- 
Tnent  for  influencing  the  House  of  Peers  to  oppose  the  tariff 
-amendment.

German  Chemical  Trade. 

An  important  feature  of  tho  German  chemical  trade  in 
recent  years  is  represented  by  the  continued  expansion  in 
the  foreign  trade,  and  a  fresh  illustration  of  this  circum- 
stance is  afforded  by  the  statistical  returns  issued  by  the 
German  Statistical  Board  for  the  first  half  of  the  present 
year.  The  imports  were  valued  at  12,000,000/.,  as  compared 
with  11.080,000/.  in  the  first  half  of  1912,  and  nearly  two- 
thirds  of  the  former  values  were  composed  cf  raw  materials 
On  the  other  hand,  the  exports  in  the  first  half  reached  tho 
total  of  24,150,C00/.,  as  compared  with  19.860,0007.  in  1912, 
so  that  on  the  balance  of  imports  and  exports  the  country 
exhibited  a  gain  of  12,000,000/.  for  the  six  months.  As  bear- 
ing on  this  matter,  the  following  appeared  in  the  "  Board 
of  Trade  Journal"  (November  27):  "The  Berliner  '  Borsen- 
Zeitung  '  of  November  21  states  that  the  present  prosperity 
of  the  German  chemical  industry  can  be  seen  by  studying 
the  dividends  paid  by  the  manufacturers  in  the  business 
year  1912-13.  These  amounted,  for  111  companies,  with  a 
captal  of  about  451,550.000m  ,  to  78.160, 000m.,  or  about 
17.3  per  cent.,  which  i6  0.8  per  cent,  more  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  net  profits  of  all  the  125  firms  concerned 
amounted  to  123.813,000m.,  as  against  109  232  000m.  in  the 
oreceding  year.  This  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  has  called 
forth  cons:derable  augmentation  of  capital  and  tho  inaugura- 
tion of  new  enterprises."

Sir, — In  view  of  the  extension  of  British  trade  to 
countries  other  than  our  own  and  Colonies,  an  increased 
amount  of  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  study  of  foreign 
languages,  the  prosecution  of  which  is  much  neglected 
in  England,  thus  severely  handicapping  us  in  the  grow-  i 
ing  competition.  There  undoubtedly  exists  among  us 
an  aversion  to  speak  a  foreign  language,  and  this  could 
be  got  over  in  a  large  measure,  in  our  own  particular 
circle,  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  to  enforce 
this  study — not  simply  exacting  the  elementary  school 
knowledge,  but  a  conversational  efficiency  in  French  or 
Spanish.  A  knowledge  of  the  latter  language  is  in  much 
demand,  and  it  is  now,  commercially  speaking,  second 
only  to  our  own.  The  Germans  are  much  ahead  of  us 
in  these  matters,  and  consequently  in  such  markets  as 
the  South  American  are  gaining  ground.  As  a  body  we 
have  a  great  advantage  in  possessing  a  knowledge  of 
Latin,  but  we  must  needs  learn  to  bestir  ourselves.

Aerated-water  and  Beer  Bottles. 
SlK,- — May  I  trespass  upon  your  kindness  to  draw  the 
attention  of  chemists  and  druggists  to  a  grievance  of  our 
Association— viz  ,  the  filling  of  mineral-water  and  beer 
bottles  with  deleterious  liquids  which,  though  not 
scheduled  poisons,  make  the  bottle  practically  useless  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended  ?  It  should  be  re- 
membered that  these  vessels  are  designed  for  the  purpose 
of  containing  liquids  for  human  consumption,  and  remain  | 


the  property  of  the  persons  whose  names  they  bear.  To  fill 
them,  therefore,  with  turpentine,  oil,  etc.,  not  only  causes 
the  property  of  members  of  our  trade  to  be  rendered  use- 
less for  its  original  purpose,  but  is,  I  think  you  will 
agree,  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the  public.  There  is  a 
laudable  desire  at  the  present  day  that  vessels  designed 
to  contain  human  food,  or  liquids  for  human  consump- 
tion, should  be  kept  for  that  purpose  alone,  and  the 
object  of  my  letter  is  to  ask  the  chemists  and  druggists 
of  the  United  Kingdom  to  kindly  decline  to  fill  such 
bottles  with  deleterious  matter. — Yours  faithfully,

Dental  Chemists. 

Sir,- — Mr.  Benson  Harries'  appeal  in  your  last  issue  to 
"dental  chemists"  draws  attention  to  a  practice  which 
I  venture  to  suggest  every  fair-minded  pharmacist  should 
use  his  influence  to  check.  The  important  relation  which 
the  condition  of  the  mouth  bears  to  general  health,  and 
the  rapid  progress  of  dental  surgery,  render  essential  the 
thorough  training  and  qualification  of  those  who  under- 
take such  responsible  work.  The  position,  therefore,  of 
an  Association  of  chemists,  unqualified  in  dentistry,  seek- 
ing to  usurp  the  position  of  dentists  is  not  only  untenable, 
but  may  do  harm  to  their  fellow-craftsmen  if  the  latter 
make  no  effort  to  dissociate  themselves.  If  chemists  and 
druggists  claim  to  perform  the  work  of  dentists  without 
special  qualification,  then  unqualified  persons  cannot  logi- 
cally be  debarred  from  compounding  and  dispensing  medi- 
cines. Why  do  not  Mr.  Harries  and  his  friends  qualify 
as  dentists  if  they  are  so  fond  of  the  work  ?  Several 
dentist  friends  assure  me  that  any  man  of  average  intelli- 
gence should  be  able  to  pass  the  examinations.  In  any 
case,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Chemists'  Dental  Society 
and  its  members  will  receive  the  rebuke  they  deserve  if 
they  ask  for  recognition,  and  that  all  pharmacists  in  busi- 
ness will  miss  no  opportunity  of  warning  dental  patients 
against  the  danger  of  submitting  themselves  to  unquali- 
fied practitioners.

Compulsion. 

Sir, — Your  contributor  "  Xrayser  "  takes  me. 
severely  to  task  in  last  week's  issue  over  my  argument  in 
favour  of  compulsory  membership.  The  argument  was 
for  the  affirmative  in  a  debate,  and,  although  my 
opponent  and  several  subsequent  speakers  were  strongly 
against  compulsion,  the  affirmative  was  carried  by  a 
small  majority.  So  far  so  good.  Had  "Xrayser"  con- 
tributed a  few  strong  points  against  compulsion  with 
the  usual  brilliancy  we  look  for  in  his  columns,  I,  along 
with  many  others  of  your  readers,  might  have  read  them 
with  profit.  Instead,  he  indulges  in  an  erratic  and 
almost  fantastic  criticism  of  my  arguments,  and  leaves 
things  in  a  sorrier  plight  than  he  found  them.  He  says  : 
"The  Society  ...  does  not  exist  for  the  protection  of 
pharmacists,  but  for  that  of  the  public."  Has  he  read  the 
Society's  Charter?  Does  he  know  that  the  Society  was 
founded  long  before  the  1852  and  1868  Acts  took  public 
safety  into  consideration  .'  In  other  words,  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  with  the  consent  of  Parliament,  under- 
took this  responsibility.  Further,  the  whole  tone  of  the 
1852  Act  implies  that  registration,  membership,  and 
carrying  on  business  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  were 
intended  to  be  synonymous.  The  1868  Act,  of  course, 
was  a  step  backward  as  far  as  this  aspect  was  con- 
cerned. "  Xrayser's  "  comparison  of  compulsory  mem- 
bership with  religious  intolerance  is  really  too  puerile 
for  controversy.  Surely  his  x-rays  were  faulty  when 
he  saw  light  in  this  direction.  People  are  not  compelled 
nowadays  to  be  religious  by  Act  of  Parliament ;  but 
they  are  compelled  to  pay  taxes  whether  they  are  in 
favour  of  the  Government  or  not.  Similarly,  if  a  num- 
ber of  pharmacists  are  reaping  benefits  obtained  through 
the  labours  of  the  Society,  it  is  not  only  logic,  it  is 
justice  to  compel  them  to  support  it.  "  Xrayser  " 
would  leave  it  to  "  enlightened  self-interest  and  esprit  de 
corps"  to  lead  members  in.  Mr.  Forret,  my  opponent  in 
the  debate,  would  use  "sweet  persuasive  winsomeness  "• 
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to  draw  them  in.  Both  methods  have  had  their 
day  and  failed.  The  Society  is  something  more  than  a 
mutual  benefit  society.  Its  powers  and  influence  for  the 
benefit  of  pharmacists  generally  have  extended  greatly 
in  recent  years.  The  time  has  come  when  every  phar- 
macist should  be  a  member  of  the  Society.  When 
"  Xrayser "  has  seriously  considered  this  subject  I  am 
confident  that  with  his  usual  progressive  ideas  he  will 
agree  that  compulsion  is  the  only  remedy.

I  received  a  circular  this  morning  from  the  P.A.T.A.  with 
one  enclosed  from  Messrs.  Steedman  fixing  P.A.T.A 
prices  for  Stcedman's  Powders  on  and  from  January  1 
next — viz.,  eight  (one  packet),  lO^tZ. ;  l^d.  each,  two  for 
2?d.  Would  they  please  inform  the  distributor  what  to 
charge  for  four? — Geo.  Oxlcy  (Hailsham). 

Unstamped  Proprietaries. 
Referring  to  the  paragraph  on  dispensing  of  dutiable 
medicines  (C  «£■  D.,  December  13,  p.  48),  it  s&crns  to  me  that 
the  law  on  the  .subject  is  not  being  closely  observed.  For 
instance,  1-oz.  tins  of  Antikamnia  tablets  are  supplied  to 
chemists  unstamped.  Iron  jelloids  arc  now  put  up  un- 
stamped (the  makers  do  not  say  whether  for  export  or  dis- 
pensing). To  prevent  errors  of  this  sort,  I  suggest  there 
should  be  no  exception  for  dispensing. — W.  C.  D.  (59/95). 

Appreciations. 

If  sympathy  and  a  long  knowledge  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  could  avail,  I  would  send  you  "  heaps."  I  re- 
member its  first  issue,  when  a  "  new-fledged  "  apprentice 
in  Malton,  Yorks.  I  also  remember,  and  kept  until  coming 
up  here,  a  miniature  copy  of  it,  issued  about  1864-5.  It 
was  the  C.  &  D.  that  gave  me,  as  a  lad,  the  idea  of  issuing 
a  local  trade  almanac.  This  was  in  18&3.  I  believe  it  is 
still  continued  yearly  by  my  successors. — /.  S.  (46/56). 

Fulmar  Oil. 

This  is  an  oil  found  in  the  stomach  of  the  fulmar 
(Procellaria  glacialis),  a  swimming  oceanic  bird  of  the 
petrel  family.  The  bird  is  an  inhabitant  of  the  northern 
seas,  and  nests  on  sea-cliffs  in  the  Orkneys,  Shetlands, 
Hebrides,  and  elsewhere.  It  feeds  on  fish,  whale-blubber, 
and  any  fat  floating  substance  which  it,  finds.  The  oil  is 
one  of  the  principal  products  of  St.  Kilda.  and,  if  I  recol- 
lect rightly,  is  used  for  burning  as  an  illuminant  and  for 
such  other  purpose*  as  herring  and  whale  oils  are  used  for. 
It  can  be  ejected  from  the  stomach  by  the  bird  at  will. — 
C.  A.  Macphcrson  (57/28). 

A  reply  to  the  same  effect  has  also  been  received  from 
Mr.  A.  Wood,  Ph.

Keeping  Gummed  Labels. 

I  have  adopted  the  following  method  for  years  with_  great 
success  and  at  little  cost:  Black  the  ends  of  empty  jujube 
tins  (A.  &  H.  1-lb.  size) ;  use  white  paint  for  letter  and 
figure  :

Against  each  number  write  the  name  of  label  corresponding 
with  number  on  the  tin.  By  doing  this  "  Rusticus  "  will 
have  no  more  trouble  with  his  labels ;  he  will  see  at  a 
glance  where  to  look  for  what  he  wants  and  what  stock  lie 
has.  Tins  in  question  will  hold  2,000  ordinary-size  slips. — 
/.  E.  (54/72). 

A  good  method  of  keeping  slip  stock  labels — one  which 
the  writer  finds  to  work  satisfactorily— is  the  following : 
Lay  aside,  as  they  are  emptied,  boxes  such  as  the  Outicura 
Soap  people  send  out.  Each  box  easily  holds  a  thousand 
slip  labels,  and  when  one  keeps  in  stock  a  larger  number 
than  this— as  is  the  case  with  Gregory,  Cascara,  or  Seidlitz 
labels— an  additional  box  or  two  are  necessary.  Place  a 
label  on  the  outside  flap  of  each  lid  indicating  the  con- 


tents of  the  box,  and  arrange  the  boxes  on  some  convenient 
shelves  in  alphabetical  order.  When  the  last  package  of 
labels  has  been  taken  from  any  box,  turn  the  latter  round 
with  its  labelled  flap  to  the  wall.  Few  chemists  order  less 
than  2,000  labels  of  this  description,  and  when  the  printer's 
toaveller  calls  one  can  see  at  a  glance  what  sort  of  label 
or  labels  it  is  necessary  to  order. — H.  D.

[The  prescription  is  quite  safe.    Children  tolerate  large 
doses  of  iodides  after  a  week  or  so,  and  the  dose  of  potas- 
sium iodide  may  be  increased  gradually  to  ten  times  the 
above  amount  if  required.] 

Menthol  and  Naphthol  Pills. 
It.  B.  (36/55)  writes  :  I  should  like  to  know  the  best  way 
of  making  the  following  pill : 
Beta-naphthol, 
Menthol,

[The  best  way  to  compound  this  pill  is  to  place  the 
menthol  along  with  £  grain  of  white  beeswax  in  a  squat  pill- 
tube  and  stand  in  warm  water  till  melted,  having  the 
tube  corked  to  prevent  exaporation  of  menthol then  stand 
in  cold  water  till  solidified,  scrape  out  and  mix  with  the 
beta-naphthol  and  extract  of  valerian,  adding  sufficient 
powdered  liquorice-root  to  give  the  mass  a  proper  consist- 
ence. With  a  fairly  soft  extract  4  grains  of  the  liquorice- 
powder  is  sufficient  for  six  pills,  making  the  six  weigh  about 
25  grains.] 


Insurance  Dispensing  Queries. 


Acid  Acetylsalictl  Cachets. — W.  H.  B.  (58/36).— Charge 
seventy-two  cachets  of  acetylsalicyl  as  follows:  Acid  acetyl- 
salicyl  3vj.  3(/.,  dispensing-fee  Is.  2d.,  total  Is.  5d. 

Adrenine  and  Cocaine  Suppositories—  Hydro  (48/32) 
writes:  "With  further  reference  to  the  two  letters  which 
have  appeared  in  vour  issues  of  November  29  and  Decem- 
ber 6,  you  reply:  "'We  now  find  that  2s.  Ad.  per  grain  is 
quoted  in  the  wholesale  list  upon  which  the  Drug  Tariff  was 
based.'  It  seems  strange  that  you  should  insist  that  the 
price  allowed  is  2s.,  or  even  2s.  Ad.,  when  solution  of 
adrenine,  1  in  1,000,  is  quoted  at  5s.  bd.  peroz.  on  the  Tariff — 
equivalent  to  about,  10s.  per  oz.  [?  grain. — EDITOR,  C.  &  D.] 
for  adrenine.  If  the  cost  of  1  grain  adrenine  is  2s.  Sd.,  is 
not  one  entitled  to  add  four-tenths  to  that  amount?  "  [What 
our  correspondent's  question  amounts  to  is:  If  adrenine 
costs  2s.  Sd.  a  grain,  is  one  entitled  to  add  four-tenths  to 
that  amount  in  charging  for  this  ingredient?  The  answer 
to  the  question  turns  on  the  interpretation  of  the  strict 
letter  of  the  Drug  Tariff,  which  directs  that  four-tenths  is 
to  be  added  to  the  cost-price  per  oz.  in  the  case  of  drugs 
usually  purchased  in  small  quantities  and  listed  at  prices 
per  oz".  (437^  grains)  in  order  to  get  the  price  per  Tariff  oz. 
(480  grains).  As  adrenine  is  not  quoted  by  the  ounce  but 
by  the  grain,  all  that  the  purchaser  can  do  is  to  base  his 
charge  upon  an  approved  list  price  and  add  one-third  (not 
four-tenth6)  to  the  cost.  Whether  the  cost  of  adrenine _  is 
2s.  4(2.  or  2s.  Sd.  per  grain  is  a  minor  point  compared  with 
the  calculation  of  the  charge  for  adrenine  by  the  grain.] 


Legal  Queries. 


Northerner  (56/63).— Your  agreement  with  your  present 
employers  is  binding  upon  you  until  they  release  you  from 
the  conditions.  If  they  do  not,  send  us  the  original  agree- 
ment. 
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M. P.S.I.  (57/7).— The  Irish  qualification  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemist  is  not  recognised  in  Great  Britain  for  the 
dispensing  of  Insurance  prescriptions  or  any  other  Pharmacy 
Act  matters. 

W.  C.  B.  (53/8)  puts  the  following  question:  If  an 
assistant  finds  a  coin  on  the  customers'  side  of  the  counter, 
to  whom  should  the  coin  bo  given — the  assistant  or  the 
proprietor  ?  [To  the  proprietor,  who  is  responsible  to  the 
public  for  the.  restoration  of  anything  left  by  inadvertence 
on  his  premises.] 

C.  H.  C.  (129/8). — The  fact  that  you  are  a  sub-postmaster 
and  a  chemist  enables  you  to  keep  open  on  half-holidays  for 
post-office,  business  and  for  the  sale  of  medicines  and 
medical  an  I  surgical  applia  nces  or  other  exempted  goods, 
but  the  shop  must  bo  "  shut''  for  any  other  business.  See 
C.  &  D.  Diary,  191.',,  p.  492. 

Nemo  (52/35). — A  person  employed  as  dispenser,  book- 
keeper, etc.,  by  a  doctor  from  9  a.m.  to  9  p.m.  is  not  a 
shop-assistant  within  the  meaning  of  the  Shops  Act,  1912. 
See  the  paragraph  "  Shop  Assistants  "  in  the  C.  <fc  D. 
Diary,  19V,,  p.  493,  which  you  will  see  excludes  such  a 
person  even  from  the  benefits  of  the  Shops  Act  when 
employed  by  a  chemist  solely  in  these  capacities. 

Medical  Analyst  (56/15). — The  fact  that  a  limited  com- 
pany keep  a  qualified  chemist  on  their  staff  does  not  suffice 
to  enable  them  to  use  the  title  "  Cash  Chemists."  See  the 
G.  &  D.  Diary,  191/,,  p.  474,  under  '•Companies."  The 
chemist  must  have  a  seat  on  the  board,  and  his  name  as 
superintendent  of  tho  company  must  be  communicated  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  There  is 
nothing  to  prevent  such  a  company  issuing  handbills  stating 
that  Insurance  prescriptions  are  dispensed,  and  the  name  of 
the  dispenser  may  bo  given.  "Medical  Pharmacy"  and 
"Medical  Analyst"  are  terms  which  anyone  may  use. 

V index  (53/5). — The  use  of  the  word  "special"  in  con- 
nection with  an  ointment  is  undesirable,  as  you  will  find 
by  reference  to  the  paragraph  "  Speciality  "  in  the  C.  &  D. 
Diary,  p.  221.  We  do  not  know,  however,  of  any  case  in 
which  the  Excise  authorities  have  insisted  upon  payment 
of  duty  in  respect  to  such  title.  So  far  as  your  label  is 
concerned  it  makes  the  ointment  liable  to  duty  on  account 
of  the  direction  that  "  the  surface  of  the  wound  is  to  be 
thoroughly  cleansed  "  before  application  of  the  ointment. 
Chafes,  chapped  hands,  roughness  of  skin,  and  dandruff 
are  not  considered  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  to 
be  ailments,  but  wounds  are.

Veterinary  Prescription  :

The  iodine  was  rubbed  up  in  a  mortar  with  the  train  oil, 
and  the  turpentine  then  added.  While  the  mixture  was 
being  slowly  mixed  the  mortar  began  to  vibrate ;  then 
the  contents  boiled  up,  and  gave  off  thick  yellow  fumes. 
The  mixture  was  almost  exhausted.  [Chemical  union  of 
the  iodine  with  unsaturated  tcrpenes,  etc.,  present  is  respon- 
sible for  the  generation  of  heat.  The  sudden  ebullition 
should  be  prevented  by  carefully  mixing  the  turpentine, 
in  quantities  of  a  drachm  at  a  time,  with  the  train  oil  and 
iodine,  allowing  several  minutes  to  elapse  after  each 
addition.] 

L.P.SJ.  (51/23).— To  dye  the  Grey  Feathers  of  Fowls 
black  use  the  amidol  dye  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas," 
double  strength — that  is,  80  grains  of  amidol,  2  drachms  of 
sodium  sulphite  and  an  ounce  of  10-pcr-cent.  alcohol,  or  a 
drachm  of  rectified  spirit  in  7  drachms  of  water. 

Scoparii  (47/16),  a  registered  chemist,  thirty-four  years 
of  ago,  wants  to  know  if  it  is  possible  for  him  To  Qualify 
AS  A  Medical  Man,  and  what  is  the  best  course  that  ho  can 


pursue.  Wo  know  of  many  chemists  who  have  done  this 
after  they  have  passed  the  Minor.  Tho  first  thing  to  do  is 
to  pass  the  necessary  Preliminary  examination,  such  as 
that  for  medical  students  conducted  by  the  College  of  Pre- 
ceptors, or,  in  the  caso  of  those  who  are  resident  in.  a 
University  city,  to  pass  the  Matriculation  examination  at 
that  University,  so  that  a  medical  degree  may,  if  possible, 
be  obtained  in  preference  to  tho  qualification  of  tho  Royal 
Colleges.  After  passing  the  examination  and  commencing 
medical  studies  the  pupil  has  to  register  as  a  Medical 
Student,  and  thereafter  continue  medical  studies  in  approved 
institutions  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  four  years  and 
nine  months,  passing  the  requisite  Professional  examina- 
tions during  the  curriculum.  Full  particulars  arc  given 
in  tho  Educational  Number  of  the  C.  <£•  D.,  August  16. 
Chemists  in  University  cities  are  peculiarly  fortunate  as 
regards  medical  studies,  for  they  can  carry  on  business 
during  the  curriculum.  Our  Educational  Number  contains 
the  experiences  of  a  chemist  who  did  so.

North  Bole  (56/14).— Peroxide  of  hydrogen  is  useless  for 
destroying  superfluous  hair  on  the  face,  but  if  bleaches  dark 
hair,  making  it  less  visible.  Its  application  to  the  skin  is 
harmless,  and  it  has  very  little  effect  upon  the  pigmentary 
deposits  of  the  cuticle,  although  by  prolonged  application 
some  change  does  take  place,  and  then  the  cuticle  is  apt  to 
bo  destroyed. 

A.  J.  31.  (6/5). — Affection  of  the  Scalp. — If  you  are 
sure  the  patches  are  ringworm  (and  this  can  only  be  settled 
by  finding  broken  hairs,  quite  unlike  tho  point-of -exclama- 
tion hairs  of  alopecia  areata),  wash  the  parts  with  ether, 
and  paint  them  with  the  following:

Salix  (98/27).— Aqueous  Paregoric  Elixir.— To  prepare 
this  proceed  as  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  method,  but 
employing  as  a  menstruum — 

Strong  acetic  acid   2^  vols. 

Glyceric    25  vols. 

Water  to   100  vols. 

M.P.S.  (49/23). — A  Cat  of  some  value  is  suffering  from 
Worms.  It  is  also  troubled  with  what  appears  to  be  a 
chronic  cold  in  the  head  snuffles,  and  an  occasional  dis- 
charge from  one  ear.  A  few  days  ago  a  small  worm  came 
from  the  ear  (or  is_  thought  to  have  done).  Pil's  contaming 
santonin  gr.  j.,  twice  weekly,  have  been  prescribed.  What 
else  can  be  done?  [The  cat  is  suffering  from  coryza,  which 
affects  the  mucous  membranes  and  is  indicated  by  a  dis- 
charge wlr'ch  in  the  earlier  sta^e  is  watery  and  latterly 
becomes  thicker,  yellower,  and  acquires  an  offens've  odour. 
In  some  animals,  especially  the  pig,  a  pentastome  "  worm  " 
penetrates  into  the  turbinated  bones  and  produces  the  same 
symptoms.  Treat  by  steaming  the  head  w'th  strong  euca- 
lyptus-water, apply  boric  lotion  to  the  eyes,  and  syringe 
out  the  ear  with

Xray  (93/11). — There  is  nothing  better  than  calcium 
chloride  for  absorbing  moisture  in  a  shop  window.  Use  the 
commercial  salt,  and  when  it  becomes  deliquescent  heat  it 
over  a  fire  in  an  iron  ladle  to  remove  excess  of  water. 
Sometimes  it  is  advantageous  to  mix  asbestos  shreds  with 
the  calcium  chloride.
